Gillette has stopped animal testing . . . not 


It was an occasion that 
Boston-based Gillette Compa- 
ny hailed as a milestone. The 
behemoth company — locked 
in a long-standing battle with 
activists over its practice of 
testing products on animals 
— boasted earlier this month 
that during fiscal year 1996, 
no animals were sacrificed for 
research and safety testing of 
its cosmetics products. 

Rodents, the company 
claimed, were the only ani- 
mals used for testing — and 
those were used only for pre- 
scription-drug research, not for 
products catering to consumer 
vanity. No rabbits, the company 
emphasized, were used for any 
purpose. 








On the second-to-last day of August, Jack 
Jones took his gillnetter out to Gloucester 
Harbor, opened up her sides, and watched 
her sink. 

His grandfather had fished out of 
Gloucester Harbor, and his father 
drowned there, and Jones him- 
self took to the water in 1964. 
Still, Jones let the sea rush into 
the Naomi Bruce, as one step in 
the government’s $25 million 
plan to combat overfishing by 
paying fishermen to do the un- 
thinkable: destroy their own 
boats. Jack Jones, eager for the 
money, said a reluctant goodbye 
to the 68-year-old oak-hulled 
boat. It seemed to mark a full 
stop in the rhythm of genera- 
tions. 

With fish stocks edging to- 
ward extinction, what choice did 
he have? “We screwed it up,” 
says Jones — regretfully, prag- 
matically — from the tan pickup 
that has become his vessel of last 
resort. “I'd like to see the fishing 
come back. For whoever’s left.” 

And now, a year after the gov- 
ernment gave him $52,000 to 
rip up his permit and sink his 
boat, Jack Jones is fully im- 
mersed in his new career. 

Fishing. 

Of the 15 Gloucester fisher- 
men put out of business by the 
buyback’s pilot program last 
year, exactly one is off the water 4 
today. (He’s in computer 
school.) But the rest of them do 
what they know how to do, 
which is fish, although they are 
fishing on other men’s boats, often for 
species that are — at least for the time be- 
ing — unregulated. This year, for instance, 
Jones is fishing for monkfish. Monkfish will 
be regulated next year. 

When monkfish go regulated, there’s al- 
ways lobster. If the lobsters disappear,

It merely 
contends that they're not be- 
ing used for lab testing now. 

Second, Gillette has never 
manufactured “prescription 
drugs.” So what are those ro- 
dents being used for? 

Asked that question directly, 


Gillette spokeswoman Danielle 
Frizzi is, well, cagey. 

“Scientists are investigating 
chemical properties and perform- 
ing confidential advanced re- 
search,” she explains. “Perhaps 
these products will find their way 
into a Gillette consumer product 
or be licensed to a third party.” 

Exactly how many products or 
ingredients has Gillette ever li- 
censed to a third party for pro- 
duction? 

“That's confidential informa- 
tion,” Frizzi says. 

And how many rodents are be- 
ing used for this “prescription 
drug” testing? 

“Again,” she says, “that’s 
confidential.”

was, ‘If anyone is catching more than me, 
all I’ll do is I’ll put more hooks on.’

The Naomi Bruce was the last of 11 
boats to be destroyed in the pilot pro- 
gram, and the only one to be 
buried at sea — most were 
crushed at landfills, run over by 
bulldozers, or laboriously torn 
apart with chainsaws, according 
to the owner’s wishes. At least 
seven times as many boats are 
likely to be destroyed in the sec- 
ond round of buybacks, which 
has a bankroll of $23 million. 
Offers should be accepted by the 
first of the year, and “mandatory 
scrapping or sinking” of the ves- 
sels will take place over the 
course of next year. 

The goal is to reduce certain 
permits by 25 percent, thereby 
easing the burden on the stock of 
groundfish — fish that live close 
to the ocean floor, such as cod, 
haddock, and flounder. The pro- 
gram includes ports stretching 
from Cape Cod to Maine, and 
Gloucester is one of the target 
ports. After some 300 years of 
active fishing, Gloucester’s 
groundfish revenue has dropped 
by 38 percent over the last two 
years, according to the National 
Marine Fisheries Service. 

But the government’s solu- 
tions routinely draw criticism 
from fishermen. In the bar- 
rooms of Gloucester, where pic- 
tures of environmental activists 








step ahead of the regulators, for as long as 
they can possibly fish. Nearing his 50th 
birthday, Jones is not certain how many 
more years he has on the water; if he’s like 
his grandfather, he may be fishing at 79, 
and if he’s like his father, he could die in 
the harbor at 54. 

Either way, he is not a man 
ripe for job retraining. Jones 
typically uses the phrase “wash- 
ing dishes,” with the implication 
that it is the only profession 
that takes place on land, as in, 
“I’m better off than I would be 
washing dishes,” or “What am I 
going to do? Wash dishes?” or 
“I could make that much wash- 
ing dishes.” 

When you have a talent, you 
use it. “Some guys are better 
than others. That’s just the way 
it is,” says Jones. “I have a friend 
that’s a swordfisherman, and 
he’s:as competitive as anyone 
could be.

B: THE TIME Alger Hiss died, 


| was guilty; that the brilliant, suave, 


well-educated, well-connected lawyer- 
diplomat had indeed been a Commu- 
nist and a spy for the Soviet Union 
during the 1930s and 40s. Allen We- 


| instein’s massive 1978 book Perjury: 


The Hiss-Chambers Case had con- 
vinced even pro-Hiss liberals of that. 
Hiss, whose misfortunes had once 


| evoked such passions, and whose in- 


nocence was at one time an article of 


| faith in left-wing circles, died not only 





without the vindication he had long 
sought, but also without much hope 
of a posthumous reconsideration. In- 
deed, just last spring the National Se- 
curity Agency released old KGB files 
that showed Hiss was almost certainly 
a Soviet agent who supplied to his to- 
talitarian masters crucial details of the 


| US negotiating position at the Yalta 


Conference of 1945. Hiss’s defenders 
have dwindled to a small handful of 


| true believers; their arguments have 


taken on the bright colors of ludicrous 
conspiracy theories. 

Thus, the front-page obits that ap- 
peared on Saturday in such bastions 
of the liberal establishment as the 
New York Times, the Washington 
Post, and the Boston Globe were 


| striking in their dispassionate accep- 


tance of Hiss’s guilt (a “near-certain- 
ty,” wrote Mark Feeney in the 
Globe). Even more striking is that 
not a single editorialist or op-ed 








fellow-traveler-turned-accuser Whit- 
taker Chambers — and, more to the 
point, between Hiss and a young con- 
gressman named Richard Nixon — 
was a supremely important episode in a 
200-year (at least) culture war that 
shows no signs of ending. The truth, 
though, has robbed the Hiss-Nixon 
confrontation of its controversy, and 
thus of much of its mythic power. 

Chambers was a shambling wreck 
of a man, an ex-Communist who'd 
become a writer for Henry Luce’s ra- 
bidly anti-Communist Time magazine, 
when, in 1948, he leveled a spectacu- 
lar charge: that he and Hiss had 
served together as party members in 
the 1930s, and that Hiss had supplied 
him with numerous secret documents. 
The patrician Hiss, a protégé of 
Supreme Court justices Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes and Felix Frankfurter, 
and an alumnus of the State Depart- 
ment who'd just taken a job as presi- 
dent of the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace, was an unlikely 
villain. “Suspecting Alger Hiss was 
somehow, on the face of it, indecent,” 
the journalist-historian Garry Wills 
wrote in the New York Review of 
Books in 1978. 

But Chambers eventually triumphed, 
and in a bizarre manner at that. He led 
investigators to his Maryland pumpkin 
patch, where he’d hidden film of the 
documents Hiss had given him, pro- 
duced on a typewriter traced to Hiss. 
The statute of limitations for espionage 
had expired, but Hiss was tried for per-

on the case in any of the three pa- 
pers. (This past Tuesday, the Times 
did offer an op-ed by Sam Tanen- 
haus, who’s writing a sympathetic bi- 
ography of Hiss’s persecutor, Whit- 
taker Chambers.) And on the ultra- 
conservative editorial pages of the 
Wall Street Journal no one has both- 
ered to offer so much as a pro forma 
“we told you so.” Time magazine, 


| Chambers’s former employer, ran a

Morrow; Newsweek’s “Conventional 
Wisdom Watch” awarded Hiss the 
big cosmic down arrow. 

Too bad, in a way. Because the mid- 
century showdown between Hiss and 





jury. Following a first trial that ended 
in a hung jury, he was convicted at a 
second trial in 1950. He served nearly 
four years in prison. 

The driving force behind the inves- 
tigation was Nixon, a first-term Re- 
publican on the infamous House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
(HUAC). Imagine the impression 
Hiss, who moved in the highest circles 
with ease and grace, must have made 
on Nixon, even then an embittered 
man who nursed the poverty of his 
youth like an infected sore, and who 
despised those he perceived as his so- 
cial superiors. 

Tom Wicker, in his biography of 
Nixon, One of Us (1991), relates a flip 
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ALGER HISS 


remark Hiss reportedly made to Nixon 
that must have cut to the bone: “I 
graduated from Harvard. I heard your 
school was Whittier.” If Hiss had in- 
tended to ensure Nixon’s undying ha- 
tred, he couldn’t have done better; and 
Nixon’s own writings on Hiss betray 
not just his belief in Hiss’s guilt, but his 
overwhelming sense of resentment. In 
a memo, for instance, Nixon wrote that 
Hiss “was rather insolent toward me 
. and from that time my suspicion 
concerning him continued to grow.” 

Thus on one level, at least, Nixon 
was perfectly clear in understanding 
the real power of the Hiss investiga- 
tion. Even more than the serious 
crimes Hiss almost surely committed, 
his case stood as a classic example of 
the populist rabble rising up against 
the cultural elite, whom they suspect 
— sometimes rightly, sometimes not 
— of having secret plans in store for 
them that will not be to their liking. 

“Alger Hiss was just the perfect 
symbol,” Columbia University history 
professor Alan Brinkley was quoted as 
saying in the New York Times’s Hiss 
obit. “He epitomized everything that 
the reigning Democratic, liberal, elitist 
establishment seemed to be. Bringing 
him down was a way of bringing the 
whole thing down.” 

It’s a theme that goes back to the 
late 1700s, when the agrarian Jeffer- 
sonians wrested power from those ef- 
fete Federalists; to the 1830s, when 
Andrew Jackson and his supporters 
dismantled the Bank of the United 
States; to the 1890s, when William 
Jennings Bryan ran against the East- 
ern establishment banking interests 
that were emblematic of the moderni- 
ty he loathed. And this populist re- 
sentment continues to have consider- 
able power, from Pat Buchanan’s and 
Ross Perot’s presidential campaigns, 
to Rush Limbaugh’s snide lampoon- 
ing of “elitists” in the Clinton Admin- 
istration, to the paranoid delusions of 
the far right about the Trilateral Com- 
mission, black helicopters, and, in- 
evitably, the Jews who control the 
Zionist Occupation Government (i.e., 
the federal government). 

Allen Weinstein once attributed 
Hiss’s staying power to the putres- 
cence of his enemies. “For Hiss, gen- 
erations come and go, and since his 
accusers were [J]. Edgar] Hoover, 
Chambers, and Nixon, he can always 
revive his own myth,” he told the New 
Yorker’s David Remnick in 1986. 
Well, Hoover, Chambers, and Nixon 
are gone, and now so is Hiss, too. 

Sort of. 

When I did an AltaVista Web 
search for “Alger Hiss,” the very first 
item I turned up was http:// 
pages.nyu.edu/~jy209/alger/algerhiss. 
html, the site of a band by that name. 
“Alger Hiss grafts arty harshness onto 
modernist progressive rock. Or maybe 
modernist progressive rock onto arty 
harshness,” read the promo. No ex- 
planation for the name, but clearly 
the mythic power of the Hiss case 
continues. |

en William Jefferson Clinton v. 
Paula Corbin Jones comes before 
the US Supreme Court in January, all 
eyes will be on Justice Clarence 
Thomas. Will a flicker of emotion 
crease his usually impassive glare as he 
ponders a she-said-he-said fact pattern 
so reminiscent of his own ordeal five 
years ago? Will he think of how — in 
the words that spill like a raging torrent 
from Thomas's close friend (and some- 
time self-appointed spokesman) Arm- 
strong Williams — “Mrs. Clinton went 
out to San Francisco to present Anita 
Hill with the woman-of-the-year 
award”?

Both 
women were hailed as heroines at that 
ABA convention, by a host of women 
lawyers and others who have shunned 
Jones as a pariah.

porting Paula Jones's allegations of predatory, if not depraved, 
behavior by Bill Clinton is far stronger than the evidence sup- 
porting Anita Hill’s allegations of far less serious conduct by 
Clarence Thomas. 

Jones’s evidence includes clear proof, scattered through the 
public record, that then-governor Clinton’s state 
trooper—bodyguard interrupted the then-24-year-old state 
employee on the job on May 8, 1991, and took her to meet 
Clinton — the boss of Jones’s boss — alone in an upstairs 
suite at Little Rock’s Excelsior Hotel, for the apparent pur- 
pose of sexual dalliance. The evidence also includes strongly 
corroborative statements made to me by two of Jones’s 
friends, complete with detailed, seamy specifics that are re- 
markably consistent with Jones’s allegations about what hap- 
pened inside that suite. The friends relate how an extremely 
upset Jones had told one of them within 10 minutes of the 
event, and the other within 90 minutes, that Clinton had sud- 
denly exposed himself and demanded oral sex after Jones had 
rebuffed his efforts to grope her. One of these women, Pamela 
Blackard, also witnessed the trooper’s approach to Jones and 
her departure to and return from Clinton’s hotel room. Both 
friends told me that, on the basis of Jones’s detailed descrip- 
tions and distraught demeanor that day, they are convinced 
that she was, and is, telling the truth. They both signed sworn, 
generally worded affidavits for Jones in 1994. 

Blackard and the other woman, Debra Ballentine, first told 
their stories in February 1994 in exclusive interviews to re- 
porter Michael Isikoff, then of the Washington Post. But to 
Isikoff's chagrin, the Post printed only sketchy fragments of 
their accounts, 11 weeks later. Blackard’s and Ballentine’s de- 
tailed, previously unpublished stories provide far stronger cor- 
roboration for Jones’s allegations than anyone could know 
from reports by the Post or any other major news organization. 

There is, of course, other evidence that warrants skepticism 
about Jones’s account, including the claim by Jones’s trooper 








escort that she happily volunteered to be Clinton’s “girlfriend” 
just after leaving his hotel room. Yet while the ultimate truth re- 
mains elusive, this article will show that there are only three log- 
ically possible scenarios: that Jones lied in a most convincing 
manner, and in stunning, Technicolor detail, to both Blackard 
and Ballentine, on May 8, 1991, and to her sisters soon there- 
after; that Blackard, Ballentine, and both sisters later conspired 
with Jones to concoct a monstrous lie about the president; or 
that Jones's allegations are substantially true. 

“My guess is that she’s lying, at least about the more lurid 
details,” | wrote of Jones in the July/August 1994 issue of the 
American Lawyer. After interviewing Blackard and Ballentine 
and studying other evidence detailed below, I’m not so sure of 
that. And I’m all but convinced that whatever Clinton did was 
worse than anything Thomas was even accused of doing. 

I say this as one who voted for President Clinton in 1992, 
and as one who lamented Justice Thomas’s confirmation to the 
Supreme Court, and who disagrees deeply with much of his 
archconservative jurisprudence. | don’t want to believe that the 
president is a reckless sexual harasser, and I'll never know for 
sure exactly what happened when Clinton was alone with Jones. 

But Jones’s evidence is highly persuasive. 

So, too, is the absence of evidence where one might expect to 
find it. President Clinton has carefully avoided making any 
statement whatever — sworn or unsworn — about what, if 
anything, happened between him and Paula Jones. He has nev- 
er, personally, publicly denied that (for example) he had Jones 
delivered to his hotel room by his trooper-bodyguard. More- 
over, the president’s personal lawyer, Robert Bennett, has never 
denied with specificity this or many other particulars of Jones’s 
factual allegations, either in court or in his countless media ap- 
pearances. Bennett has said that the president “did not engage 
in any inappropriate or sexual conduct with this woman,” and 
that he “has no recollection of ever meeting this woman.” But 
he has never denied that a meeting took place. Rather, he has 
uttered many ambiguous nondenial denials, like “nothing hap- 
pened in that hotel.” 

Since the Jones lawsuit was filed, the president and his 
lawyers have also exploited every delay tactic at their com- 
mand, including the pending Supreme Court appeal, to avoid 
confronting the evidence. Their sweeping and unprecedented 
claim that the US Constitution bars all proceedings in all 
“personal damages litigation against an incumbent president” 
was rejected by the federal district 
and appellate courts — the latter 
in a decision stressing that “the 
Constitution . . . did not create a 
monarchy.” 

But they have won by losing. 
While taking their claim of immu- 
nity to the Supreme Court, the 
president and his lawyers have won 
interim orders blocking Jones from 
taking discovery from anyone: not 
from Clinton, not from the trooper 
who has said he escorted Jones to 
Clinton’s room at Clinton’s direc- 
tion, not from anyone else. They 
have also deferred even the filing 
of an answer from Clinton admit- 
ting or denying each of the specific 
factual allegations of the com- 
plaint. Even if — as seems likely 

— the Supreme Court rejects the 
president's arguments for stopping all proceedings cold until he 
leaves office, Clinton and Bennett have already achieved their 
main goal: the very pendency of Clinton's appeal stalled — un- 
til well after the last election he will ever face — all inquiry into 
whether he behaved with extraordinary depravity. 





CLARENCE THOMAS faced 
serious charges. But the allega- 
tions against Clinton are worse. 
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The Clinton-Bennett defense x 
strategy has been a success in 
the media as well as the 
courts. The president’s sur- 
rogates and supporters have 
diverted attention from the 
most relevant evidence by 
orchestrating a media blitz 
depicting Jones as a 
promiscuous, flirtatious, 
gold-digging, fame-seeking 
slut, unworthy of being be- 
lieved. They have charac- 
terized her allegations as 
“tabloid trash,” in Bennett's 
famous phrase, that are being 
cynically used by Clinton- 
haters to promote a right-wing 
agenda. While supporters of 
Clarence Thomas famously used 
similar tactics to demonize Hill, 
they had a far less receptive media 
audience. 

All mainstream news reports 
and commentaries about Jones 
(that I’ve seen) have ignored 
or downplayed the strength 
of her corroborating wit- 
nesses and other evi-° 
dence. Many have radi- 
ated suspicion of her 
motives (but not of Ani- 
ta Hill's); of her nearly 
three-year delay in mak- 
ing her allegations public 
(but not of Hill’s 10-year 
delay, or of Hill’s deci- 
sion to follow Thomas to a 
new job after the alleged ha- 
rassment had started); and of the 
uncritical joy with which her claims were 
predictably greeted by Clinton-haters and 
right-wingers (as Hill’s were by Thomas-haters 
and left-wingers). Many rest on ¢ 
two shaky premises, the first illogi- | 
cal and the second unproven: that ‘ 
Jones’s motives must be pure for her 
allegations to be true, and that her 
motives are in fact impure. 

Meanwhile, not a single one of the 
feminist groups that clamored. first 
for a Senate hearing for Anita Hill, 
and then for Clarence Thomas's 
head, has lifted a finger on behalf of 
Paula Jones. There is some symmetry 
here: many conservatives who reflex- 
ively trashed Hill, an apparently de- } 
mure, dignified law professor, have giv- \ 
en the benefit of the doubt to Jones, who \ 
projects neither demureness nor dignity. j 
What the Hill-Thomas and Jones-Clinton \ 
episodes have in common is that each of 
them prompted a rush to judgment by peo- 
ple on both sides of the ideological divide } 
whose conclusions were based not on evidence but ideol- 
ogy. And most striking, in my view, is the hypocrisy (or 
ignorance) and class bias of feminists and liberals — who 
proclaimed during the Hill-Thomas uproar that “women

don't make these things up,” and that “you 
just don’t get it” if you presumed Thomas 
innocent until proven guilty — only to 
spurn Jones’s allegations of far more seri- 
ous (indeed, criminal) conduct as unworthy 
of belief and legally frivolous. 

So maybe it’s time — or past time — for 
an in-depth analysis of the evidence for and 
against Jones’s claims, and how it stacks up 
against the evidence for and against Anita 
Hill's. Of course, we don’t have all the evi- 
dence. But we have a lot of it. And because 
it is the president himself who has assidu- 
ously kept the rest of it from us, it’s hardly 
unfair to him to do a tentative analysis, 
based on what we know now, of what (if 
anything) happened between him and Jones 
on May 8, 1991. 


A woman named Paula 

Paula Corbin Jones's life changed dramat- 
ically in early 1994, in a chain of events that 
began when she was mentioned as one of 
Bill Clinton’s apparently compliant con- 
quests, in an article by conservative journal- 
ist David Brock. In a story that detailed alle- 
gations by four of Clinton’s former state 
trooper—bodyguards, Brock reported that 
when he was governor of Arkansas, Clinton 
had used the troopers both to procure wom- 
en who caught his eye — including one 
named “Paula,” who was delivered to him in 
a room at the Excelsior Hotel — and to fa- 
cilitate and conceal long-term extramarital 
affairs with Gennifer Flowers and others. 

This was the same David Brock who had 
written the best-selling 1993 book The Real 
Anita Hill. In a one-sided but semi-cogent 
dissection of old and new evidence about 
Hill and her charges against Clarence 
Thomas, Brock had savaged the demure 
professor as a liar. Among other things, 
Brock had stressed Hill’s apparent (but 
carefully camouflaged) liberal ideological 
animus against Thomas and her 10-year 
delay in going public. For this, Brock him- 
self was widely savaged by liberals (such as 
New York Times columnist Frank Rich) as a 
right-wing smear artist. 
“His Cheatin’ Heart,” which appeared in the 
January 1994 issue of the Clinton-bashing 
American Spectator, began circulating in 
Washington about December 17, 1993, and 
in Little Rock soon after. It was followed on 
December 21 by a long investigative piece in 
the Los Angeles Times that reported the same 
four troopers’ allegations about Clinton’s sex 
life and also stressed a series of efforts made 
in 1993 by the Clinton camp to dissuade the 
troopers from speaking out — including 
phone calls from the president himself to 
trooper Danny Lee Ferguson. Ferguson — 
the one who has stated that Clinton had him 
deliver Paula Jones to his hotel room — 
claimed that the president dangled possible 
federal jobs for him and another trooper. 

According to her complaint, Jones had 
heard nothing about the Brock article, or its 
hint of a quick Clinton tryst with “Paula” at 
the Excelsior Hotel. Having sworn her 
friends and sisters to silence after the Excel- 
sior encounter in 1991, Jones had been 
urged to reconsider during the 1992-cam- 
paign publicity about Clinton’s extramarital 
adventures with Gennifer Flowers and oth- 
ers. “I called [Paula] and told her she ought 


to do something,” recalls Jones’s friend De- 


bra Ballentine. But Jones did nothing, be- 
cause, she has said, she feared nobody would 
believe her, and because she was still work- 
ing under a Clinton appointee. Meanwhile, 
she got on with her life. She and her hus- 
band, Stephen, had a baby in 1992 and 
moved to Long Beach, California, in mid 
1993. In January 1994 she had returned to 
Arkansas to visit her friends and family. 
That’s when Debra Ballentine, while schedul- 
ing a lunch with Jones, read the key para- 
graph from Brock’s article over the phone: 


One of the troopers told the story of how 
Clinton had eyed a woman at a recep- 
tion in the Excelsior Hotel in downtown 
Little Rock . . . remembered only as 
Paula, had him tell her how attractive 
the governor thought she was, and had 
him take her to a room in the hotel 
where Clinton would be waiting. As the 
troopers explained it, the standard proce- 
dure in a case like this was for one of 


them to inform the hotel that the gover- 
nor needed a room for a short time be- 
cause he was expecting an important call 
from the White House. . . . [A]fter her 
encounter with Clinton, which lasted no 
more than an hour as the trooper stood 
by in the hall, the trooper said Paula told 
him she was available to be Clinton's 
regular girlfriend if he so desired. 


Jones was mortified, according to her 
complaint. She recognized herself instantly 
as the “Paula” whom the trooper had deliv- 
ered to the hotel room. So did Debra Bal- 
lentine. And so would Pamela Blackard, 
who had been with Jones at the Excelsior 
that day, and Jones’s two sisters, and her 
husband. Jones had told all of them that she 
had rebuffed sexual advances by Clinton 
that day. What would they believe now? 
Little Rock is an incubator of gossip, espe- 
cially sex gossip. Pretty soon people all over 
town would hear about how “Paula” had 
apparently been one of Clinton's conquests, 
and which Paula it had been. 

“When people say something like that, it 
pisses you off,” says Jones’s friend Pamela 
Blackard. “You get mad.” Mad at the mag- 
azine. Mad at trooper Ferguson, the Clin- 
ton bodyguard who had taken Jones to 
Clinton’s hotel room that day, and who was 
obviously Brock’s source. And mad at Bill 
Clinton — who, as Jones saw it, was re- 
sponsible for the whole ugly business. 

As it happens, Jones ran into Ferguson 
on January 8, 1994, a day or two after 
learning of the Brock article, at the Golden 
Corral Steakhouse in North Little Rock. He 
was having lunch with his wife while Jones 
was lunching with Ballentine. According to 
her complaint, Jones confronted Ferguson 
about the article, and he became apologetic, 
saying that “ ‘Clinton told me you wouldn’t 
do anything anyway, Paula,’ ” and observ- 
ing that “ ‘if you decide to go public with 
this, the [National] Enquirer will pay you a 
million dollars.’ ” 

“He apologized over and over again,” re- 
calls Ballentine, who witnessed the conver- 
sation. “He was acting like he didn’t like 
Clinton at all. . . . He talked to us for a long 
time.” She adds: “It was just crystal clear to 
me, if | had had any doubt [that she had 
told me the truth].” 

Ferguson, on the other hand, denied this 
and claimed in his June 1994 answer to 
Jones’s lawsuit that Jones had “inquired as 
to how much moncy [he] thought that she 
could make for herself by coming forward 
with her allegations.” 


A charge of extortion 


Five days later Ballentine put Jones in 
touch with her close friend Daniel Traylor, 
a small-time solo practitioner in Little 
Rock. Jones wanted him to try to get some 
sort of redress from Clinton. 

What sort of redress? Jones claims that 
her only purpose was to get the president to 
make some kind of public statement clear- 
ing her name, and that she has never been 
in it for money or fame. But Clinton surro- 
gates have fanned suspicions about her mo- 
tives by filling the airwaves with comments 
like this one by Clinton counsel Bob Ben- 
nett on CNN this January: “Look, this is a 
lawsuit where the initial-fee agreement with 
her lawyer, Mr. Traylor, says he gets a cut 
of the action of any movies, any book con- 
tracts. This is an action which was an- 
nounced after an extortion threat was 
turned down. Do the Republicans really 
want to ride this horse?” 

Bennett’s mention of an extortion threat 
apparently refers to an effort Traylor made 
in January 1994 to send a message to Clin- 
ton through George Cook, a politically ac- 
tive Little Rock businessman whom Traylor 
believed to be close to Clinton. Exactly what 
was said between them is in dispute. Paula 
Jones was not present. 

Cook, who has said he refused at the time 
even to convey Traylor’s message to the 
White House, later signed an affidavit about 
his meeting with Traylor, apparently pre- 
pared by a Clinton lawyer in Little Rock: 


Traylor . . . said [Jones] had a claim 
against President Clinton and, if she 
did not get money for it, she would em- 
barrass him publicly. . . . He said he

knew his case was weak, but he needed 
the client and he needed the mon- 
ey. ... Traylor said it would help if 
President Clinton would get Paula a 
job out in California. I told Traylor 
that would be illegal. 


Traylor told the Washington Post in May 
1994 that Jones had never suggested to 
him that he seek money or a job from the 
president. He told me that Cook’s affidavit 
“doesn’t fairly reflect what was proposed or 
discussed” in their 90-minute meeting, and 
denied proposing anything improper. But 
he turned aside my detailed questions. 
What’s clear is that Traylor was way, way 
over his head trying to deal with the presi- 
dent. His mishandling of the matter in early 
1994 has a lot to do with Paula Jones’s dif- 
ficulty in getting people to consider her al- 
legations and evidence seriously. 

Traylor had Jones sign the (now termi- 
nated) contingency-fee contract on which 
Bennett has cast aspersions. It designated 
Traylor one-third of any amounts paid to 
Jones for news articles or “television, radio, 
or movie contracts.” Jones has said she as- 
sumed this was standard language. 

According to her current lawyers, Jones 
turned down an offer of $700,000 in mid- 
May 1994 to tell her story on television. 
She has pledged to charity any damage 
award that may be left over after paying her 
lawyers. 

Jones’s promise is unenforceable, of 
course. So, by the way, is the letter in 
which president and Mrs. Clinton promised 
to give to charity (or the government) any 
money that may be left over from their 
Presidential Legal Expense Trust, after 
payment of their own attorneys’ fees. 

An academic point now, perhaps, since 
the trust’s liabilities dwarf its assets. 


A right-wing plot? 


After getting nowhere with George Cook, 
Traylor — a self-described “yellow-dog 
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LEGAL AID came in the form of Gilbert Davis, left, and Joseph Cammarata, expe- 
rienced lawyers who took over the Paula Jones case. 


Democrat” — called Cliff Jackson, a Little 
Rock lawyer and longtime Clinton critic with 
contacts in the national press. Jackson had 
been retained by two of the troopers to help 
them peddle their stories about their roles in 
Clinton’s alleged sexcapades. He met with 
Jones “and was very much persuaded that 
she was telling the truth,” Jackson says. He 
suggested that one way to get “national ex- 
posure” for Jones’s story would be to piggy- 
back on a press conference already planned 
by his trooper clients for the upcoming Con- 
servative Political Action Conference 
(CPAC) in Washington. 

“I discussed the downside to that,” re- 
calls Jackson, “which was that it would be 
with me, that I was already demonized as 
the Bill Clinton nemesis, archenemy — 
which is a White House creation, I’m not 
that. ... And I knew [CPAC] was a right- 
wing organization and that that would be 
viewed by the mainstream press and media, 
and spun by the White House, as some- 
thing suspect.” 





* 


Despite such warnings, Traylor and his 
client (oblivious to politics, by all accounts) 
decided to announce her allegations — and 
her demand for a presidential apology — at 
a press conference on February 11, 1994, in 
conjunction with the CPAC conference. 
Jones and her husband appeared on the 
same stage with Jackson and his trooper 
clients, who were touting a “Troopergate 
Whistle-Blowers Fund.” Jones told the re- 
porters that Clinton had tried to kiss her, 
reached under her clothing, and asked her 
to perform an unspecified “type of sex.” But 
Traylor did most of the talking, providing 
few details and severely limiting reporters’ 
interaction with Jones. As a result, says Jack- 
son, “she wasn’t allowed to be forthcoming 
and tell her story.” That only enhanced the 
suspicions generated by Cliff Jackson’s 
sponsorship and the choice of a Clinton- 
bashing, right-wing conference as a forum. 

The press conference was a fiasco, and 
Jones’s vague claims were widely ignored 
or dismissed as a salacious sideshow. Three 
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days later, six paragraphs deep in a Wash- 
ington Post Style-section color piece, Lloyd 
Grove made elegant fun of the whole 
CPAC affair, ridiculing Jones’s press con- 
ference as “yet another ascension of Mount 
Bimbo” played out in front of a “tittering 
and chuckling” crowd. 

The New York Times published four 
short, sober, and skeptical paragraphs the 
day after the Jones press conference. The 
item, buried deep in the paper, concluded 
with a statement for the president by Mark 
Gearan, then the White House communi- 
cations director: “It is not true. He does 
not recall meeting her. He was never alone 
in a hotel with her.” Curiously, Gearan — 
a careful man who must have checked with 
the president — omitted the word “room.” 
Jones had not, of course, claimed that she 
and Clinton had been the only two people 
in the entire Excelsior Hotel that day. A 
nondenial denial, perhaps? Meanwhile, 
Clinton aide George Stephanopoulos dis- 
missed Jones’s press conference as “a 
cheap political fundraising trick.” 

When the press conference flopped, 
Jackson says, he convinced Traylor to try 
persuading a national establishment news- 
paper of the strength of Jones’s allegations 
by “giving them an exclusive, working with 
them only.” Jackson recommended Michael 
Isikoff, a widely respected investigative re- 
porter, then with the Washington Post and 
now with its affiliate, Newsweek. 

Isikoff immediately interviewed Jones (at 
length, on tape), her husband, Pamela 
Blackard, Debra Ballentine, Jones’s two sis- 
ters, Jones’s mother, and others, including 
White House officials and Clinton aides in 
Little Rock. In February, Isikoff drafted a 
story stressing the strength of their evidence. 
But it was held amid multiple requests for 
more reporting, redrafts, and revisions. 

“The editors involved felt that more work , 
had to be done right up until the day it was 
finished and put in the paper,” says Robert 
Kaiser, the Post’s managing editor. “We 
were extremely careful in light of the nature 
of the accusation.” Isikoff, on the other 
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hand, later told the American Journalism 
Review: “Having done the reporting, I felt 
to not publish the story was withholding in- 
formation from the readers.” It would be 
almost three months before readers re- 
ceived that information. 

Frustrated with the Post, Jones and her 
husband wandered into the welcoming 


| arms of conservative activists and the 
| Christian right, which was beating a path to 


their door. They agreed to be videotaped by 
producers for far-right televangelist Jerry 
Falwell for what turned out to be a scur- 


| rilous video called The Clinton Chronicles. 


Jones also appeared on Pat Robertson's 
700 Club show on the Christian Broadcast- 
ing Network and was interviewed by con- 
servative media critic Reed Irvine on his ca- 
ble television show. Meanwhile, Irvine’s Ac- 
curacy in Media took out full-page ads in 
the Post and other newspapers accusing 
them of suppressing an important story. 
Was Jones (or Traylor, or other people 
advising Jones) seeking something more 
than to,clear her good name? Her support- 
ers did, after all, create a national scandal to 
rebut a single paragraph buried deep in a 
long story in a right-wing journal — a jour- 
nal that had not even mentioned “Paula’s” 
last name. Jones and Traylor have said their 
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purpose was to bring pressure on Clinton to 
make a public apology. But the predictable 
effect has been to generate a huge wave of 
publicity far more damaging to Jones’s repu- 
tation than one small paragraph in the Amer- 
ican Spectator could possibly have been. 

“Maybe,” says Jones’s friend Pam Black- 
ard, “she bit off more than she could 
chew.” 


| The $475-an-hour man 


What really put Paula Jones’s name in the 


| headlines was not her initial press confer- 
| ence, or even the filing of her lawsuit, but 
| rather the decision by President Clinton to 
| retain Bob Bennett to defend the case, 
| which hit the papers on May 3, 1994. Sud- 
| denly, it seemed like this must mean real 
| trouble for the president. He already had 
| David Kendall of Williams & Connolly 


working at full-tilt to defend him in the 
Whitewater investigation; now he was hir- 
ing an even more expensive lawyer — the 
$475-an-hour man who would be king of 
the white-collar defense bar — to take on 
Paula Jones and her hapless solo practition- 
er from Arkansas. 

Bennett, the older brother of conservative 


| luminary William Bennett, had been recom- 
mended to the president and Hillary Clin- 


ton months before, by Harold Ickes, a top 
White House official whom Bennett had 
represented in connection with the White- 
water investigation. According to two 
sources with indirect knowledge of the dis- 
cussions, Bennett had met initially with one 
or both Clintons in late March or early 
April 1994, not about Paula Jones but 
about some of their multifarious legal prob- 
lems, including the “troopergate” allega- 
tions. As it became apparent that Jones was 
preparing to sue by May 8, 1994, when the 
statute of limitations would run out, some 
Clinton insiders thought the best way to 
keep her case out of the news was to assign 
it to some obscure lawyer in Arkansas. But 
then-White House counsel Lloyd Cutler 
recommended Bennett, according to Cut- 
ler. He reasoned that the lawsuit, once 
filed, would be a big story in any event, and 
that Bennett was especially skilled at deal- 
ing with the media. 

Indeed, unlike Kendall — a tightlipped, 
old-school lawyer — Bennett had made a 
| name for himself by crafting television 
soundbites and schmoozing with reporters 
in his office, and he was also a capable 
courtroom advocate. He was on a roll, after 
a succession of high-profile engagements, 
including the Senate’s televised “Keating 
Five” hearings, in which Bennett had served 
as special counsel; the defense of aging su- 
perlawyer Clark Clifford; and the securing 
of a presidential pardon for Caspar Wein- 
berger, the former Defense secretary, which 
wiped out his indictment for alleged Iran- 
contra crimes. 

Meanwhile, Daniel Traylor, Jones’s Little 








Rock lawyer, had come to realize that he 
needed some real litigators to mount a real 





lawsuit. But he had trouble finding any who 
would take on the case. Traylor asked 
around Little Rock; talked to some big 
plaintiffs firms; and was put in touch — by 
Patrick Mahoney, an anti-abortion activist, 
oddly enough — with Patricia Ireland, head 
of the pro-choice, ultra-liberal National Or- 
ganization for Women. 

All in vain. Finally, in late April, the con- 
servative legal grapevine put Traylor in 
touch with two self-described “country 
lawyers” with substantial litigation experi- 
ence, Gilbert Davis and Joseph Cammarata 
of Fairfax, Virginia. They agreed to take a 
look at the case, and soon discovered that 
they would have to work fast: the 180-day 
statute of limitations for a suit under Title 
VII of the 1964 Civil Rights Act had ex- 
pired, and the statute of limitations for 
most other causes of action was about to 
expire, on May 8. 

Davis and Cammarata worked furiously 
through the first few days and nights of 
May to beat the statute of limitations. They 
talked to Jones and Traylor by phone and 
redrafted and expanded Traylor’s skimpy 
draft complaint while periodically running 
across the street to get coffee at a 7-Eleven. 
That’s where, in the wee hours of May 4, 
they also picked up an early edition of the 
Washington Post. The Post, prompted by 
the news that the president had retained 
Bob Bennett, had finally gone ahead with 
two long articles by Michael Isikoff (who 
shared a byline on one of the stories with 
two other Post reporters). The stories, 
starting on page one and filling up an entire 
inside page, constitute the most complete 
account of the evidence concerning Jones’s 
allegations that has been published until 
now. 

On the morning of May 5, Davis recalls 
telephoning Bob Bennett in response to a 
phone message that Bennett had left for 
Traylor. Davis informed Bennett that he 
and Cammarata were now taking over the 
case (while keeping Traylor as local coun- 
sel), and were planning to file the complaint 
by 3.p.m. that day. Recalls Davis: “[Ben- 
nett] said something to the effect that, 
‘Your client has no case. I’ve talked to the 
president for a long time, and he completely 
denies that any of this happened. I’ve 
grilled him for hours and hours, and this 
didn’t happen.’ ” 

Davis continues: “And he said, ‘Are you 
aware there are nude pictures of her? I’ve 
not seen them.’ And I said, ‘Well, no, if 
there are, I'd like to see them.’ So they had 
some knowledge of that already. . . . 

“And I said, ‘Well, let me tell you this: my 
client contends [that] she can identify dis- 
tinguishing characteristics in his genital 
area; so when your client says that he 
wasn’t even there, that’s to the contrary.’ 

And when I told him that, that quieted him 
down a little bit. . . . And Bob Bennett said 
something like, ‘Well, it sure is different 
from a regular old personal-injury case.’ ” 

The conversation, and several others that 
day, turned from what Cammarata calls 
“Bennett's bluster” to an intensive, last-ditch 
effort to work out a settlement, the linchpin 
of which would be some kind of statement 
by the president to rehabilitate Jones’s repu- 
tation. “She wanted an apology,” recalls 
Cammarata. “She wanted her name cleared. 
So we weren't looking for any money.” 

Early in the afternoon, there was another 
phone conversation. “I’m on the telephone 
talking to Bob Bennett,” Davis recalls, “and I 
said, ‘Have you been able to find your 
client?’ and he said, “Yes, he’s in the room.’ 
And I looked at the others, and put my hand 
over the phone, and said, ‘He’s in the room.’ 

“When he said that,” adds Cammarata, 
“it gave me some chills, because here we 
are, negotiating directly with the president 
of the United States.” 

Minutes later, when Bennett suggested 
that any agreed-upon statement be read by 
a White House press spokesman, Davis and 
Cammarata conferred and insisted that it be 
publicly recited by the president himself. 
“Bob said, ‘I don’t know, hold on,’ ” Davis 
recalls, “and then maybe five or 10 seconds 
after that, he said, ‘All right, that’s accept- 
able.’ ” Davis and Cammarata took this to 
mean that Bennett had just cleared this 
condition with the president. 

According to Davis and Cammarata, 
Bennett’s most specific proposal, which 
came later that day, included statements to 
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be issued by the president and by Jones, 
which Bennett and Davis had worked out 
by phone. At Davis’s request, Bennett had 
the statements typed up and faxed to Davis 
in Little Rock that evening. On October 1, 
1994, Davis and Cammarata released the 
statements, together with a Skadden, Arps 
letterhead facsimile transmission sheet 
bearing Bennett’s name and a press release 
detailing the negotiations. Bennett has nev- 
er questioned the authenticity of the docu- 
ments or contradicted the specifics of Davis 
and Cammarata’s account. 

The president was to say: “I have no rec- 
ollection of meeting Paula Jones on May 8, 
1991, in a room at the Excelsior Hotel. 
However, I do not challenge her claim that 
we met there and I may very well have met 
her in the past. She did not engage in any 
improper or sexual conduct. I regret any 
untrue assertions which have been made 
about her conduct which may have ad- 
versely challenged her character and good 
name. | have no further comment on my 
previous statements about my own con- 
duct. Neither I nor my staff will have any 
further comment on this matter.” 

Bennett had also faxed a proposed state- 
ment by Jones: “I am grateful that the pres- 
ident has acknowledged the possibility that 
he and I may have met at the Excelsior Ho- 
tel on May 8, 1991, and has acknowledged 
my good name and disagrees with asser- 
tions to the contrary. However, I stand by 
my prior statement of the events.” ° 

That night, CNN broadcast claims by 
unnamed White House sources that the 
reason Jones had not filed that day was that 
she realized she didn’t have a case and her 


family opposed the lawsuit. “It was a lie,” 


says Davis; the White House knew that the 
reason for the delay was Bennett’s request 
for more time to work out a settlement. 
(Davis does not blame this on Bennett, 
whom he praises as “a terrific lawyer who 
keeps his word.”) 

The CNN report (and others) prompted 
Davis to break off negotiations the next 
morning, in a handwritten, faxed “Dear 
Bob” letter saying that “the complaint will 
be filed today” because “further efforts to 
resolve these matters seem fruitless.” 
Davis’s letter cited the news reports as evi- 
dence “that the ‘no comment’ provisions 
are very difficult to rely upon” without an 
agreement that they could file suit past the 
statute-of-limitations deadline if the White 
House broke its word. He added: “Other 
problems exist, including your client’s re- 
fusal to make a direct acknowledgment that 
he was in the hotel suite with Paula, and 
that he definitely knows her.” 

Davis and Cammarata filed the com- 
plaint against Clinton and Ferguson on 
May 6, in the US courthouse in Little 
Rock, amid a crush of reporters so marked 
by chaos that both men still laugh when 
they recall the scene. “This case is about 
the powerful taking advantage of the 
weak,” Jones said in a prepared statement. 
Later that day Bennett entertained another 
throng of reporters at a press conference, 
dismissing the lawsuit with what instantly 
became his most famous soundbite: 
“tabloid trash with a legal caption on it.” 


She said: The proposition 
Tabloid trash or no, Paula Jones’s com- 
plaint contains a detailed narrative account 


of her allegations. 
First, a word about who Paula Corbin 
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Jones (then Paula Corbin) was on May 8, 
1991. She was 24 years old, and hailed from 
the hamlet of Lonoke, 30 miles from Little 
Rock. She had barely made it through high 
school in Lonoke. After coming to the state 
capital, she bounced through several office 
and sales jobs before landing a $6.35-per- 
hour clerical position at the Arkansas Indus- 
trial Development Commission (AIDC), 
headed by a Clinton appointee. She was en- 
gaged to an airline ticket agent.and aspiring 
actor named Stephen Jones. 

She was also a curvaceous, big-haired, 
outgoing, eye-catching young woman who 
sometimes dressed provocatively, was re- 
garded by many as a flirt, and had posed 
almost nude some four years earlier for a 
boyfriend who sold the photos to Penthouse 
in 1994, after she had become famous. 

The May 8 encounter began in the con- 
ference-room area of Little Rock’s 19-story 
Excelsior Hotel, where the AIDC was host- 
ing the Governor’s Quality Management 
Conference. The record is clear that Clin- 
ton stopped in and made a speech. Jones 
was at the registration desk, handing out 
name tags and literature with her coworker 
and close friend Pamela Blackard. 

Jones claims that she and Blackard both 
noticed Clinton staring intently at Jones 
while he was standing nearby, fielding 
questions from television reporters. 
(Blackard said the same to me in an inter- 
view.) A few minutes later, according to 
Michael Isikoff’s Washington Post report, 
trooper Danny Lee Ferguson — who had 
previously introduced himself by name as a 
member of the governor’s security detail — 
approached Jones and said, “The governor 
said you make his knees knock.” 

According to Jones’s complaint, Ferguson 
returned to the registration table later, about 
2:30 p.m., handed Jones a piece of paper 
with a four-digit suite number written on it, 
and said that the governor would like to 
meet with her there. “A three-way conversa- 
tion followed between Ferguson, Blackard, 
and Jones about what the governor could 
want,” the complaint says. Ferguson stated 
during the conversation, ‘It’s okay, we do 
this all the time for the governor.’ ” Blackard 
told me she generally recalls such a conver- 
sation. The Post quoted her in 1994 as hav- 
ing told Isikoff, “I did say to her . . . ‘Find 
out what he wants and come right back. . . . 
If you’re that curious, go ahead.’ 

The complaint says that Ferguson es- 
corted Jones to the upstairs floor and 
pointed out Clinton’s suite to her. (Fergu- 
son's answer to Jones’s complaint confirms 
this.) Jones says she knocked and entered, 
and found herself alone with the governor. 

Why did she go? “I was very excited the 
governor wanted to see me,” Jones said in 
an interview with Sam Donaldson that was 
aired on June 16, 1994, on ABC’s Prime- 
Time Live. “{[W]hen me and my friend 
[Blackard] had talked about it, we thought 
we might — could get a job. . . . That’s the 
only reason why I would think that he 
would want me up there. .. . I did not 
know him or any of his past before that 
day.” Pamela Blackard also appeared 
briefly on the program confirming Jones’s 
account of the approach. 

Trooper Ferguson’s various accounts of 
these events — to David Brock, to William 
Rempel of the Los Angeles Times, to fellow 
troopers, and in his answer to the complaint 
— lends strong support to Jones’s allega- 
tions as to how she ended up alone in a 
room with Clinton, while suggesting that she 
had eagerly courted and welcomed any sex- 
ual advances by the governor. Ferguson 
spoke with the Los Angeles Times in 1993, 
in interviews that were initially off the 
record. Here’s Ferguson’s account of events, 
according to Los Angeles Times articles pub- 
lished on May 23 and June 11, 1994: 


Ferguson recalled that Clinton had 
directed him to approach a woman who 
was working behind the registration desk 
at a seminar of the Arkansas Industrial 
Development Corporation at the Excel- 
sior Hotel in Little Rock. Ferguson said 
the governor told him that the woman 
had “that come-hither look” and that he 
wanted to meet her privately. 

Acting on Clinton's orders, Ferguson 
said, he first secured a room by telling 
the hotel manager that the governor

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was expecting an important call from 
the White House and needed a private 
room. 


Ferguson also told the paper that afterward 
Clinton had said, “ “We only talked.’ ” 

It is possible that Ferguson sought out 
Jones and delivered her to Clinton on his 
own initiative, for his own purposes, and 
thus was lying to reporters. Possible, but 
not likely. 

Ferguson told what superficially seemed 
a very different story in his cryptic, careful- 
ly lawyered, June 10, 1994, answer to 
Jones’s complaint, which seeks $700,000 
in total damages from him and Clinton. By 
that time (Ferguson has told reporters), he 
had been leaned on by Clinton operatives 
and had gotten several phone calls from 
the president himself, all in 1993. 

Ferguson’s answer made no mention of 
what he had said to Jones, or what Clinton 
had said to him. Rather, he claimed that be- 
fore following Ferguson up to the room, 
Jones had made “several comments to... 
Ferguson about how she found Governor 
Clinton to be ‘good-looking’ and about how 
she thought his hair was sexy,” and had 
asked him to relay these comments to the 
governor. (Jones denies this.) But read 
closely, nothing in Ferguson’s answer is in- 
consistent with his statements to reporters 
that “Clinton had directed him to approach” 
Jones before Jones had said anything to Fer- 
guson. And it confirmed a critical element of 
Jones’s account — him “traveling in an ele- 
vator with plaintiff Paula Jones and pointing 
out a particular room of the hotel.” 

All this amounts to clear and convincing 
proof of Jones's allegation — which has 
never been specifically denied by the presi- 
dent personally or by his lawyer, Bennett 
— that then-governor Clinton, boss of 
Jones’s boss, sent a state trooper to inter- 
rupt the 24-year-old state employee's per- 
formance of her job and bring her to his 
hotel room. 

For what purpose? If — as Jones claims 


she naively hoped at the time — something 
on the order of getting Jones a better job 
was what Clinton had in mind, the presi- 
dent could have said so by now. The evi- 
dence — and the absence of any other 
plausible explanation — strongly supports 
Jones's allegation that the purpose of this 
exercise was to give Clinton an opportunity 
to make some kind of sexual overture. And 
that seems pretty shabby no matter what, 
exactly, happened in that hotel room. 
Shabbier than anything Clarence Thomas 
was ever even accused of doing by the not- 
exactly-unimpeachable Anita Hill. 

Hill said that Thomas, her boss, had 
persistently pestered her from late 1981 
until 1983 to date him. He had also talked 
dirty to her about his own sexual prowess, 
Long Dong Silver, “pubic hair on my 
Coke,” and pornographic movies featuring 
big-breasted women and animals. Hill did 
not accuse Thomas of a single overt re- 
quest for sex or a single unwelcome con- 
tact. Indeed, she initially stopped short of 
alleging that she had been a victim of “sex- 
ual harassment” at all. And though Hill re- 
called objecting to this conduct, She was 
not too horrified to follow Thomas’s rising

star — after the allegedly offensive con- 
duct had started (and, she claimed, 
stopped for a while) — from the Educa- 
tion Department to the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission (EEOC). Nor 
was Hill too appalled to keep in touch with 
Thomas in subsequent years — getting 
him to write a letter of recommendation 
that helped her land a job teaching law at 
Oral Roberts University in 1983, phoning 
him repeatedly after she went there, invit- 
ing him to make an appearance there, and 
more. 

Indulging for the moment the assump- 
tion that Paula Jones is lying about what 
happened inside the hotel room, and the 
further assumption that Anita Hill was 
telling the whole truth, which would be 
worse — what Hill says Thomas did or 
what then-governor Clinton almost cer- 
tainly did in having his trooper fetch him a 
24-year-old starstruck, low-level state 
worker whom he had never met? 


Inside the hotel room 


Here — with paragraph numbers and 
some paragraph breaks omitted — is what

Clinton shook Jones's hand, invited her 
in, and closed the door. A few minutes 
of small talk ensued, which included 
asking Jones about her job. Clinton told 
Jones that Dave Harrington is “my good 
friend.” [He] was [the Clinton-appoint- 
ed] director of the AIDC [and] Jones's 
ultimate superior within the AIDC. 

Clinton then took Jones's hand and 
pulled her toward him, so that their 
bodies were in close proximity. Jones 
removed her hand from his and re- 
treated several feet. However, Clinton 
approached Jones again. He said: “I 
love the way your hair flows down your 
back” and “I love your curves.” While 
saying these things, Clinton put his 
hand on plaintiff's leg and started slid- 
ing it toward the hem of plaintiff's cu- 
lottes. Clinton also bent down to at- 
tempt to kiss Jones on the neck. 

Jones exclaimed, “What are you do- 
ing?” and escaped from Clinton's physi- 
cal proximity by walking away from 
him. Jones tried to distract Clinton by 
chatting with him about his wife. 


Asked by reporters in 1994 why she had 
not simply left the room at that point, 
Jones said she had always been intimidated 
by important people and had not wanted to 
do anything that might upset the governor. 
She also noted (according to the Washing- 
ton Post), “I will never forget the look on 
his face. His face was just red, beet red.” 
The complaint continues: 


Jones later took a seat at the end of the 
sofa nearest the door. Clinton asked 
Jones: “Are you married?” She respond- 
ed that she had a regular boyfriend. 
Clinton then approached the sofa 
and as he sat down he lowered his 
trousers and underwear exposing his 
erect penis and asked Jones to “kiss it.” 
There were distinguishing characteris-

tics in Clinton's genital area that were 
obvious to Jones. 

Jones became horrified, jumped up 
from the couch, stated that she “was not 
that kind of girl” and said: “Look, I've 
got to go.” She attempted to explain that 
she would get in trouble for being away 
from the registration desk. Clinton, 
while fondling his penis, said: “Well, I 
don't want to make you do anything you 
don't want to do.” Clinton then stood 
up and pulled up his pants and said: “If 
you get in trouble for leaving work, have 
Dave call me immediately and I'll take 
care of it.” As Jones left the room Clin- 
ton looked sternly at Jones and said: 
“You are smart. Let's keep this between 
ourselves.”. . . 

Jones left the hotel suite and came 
into the presence of trooper Ferguson in 
the hallway. . . . Jones said nothing to 
Ferguson and he said nothing to her 
during her departure from the suite. 
Jones was visibly shaken and upset when 
she returned to the registration desk. 


Ferguson, in his answer to the complaint, 
has painted a very different picture of 
Jones's demeanor when he saw her “some 
20 to 30 minutes” after she had entered 
Clinton’s room: she “did not appear to be 
upset in any way,” and “asked if the gover- 
nor had a girlfriend and Danny Ferguson 
answered negatively, and she then respond- 
ed that she would be the governor’s girl- 
friend.” In this respect, Ferguson’s answer 
was consistent with his 1993 comments to 
reporters and other troopers. (It was incon- 
sistent in a different respect: Ferguson re- 
portedly told David Brock in 1993 that he 
had “stood by in the hall” while Jones was 


with Clinton; in his June 1994 answer, he . 


denied this, saying he had gone back down- 
stairs and had next seen Jones there.) 
Ferguson also claimed in his answer that 
when he encountered Jones a week or two 
later, she asked if Clinton had said any- 
thing about her, and wrote down her home 


phone number for him to give Clinton. 
“She said to tell him that she was living 
with her boyfriend,” Ferguson added, “and 
that if the boyfriend answered, Governor 
Clinton should either hang up or say that 
he had a wrong number.” Jones, on the 
other hand, states in her complaint that 
while she was delivering some documents 
from the AIDC to the governor’s office, 
Ferguson spotted her and said, “Bill wants 
your phone number. Hillary's out of town 
often, and Bill would like to see you.” 
Jones said she refused. On later occasions, 
the complaint states, Ferguson asked, 
“How’s Steve?” and made a comment 
about the Jones’ new baby, which “fright- 
ened [her] and made her feel that her ac- 
tivities were being monitored.” 

The complaint says Jones was accosted 
by Clinton sometime after the May 8, 
1991, incident, when he spotted her in the 
rotunda of the Arkansas State Capitol: 
“Clinton draped his arm over the plaintiff, 
pulled her close and tightly to his body, 
and said: ‘Don’t we make a beautiful cou- 
ple — beauty and the beast?’ Clinton di- 
rected this remark to his bodyguard, troop- 
er Larry Patterson.” Trooper Patterson 
confirmed this in an interview with the 
Washington Post. 


‘1 know he grabbed her’ 


The most impressive evidence supporting 
Paula Jones’s allegations comes from six 
witnesses — including Pamela Blackard and 
Debra Ballentine, whom I interviewed sepa- 
rately on October 1, by telephone each 
of whom have confirmed that she told them 
that same day (or, in three cases, soon af- 
ter,) that she had rebuffed sexual advances 
by Clinton. These witnesses include Jones’s 
two sisters, her husband, and her mother. 
All six — including a sister who has im- 
pugned Jones’s motives — have said they 
believe her account of Clinton’s conduct. 

None of these witnesses has yet testified, 
due to the president’s success in blocking 
discovery. All six gave their first media in- 
terviews in February 1994 under the exclu-

sive-access agreement Jones’s lawyer Tray- 
lor had made with the Post's Michael 
Isikoff. Since then, as far as | know, nei- 
ther Blackard nor Ballentine had spoken to 
any other reporter in much detail until they 
spoke with me. 

Blackard, now a homemaker, is married, 
with a five-year-old son. She lives in 
Lonoke, Arkansas, where she and Jones, 
who have been friends “since we were 
two,” forged what she says is “a special 
bond.” As an eyewitness to some of the 
events in the hotel, Blackard provides espe- 
cially strong corroboration. She not only 
confirmed every important aspect of 
Jones’s account of the Ferguson approach, 
but gave a vivid description — more de- 
tailed than in her affidavit or any previously 
published article — of what Jones said on 
her return from Clinton’s hotel room. 

“I could see her shaking,” as she came 
walking back to the registration desk, 
Blackard said. “I could see real far away 
something was wrong. . . . It took her a 
while to tell me about it. She was upset, 








kind of shaky, and had to get her breath.” 
After “five or 10 minutes,” Blackard re- 
called, Jones related what had happened. 
Blackard said that now, more than five 
years later, she has difficulty remembering 
the details offhand, but said, “I know he 
grabbed her. She said he just kept on mov- 
ing close to her and putting his hand on 
her knee, and every time she stopped him 
he did something else.” 

I asked Blackard if she recalled Jones de- 
scribing something dramatic happening just 
before Jones had left Clinton. “He dropped 
his pants,” she responded, “and I don’t re- 
member his exact words, but you knew what 
he wanted.” She seemed hesitant to elabo- 
rate. Had Jones indicated that Clinton had 
wanted something that Jones could do with- 
out undressing? Blackard said yes. 

Blackard added, “It’s true. | believe her. 
If someone goes up, and comes back in 10 
minutes, and is shaking — she didn’t have 
time to make all that stuff up. And I’m like 
her best friend [at the time]. Why would 


she tell me something like that?. . . And 
she said, ‘I don’t want you ever to tell any- 
body.’ ” 


“Why not?” I asked her. 

“He’s a governor,” Blackard responded. 
“He’s powerful. And we both had state jobs. 
I was pregnant. I was 24. We were, like, two 
young girls. . . . We didn’t know what we 
could do, so we're like — we're not telling 
anybody.” Blackard said she had not spoken 
in detail to any reporters other than Isikoff 
and me. “I’m so scared of the press, that 
they would turn things around . . . and twist 
my words around,” she explained. 

Debra Ballentine swore in her February 
1994 affidavit that Jones had come to her 
office — a large Little Rock engineering 
firm where Ballentine was (and is) the mar- 
keting coordinator — at approximately 4 
p.m. on May 8, 1991. After describing Fer- 
guson’s approach and other preliminaries, 
the affidavit.reads, “Ms. Jones stated that 
... She rebuffed three separate unwelcomed 
sexual advances by the governor. Ms. Jones 
described in detail the nature of the sexual 
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advances, which I will not now recount.” 

Ballentine, now 34 (Jones is 30), gave a 
fuller recounting to me on October 1. Al- 
though Jones was one of her closest friends, 
Ballentine said that it had been highly unusu- 
al for Jones to drop in unannounced at work 
as she had that day. “I could tell just by look- 
ing at her that something was wrong,” Bal- 
lentine said. Jones had begun, Ballentine re- 
calls, by saying, “You’re not going to believe 
what just happened to me,” and had then de- 
scribed the whole encounter. 

Ballentine has confirmed Jones’s essential 
allegations: “She said he was putting his 
hands on her legs and he was trying to put 
his hands up her dress. . . . She said, ‘Deb- 
bie, he pulled his pants down to his knees 
and he asked me to [perform oral sex] right 
then.’. . . Before she left, he told her, ‘I 
don’t want to make you do anything you 
don’t want to do.’” 

Ballentine adds: “He also told her he 
knew she was a smart girl and her boss — 
what’s his name? Dave Harrington? — ‘is 
a good friend of mine,’ and he told her, ‘I 
know you're a smart girl and you're going 
to do the right thing.’ ” 

Ballentine recalls that Jones also told her 
that day about the mysterious “distinguish- 
ing mark” referred to in Jones’s complaint, 
and on which Jones’s lawyers say they are 
relying to corroborate her account. She 
added: “I said [to Jones], “You need to go 
to your boss right away.’ She said, ‘I can’t 
— they're good friends.’ I said, ‘You need 
to go to the police.’ She said, ‘I can’t — 
they took me up there.’ She just felt there 
was nothing she could do. . . . People just 
don’t understand why she waited so long. 
She wouldn’t ever have done anything if 
that cop [trooper Ferguson] hadn't told 
that story [to the American Spectator).” 

Ballentine also recalls that Jones was ex- 
tremely worried that day about how 
Stephen Jones, then her fiancé and now her 
husband, would react if he ever found out 
the lurid details of what had happened. 

Is it possible that Jones did something in 
that hotel room that she feared would get 
out to Steve Jones or others, and lied to her 
friends as a cover story that day? Or that 
they all concocted a big lie in January 1994 
after David Brock’s article came out? It’s 
possible. But Blackard and Ballentine don’t 
come across as false accusers. Neither has 
courted publicity, and both — Blackard in 
particular — at first evinced reluctance to 
talk to me. Moreover, Blackard’s husband 
still worked for the AIDC, Jones’s former 
employer, when Blackard first signed the af- 
fidavit in February 1994. 

Some other evidence: both Blackard and 
Ballentine told me that they had given simi- 
lar, perhaps more detailed accounts to 
Michael Isikoff in 1994 — at a time when 
their memories were fresher, when Jones's 
detailed complaint (which their recollec- 
tions track so well) had not been drafted, 
and when these witnesses had less time to 
be coached by lawyers than they have now. 

Isikoff confirms this. He was quoted in a 
book by Larry Sabato and S. Robert 
Lichter, When Should the Watchdogs 
Bark?, as saying of Blackard and Ballen- 
tine: “[They] are enormously impressive 
and influenced me greatly in pushing for 
this... . They struck me as highly credible, 
as people who did not have axes to grind in 
this. They were spontaneous, they were 
highly detailed, and they were very up- 
front. And they’re not out seeking publicity. 
You can accuse Jones of that, but not these 
two... . To the extent the story could be 
checked out, it did check out.” 

This hardly comes across in the May 4, 
1994, article that the Washington Post finally 
published. It noted that Blackard and Ballen- 
tine had signed affidavits “supporting Jones’s 
account after conferences in the office of 
Jones’s attorney, Traylor,” and Blackard’s 
account of Ferguson’s approach and Jones’s 
departure to meet with Clinton. But all the 
Post reported about Blackard’s account of 
Jones’s return was this: 


Jones was “walking fast” and “shak- 

ing.” She said that Jones had told her 

that Clinton had made unwanted ad- 

vances and Jones implored her to tell 

no one. “We were both kind of scared. 

We weren't thinking straight. | thought, 
evew

And all that the Post reported from Bal- 
lentine’s detailed interviews with Isikoff was 
that she had observed Jones “breathing re- 
ally hard” when she came to see Ballentine 
that day, and that “Ballentine said Jones 
‘couldn’t believe she was so stupid for go- 
ing upstairs.” ”" When I read this to Ballen- 
tine, she offered a correction: “That is what 
I said to her. | said, ‘I couldn’t believe you 
were so stupid. You know how he [Clinton] 
is.’ But she didn’t know, and she probably 
didn’t think it was stupid then.” 

Paula Jones also gave detailed accounts of 
Clinton’s conduct to her two older sisters, 
according to them. Lydia Cathey, who is 
about two years older, confirms that she had 
“ushered her sister into her bedroom, shut 
the door, and comforted her sister as sHe 
cried on the bed,” as reported by the Post. 

In an October 9 telephone interview, 
Cathey added this: “She came over here. 
She wanted to talk to me. She was very up- 
set. She was bawling. She was shaking. And 
I’m 100 percent for her. It’s all true.” 

Had Jones described what Clinton had 
done? “Down to the very last detail,” says 
Cathey. “Dropped his drawers and tell [sic] 
her to ‘kiss it.’ ” 

Cathey added: “I tried to comfort her. 
She felt ashamed, even though she hadn't 
done anything wrong. She felt awful. . . . 
She was afraid she was going to lose her 
job, that he was going to get her fired, be- 
cause she ran out of [Clinton’s hotel room]. 
He was the governor. Every day at work, 
she was on pins and needles.” 

I could not reach Jones’s husband — to 
whom Jones did not tell the lurid details at 
the time for fear of wrecking their relation- 
ship, according to her complaint. Nor have 
I been able to reach her mother or her sister 
Charlotte Brown. 

Here’s what the Post published from its 
interviews with Isikoff: Stephen Jones said 
Paula told him at the time that Clinton had 
made a pass at her. Delmar Corbin, Jones’s 
extremely religious, churchgoing mother, 
said that Jones told her within a couple of 
days that Clinton had “wanted to put his 
hands on her and kiss her,” but she “didn’t 
tell me near as much as she told her sisters, | 
think because she knows how much it would 
hurt me.” Charlotte Brown, who is approxi- 
mately six years older than Jones, said Jones 
had said in a “ ‘matter-of-fact’ way that Clin- 
ton had propositioned her” that day. 

Brown has drawn more publicity than all 
of the other five Jones witnesses combined, 
because she has aggressively trashed Jones’s 
motives in going public — and caused a ma- 
jor rift in the family — by asserting that 
Jones did not seem upset on May 8, 1991, 
and that Jones had said in early 1994 that 
“whichever way it went, it smelled money.” 
Her husband, Mark Brown, has said that he 
thinks Jones made the whole thing up; early 
on, he sought out the Clinton defense team 
to volunteer his help. 

Nonetheless, in a February 1994 inter- 
view with Isikoff, Charlotte Brown provided 
rather strong confirmation for the essence 
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of Jones’s story. Most of it was left out of Ea NO CREDIT CHECKS

May 5 television appearance in which Char- 
lotte Brown trashed her sister and said 
Jones had been “thrilled” on May 8, 1991. 
Isikoff’s February 1991 interview with 
Brown had yielded the following in regard 
to the day of the alleged harassment: “ ‘This 
guard came up to [Jones] and told her that 
Bill Clinton wanted to see her. She told me 
when she met him, he asked her to have 
oral sex and she refused.’. . . Asked if she 
believed her sister’s story, she said she did 
because she had never known Jones to lie.” 
Taken together, these six witnesses, all of 
whom have said Jones told them contempo- 
raneously about Clinton’s unwelcome ad- 
vances, provide far stronger corroboration 
than has ever been mustered on behalf of 
Anita Hill. Although four witnesses testified 
that Hill had told them in vague, general 
terms of being sexually harassed, only two of 
them (Hill's friends Susan Hoerchner and 
Ellen Wells) said Hill had identified Thomas 
as the harasser. The other three said Hill had 
complained of harassment by an unnamed 
supervisor. And there is at least some evi- 
dence suggesting that Hill could have been 
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referring to someone other than Thomas in her complaints. 

Hoerchner — who had pressed Hill to go public with her 
charges after Thomas’s nomination — confidently asserted 
in her initial media interviews and Senate-staff deposition 
that Hill had complained of being sexually harassed by her 
boss before Hoerchner moved from Washington to the West 
Coast in September 1981. But Hill claimed Thomas’s offen- 
sive behavior had started some three months after that. 
When this contradiction was pointed out, Hoerchner revised 
her testimony, saying, “I don’t know for sure” when Hill 
first spoke of sexual harassment. In addition, when asked by 
a Senate Republican whether she had ever filed a sexual-ha- 
rassment charge herself, Hoerchner said no; when confront- 
ed with a record showing that in fact she had filed such a 
charge, against a fellow workman’s-compensation judge, she 
responded, “I cannot say that I didn’t.” 

Despite the relatively weak testimonies of Hill’s corroborat- 
ing witnesses, every scintilla of apparent corroboration that 
has been offered for Hill’s story has been eagerly scooped up 
by, among others, the Washington Post, even as it was deep- 
sixing the far more compelling accounts of Pamela Blackard 
and Debra Ballentine. The leading example was the Post’s Oc- 
tober 9, 1994, story rehashing three-year old allegations by 
former Thomas subordinate Angela Wright. At over 6000 


words, it was longer than all Post articles focusing on the evi- . 


dence in the Paula Jones case combined. HER TESTIMONY 
MIGHT HAVE CHANGED HISTORY the headline announeed. “An- 
gela Wright remembers thinking: I believe her because he did 
it to me,” the nut paragraph declared. 

Did what? The punchlines, deep in the article, were a bit 
suspect: “Clarence Thomas did consistently pressure me to 
date him,” Wright told the Post, and had once showed up 
unannounced at her apartment. Once, the article said, he 
had “commented on the dress I was wearing” and asked her 
breast size. She said, “I remember him specifically saying 
that one woman had a big ass.” 

But lost in the depths of this article were the facts that 
Wright had been fired by Thomas (and at least two other 
employers) for poor job performance, including being rude 
and disruptive to colleagues; that three witnesses said they 
had heard her vow to get Thomas back; and that Wright did 
not even claim that Thomas’s alleged conduct amounted to 
sexual harassment. 

The Post’s piece on Angela Wright proved to be but the 
opening salvo of a huge publicity campaign in the fall of 
1994 revisiting the Hill-Thomas episode — most of it palpa- 
bly slanted to overstate the quality of the evidence against 
Thomas. The centerpiece was Strange Justice, a bestseller by 





Jane Mayer and Jill Abramson of the Wall Street Journal, | 
which published a long excerpt. The passage led with a claim | 
by'a woman of extremely doubtful credibility (who has since | 


suggested that Mayer and Abramson distorted her account) 
that in the summer of 1982, Thomas’s apartment had in it 
“a huge, compulsively organized stack of Playboy maga- 
zines,” and walls “adorned with nude centerfolds.” The 
smoothly tendentious Mayer-Abramson book was greeted 
with uncritical hosannas by news organs ranging from the 


New Yorker to Newsweek to ABC’s Nightline, Turning Point, | 


and Good Morning America. 

Meanwhile, all of the same news organs were ignoring 
Paula Jones and her far more current and stronger evidence 
of far more odious alleged conduct by a much more power- 
ful man — the incumbent president of the United States. 


What says the accused? 

President Clinton’s only public comment about Jones’s al- 
legations (unless I’ve missed one) came at a photo session 
the day her suit was filed: “Bob Bennett spoke for me... . 
I’m not going to dignify this by commenting on it.” That’s it. 
Clinton has never personally confirmed or denied any of the 
particulars of Jones’s allegations. Bennett has persuaded the 
courts to let him defer even a formal answer to the com- 
plaint. And the media have barely noticed that Clinton has 
taken the moral equivalent of the Fifth Amendment. 

Meanwhile, the Clinton legal and public-relations teams 
seem long ago to have abandoned the statement that Clinton 
“was never alone in a hotel with her,” issued by then—White 
House communications director Mark Gearan the day jones 
went public. One indication that this line of defense has be- 
come inoperative was the alleged May 5, 1994, Clinton-Ben- 
nett proposal to settle the matter by offering to have the 
president read in public a statement conceding the possibility 
that he had met with Jones “in a room at the Excelsior Ho- 
tel,” and asserting that “she did not engage in any improper 
or sexual conduct.” Now, the operative defense seems to be 
Bennett's assertion that Clinton has 
meeting Jones. It reminds me of what President Nixon said 
(on tape) to three top aides on March 21, 1973: “Perjury is 
an awful hard rap to prove. . . . Be damned sure you say, ‘I 
don’t remember, . . . | can’t recall.’” 

Compare Clarence Thomas’s position. He angrily denied 
Anita Hill’s allegations under oath in Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee testimony. Of course, he, unlike Clinton, really didn’t 
have the option of similarly ducking by refusing to “dignify” 
Hill’s allegations and having aides and lawyers issue nonde- 
nial denials — not if he wanted to get to the Supreme Court. 

Defenders of President Clinton (like those of Clarence 
Thomas) stress with some cogency that the conduct of which 
he stands accused by Paula Jones is so far out of character that 
the woman must be lying. “What she [Jones] alleges is simply

inconceivable as Clinton behavior,” was 
the 1994 reaction of Betsey Wright, 
who had been Clinton’s chief of staff in 
Arkansas and helped his 1992 campaign 
combat allegations of*extramarital af- 
fairs — “bimbo eruptions,” in Wright's 
now-famous phrase. The same Betsey 
Wright has also said, however, that she 
was convinced that state troopers in 


' Clinton’s security detail were soliciting 











women for him and he for them, as four 
of them have alleged. Wright said so to 
David Gergen in late 1993, to a top 
White House official (according to 
James Stewart’s 1996 book, Blood 
Sport), and in interviews with reporter 
David Maraniss of the Washington Post 
(according to his 1995 Clinton biogra- 
phy, First in His Class). 

After receiving a phone call from 
the president in which the Maraniss 
book was discussed, Wright, who now 
is executive vice-president of the 
Wexler Group, a Washington lobbying 
firm, issued a statement through her 
lawyer denying Maraniss’s account of 
these interviews. Maraniss responded 
that before publication he had double- 
checked every detail with Wright and 
she had confirmed all of them. (Nei- 
ther Wright nor Gergen returned my 
phone calls seeking comment before 
press time.) 

All in all, there is strong evidence 
that Clinton had a pattern and practice 
of using state troopers to hustle wom- 
en. That alone is not sexual harassment 
(though it’s getting close when the 
governor does so knowing that the 
woman is a state employee busy doing 
her job). But in the end it comes down 
to this: either Clinton harassed Paula 
Jones on May 8, 1994, in a fashion 


| that seems out of character, or she lied 


most compellingly to her friends 
Blackard and Ballentine immediately 
afterward, or they are all lying now. 
Let’s not forget that just as nobody 
but Jones has publicly accused Clinton 
of sexual harassment or similarly 


| reckless sexual advances, nobody but 


Anita Hill has publicly accused 
Clarence Thomas of talking as dirty as 
Hill said he talked. Indeed, the 
Clarence Thomas behavior alleged by 
Anita Hill seemed as inconceivable to 
many of his friends and colleagues as 
does the Bill Clinton behavior alleged 
by Paula Jones. A parade of Thomas’s 
female colleagues (both former and 
then-current) and subordinates came 
forward as character witnesses for 
him in 1991. They said that he unfail- 
ingly treated women with respect, that 
he nurtured their careers, and that his 
demeanor in the workplace was prop- 
er to the point of prudishness. 

Some acquaintances of questionable 
credibility (such as Angela Wright) did 
suggest that Thomas sometimes spoke 
crudely, or peremptorily announced 
things like “you're going to be dating 
me.” Others have recalled, more credi- 
bly, that Thomas had a taste for pornog- 
raphy, and for talking and laughing 
about it, at least while he was at Yale 
Law School, years before meeting Hill. 
Many Thomas foes took this as confir- 
mation that he must have talked about 
pornography to Hill. But any interest 
Thomas may once have had in talking 
about dirty pictures with people who did 
not object is no better proof that he ha- 
rassed Hill than Clinton’s widely report- 
ed interest in extramarital adventures is 
proof that he harassed Jones. 


A question of character 


Probably Jones’s biggest problem is 
that she is generally regarded as a 
loose, untrustworthy woman. Indeed, 
many people — especially lawyers and 
others of the intellectual and monied 
classes — need only see a newspaper 
photograph of Jones, with her big hair 
and-overdone makeup, to discount 
her claims. (That was my first reac- 
tion, at least.) “Tabloid trash” 
Bennett’s phrase — resonates. 

And then there are the photos of an 
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almost-nude Jones frolicking in bed. 
They were taken circa 1987 by a 
faithless former lover who sold them 
in 1994 to Penthouse, which pub- 
lished them in its January 1995 issue, 
after Jones had unsuccessfully sued to 
enjoin publication. The existence of 
such photos of Jones was, as noted 
above, one of the first things that Ben- 
nett mentioned, in his first conversa- 
tion with her lawyer Gilbert Davis, ac- 
cording to Davis. 

The class bias that helps explain 
why Anita Hill received so much 
warmer a reception in elite circles 
than did Paula Jones may be a healthy 
thing, to the extent that it evidences 
the (relatively) declining significance 
of race as a source of prejudice and 
stereotyping. But it has not yet been 
proven that unsophisticated, big- 
haired, makeup-caked women from 
small hamlets in Arkansas — even 
ones who pose topless for sleazeball 
boyfriends — are any less likely to tell 
the truth than Yale-educated law pro- 
fessors such as Anita Hill. To, the con- 
trary, lawyers are trained in devising 
clever ways of distorting the truth. 

It’s true, and relevant, that Jones’s 
brother-in-law Mark Brown has called 
her a teaser and manipulator of men 
who would do anything for money or 
fame, as well as a sexual exhibitionist 
who proudly displayed nude photos of 
herself to family members. But Brown 
— whom Jones and her sister Lydia 
have both dismissed as “crazy” 
may not himself be the most credible 
of characters. According to the Post, 
in his home of Cabot, Arkansas, “he 
was led out of a town council meeting 
[in 1993] for shouting vulgarities at 
the mayor,” who “says the . . . Marine 
Corps dropout is known around town 
for ‘blowing off in restaurants.” 

Friends such as Debra Ballentine 
have described Jones as friendly, open, 
honest, naive, and totally apolitical. 
And Jones, unlike Hill, has not been 
caught in any significant lies of much 
relevance to the alleged harassment. 
(In fact, her lawyers, as Hill’s did, 
claim that she has passed a polygraph 
test on May 24, 1994. The examiner, 
James Wilt, of Vienna, Virginia, pro- 
vided me with a copy of a letter he sent 
Davis stating that “it is my opinion 
Mrs. Jones was truthful in her respons- 
es” to questions about whether she had 
lied in describing her most graphic al- 
legations against Clinton.) 

Although Hill’s specific allegations 
about Thomas cannot definitively be 
proved or disproved, some of her other 
statements appear to have been delib- 
erately misleading. In sworn testimony 
one morning, for example, Hill denied 
— five times — any recollection of 
having been told that she might be able 
to spur Thomas to withdraw merely by 
making a confidential statement detail- 
ing her allegations, without ever going 
public. But that afternoon, after con- 
ferring with her lawyers, Hill corrected 
herself, volunteering that “there was 
some indication [by a key Democratic 
staffer] that [Thomas] might not wish 
to continue the process” if confronted 
with her statement. 

Hill’s explanations of some other 
matters were patently incredible, such 
as her suggestions that the main rea- 
son she had followed her alleged ha- 
rasser from the Education Depart- 
ment to the EEOC was that she feared 
she might otherwise find herself job- 
less. The overall pattern, detailed by 
Suzanne Garment in “Why Anita Hill 
Lost” in the January 1992 issue of 
Commentary, was a “disquieting qual- 
ity that she displayed . . . as [being] 
more ambitious and calculating than 
she let on. Her testimony on this sub- 
ject seemed to show a lack of candor, 
and this fact alone may have been a 
basis for mistrusting her.” She also 
had far stronger ideological disagree- 
ments with Thomas than she let on. 

‘ In addition, though Hill was praised 
by many friends and colleagues, others, 
like former EEOC colleague Phyllis 


Berry (who had been fired by 


Thomas), told the Senate that Hill was 
“untrustworthy, selfish, and extremely 
bitter,” after Thomas had given some- 
one else a promotion Hill had wanted. 

Much of the disbelief with which 
Jones has been received is attributable 
to her reputation (as of 1994) for flir- 
tatiousness, provocative dress, and 
sleeping around, as detailed in publi- 
cations including People and Pent- 
house. \t’s reasonable, and legally rele- 
vant, to speculate that Jones’s appear- 
ance, demeanor, and willingness to 
meet with Clinton alone for no appar- 
ent purpose may have emboldened 
him to think that sexual overtures 
would be welcome. But “that doesn’t 
mean that she had bad character or 
should be considered a target for some 
predator,” in the words of her lawyer 
Gilbert Davis. And it’s odd to hear 
such traits held against Jones by femi- 
nists who would ordinarily go ballistic 
at any suggestion that a flashy-looking 
woman was “asking for it.” 

When Anita Hill came forward with 
legally dubious, 10-year-old claims 
long after any and all relevant statutes 
of limitations had run out, you didn’t 
hear many feminists dismissing her 
claims as legally frivolous. Jones, it 
seems, is different. “I read the com- 
plaint,” said Lynne Bernabei, a plain- 
tiffs sexual-harassment lawyer in 
Washington, on a CNN talk show, 
“and from a legal perspective, it seems 
like the worst she describes is woman- 
izing — unwelcomed sexual ad- 
vances, which may be morally or oth- 
erwise politically repugnant to people, 
but is simply not illegal.” 

Wow. This is a feminist? 

It’s true that Paula Jones’s legal 
claims have their weaknesses, espe- 
cially her rather vague and implausible 
allegations that her supervisors at the 
Arkansas Industrial Development 
Commission discriminated against her 
on the job in retaliation for having dis- 
pleased the governor by refusing to 
submit to his advances. But her legal 
theories are hardly frivolous. A single, 
extremely outrageous act of sexual ha- 
rassment, without much more, can ar- 
guably support a “hostile working en- 
vironment” claim, both under Title 
VII and under the older civil-rights 
statutes cited by Jones. 


‘The truth will out here’ 


The president's choice of legal strate- 
gy is hardly what one might expect 
from a falsely accused person victim- 
ized by a complete fabrication. If “noth- 
ing happened in that hotel,” as Bennett 
says, why not simply reveal all relevant 
facts, cooperate in discovery, seek sum- 
mary judgment, and get rid of the case? 
Why spend $2 million in lawyering, 
desperately seeking to prevent evidence 
from emerging? And if nothing really 
happened, why did then—White House 
special counsel Lloyd Cutler go on tele- 
vision on May 24, 1994, and warn, 
“The entire presidency could turn on 
the occurrence of a trial like this”? 

Jones's lawyers have visions of 
putting the president between the rock 
of damaging admissions and the hard 
place of possible perjury; of troopers 
testifying about a pattern and practice 
of Clintonian predation; of grilling al- 
leged former lovers of the president to 
ask them if they noticed a “distin- 
guishing mark”; of compelling a phys- 
ical examination of the president and 
getting his medical records to find any 
such mark, or any evidence that one 
has been removed. 

So far Bennett has shut out these 
visions by losing on the presidential- 
immunity claim in the district court 
and appealing, and then by losing in 
the Eighth Circuit Court and appeal- 
ing again — first for en banc review, 
then for Supreme Court review. 
Meanwhile, there has been no factual 
answer for Clinton to file. No deposi- 
tions. No interrogatories. No discov- 
ery into whether “there is, in fact, a 
distinguishing mark. No trial. 

Most handicappers think that the 








Supreme Court will reject at least the 
broadest aspects of Clinton’s claim and 
send the case back to lower courts for fur- 
ther proceedings. Bennett has a spate of 
other motions up his sleeve to dismiss — at 
least, the failure to state a claim on which 
relief can be granted as well as excessive 
delay before filing suit. But there could well 
be discovery, and possibly even a trial, dur- 
ing Clinton’s second term. “The truth will 
out here,” says Jones attorney Gilbert 
Davis, optimistically. “If she’s not telling 
the truth, well, shame on her.” 

But given that Paula Jones’s claims 
against Bill Clinton are both more serious 
than Anita Hill’s against Clarence Thomas 
and supported by stronger corroborating 
evidence, why have the media in particular 
and a lot of other people acted as though 
the opposite were true? 

Several reasons. Most obviously, Anita 
Hill’s charges were spread before the public 
precisely at the time when Thomas was under 
the white-hot spotlight of a Supreme 
Court—confirmation proceeding. She was a 
superficially impressive accuser, far more so 
than Jones. The subsequent televised hear- 
ings that transfixed the nation made it impos- 
sible to ignore her charges. And many people 
— not just liberals — had already been so 
put off by Thomas’s evasive performance and 
lack of candor about his views on issues, in 
his initial hearing, that they were hardly pre- 
pared to give him the benefit of the doubt 
when he swore passionately that not one par- 
ticle of Hill’s detailed account was true. 

Jones’s allegations, on the other hand, 
were so seamy, and charged Clinton with 
such incredibly depraved conduct, and first 
came to light in such a suspect way, that a 
lot of people didn’t want to think about 
them. One reason was scandal fatigue: with 
so many allegations of fraud, perjury, and 
other wrongdoing swirling around the 
Clintons, most people had little interest in 
thinking about what many news organiza- 
tions dismissed as just another “sex scan- 
dal” — especially one in which there can 
never be positive proof of exactly what hap-

it, partly because neither Paula Jones nor 
Bill Clinton was testifying at any televised 
hearing, and partly because the media 
didn’t publish the evidence. 

The disparate treatment of the two 
episodes also has something to do with the 
difference between justices and presidents. 
If we don’t like a Supreme Court nominee, 
we can always hope that if he’s defeated, 
we'll like the next one better. But if Clinton 
had been defeated, we knew who we'd get: 
Bob Dole. Moreover, we expect our justices 
to be wise, pure, honest, moral, and reflec- 
tive oracles in black robes, thinking deep 
thoughts in their marble temple and saving 
us from our baser selves. Presidents are 
different. If Bill Clinton’s political success 
has taught us anything, it is that a president 
can win strong public approval despite 
broad and deep public doubts as to his 
moral character and truthfulness. There 
also seems to be a widespread assumption

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that whatever it takes to clamber that high 
on the slippery pole of political success, and 
then to carry out the messier aspects of the 
job, can only be found in a person possess- 
ing an almost superhuman lust for power 
and other gargantuan appetites. 

But ultimately, an unavoidable element of 
the disparate treatment of Thomas and Clin- 
ton is simple political orientation. One of the 
most striking things about the Hill-Thomas 
battle was how many people seemed confi- 
dent that they knew that he (or she) was 
telling the truth, before the evidence was in, 
and how almost everyone who believed her 
happened to be on the liberal side, and al- 
most everyone who believed him on the con- 
servative side. Now, with Paula Jones, there's 
been something of an ideological inversion. 

How to explain the mainstream media's 
manifest disdain for Paula Jones and 
Clarence Thomas, and admiration for Anita 
Hill? Part of it is class bias against what one 
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Washington bureau chief called “some sleazy 
woman with big hair coming out of the trail- 
er parks.” But that’s not all of it. Not, that is, 
unless you believe that the press would have 
similarly covered a similar accuser making 
similar allegations supported by similar evi- 
dence against Newt Gingrich, or Jesse 
Helms, or George Bush, or Steve Forbes. 
That’s not what I believe. | think that the 
political orientation of most reporters, edi- 
tors, and producers are at work here. It’s no 
accident that in a survey jointly conducted 
by the Freedom Forum and the Roper Cen- 
ter, of 139 Washington, DC, bureau chiefs 
and congressional correspondents, 89 per- 
cent of respondents said they had voted for 
Bill Clinton in 1992 and seven percent for 
then-president Bush. Mickey Kaus, then of 
the New Republic, was more honest than 
most of his colleagues when he wrote after 
Jones's February 1994 press conference: 


I thought it wasn't a big story, but not 
because I didn't believe it... . How 
can reporters justify ignoring Jones 
while paying so much attention to Ani- 
ta Hill or the accusers of Senator Pack- 
wood? ... Clinton is .. . the best presi- 
dent we've had in a long time. That is 
the unspoken reason that the sex 
charges haven't received as much play 
as you might expect. . . . Few journal- 
ists want to see the president crippled. 


Not this president, anyway. 

If nothing else, these two episodes illus- 
trate how hard it is for any of us to see 
clearly through the fog of preconception in 
which we all live to a greater or lesser de- 
gree. | would suggest, however, that those 
who have made Anita Hill a heroine, 
Clarence Thomas a goat, and Paula Jones a 
pariah, need to try harder to overcome 
their prejudices. They need to look the 
facts in the face.

December | is World AIDS Day, 
and as always, local arts institu- 
tions like the Cambridge Arts 
Council and Howard Yezerski 
Gallery will be commemorating 
the day with special programs. 
But the Boston Center for the 
Arts will get off to an early start 
this week, on Sunday, when the 
Medicine Wheel installation 
makes its way from Rotch Park 
in the South End to the 
Cyclorama exhibition space. 

Designed by artist Michael 
Dowling, the installation has 
been part of the BCA’s World 
AIDS Day program for the past 
four years. The structure con- 
sists of 36 pedestals and portable 
shrines, which are dedicated to 
the memory of those afflicted by 
HIV and AIDS.

Breaking Ground 


Artistic directors often wince at the language of their 
industry. But the jargonish term “R&D lab” turned out 
to be too apt a description not to use for “Breaking 
Ground,” a Thanksgiving weekend festival at the 
Huntington Theatre that features readings of four new 
works by local playwrights. At least, that’s how the 
Huntington’s literary associate, Jayme Koszyn, who is 
also the artistic coordinator for “Breaking Ground,” 
sees it. 

“Something happened that was really unexpected,” 
she explains. “The pressure and excitement of the festi- 
val inspired all of the writers to go back and write new 
drafts of their works, using input from their directors.” 

When you consider that the old drafts were good 
enough to win grants from the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council and approval from the Huntington, this last- 
minute round of revisions indicates how seriously the 
playwrights are taking the event. So it’s not surprising 
-that all of the works have a carpe diem feeling to them. 

“They’re all about how characters try to fight the 
odds,” Koszyn says. “In each case, there’s a literal or 
spiritual war going on.” 

Tug Yourgrau’s Shooting in Madrid, for instance, is 
set during the Spanish Civil War, when writer Ernest 
Hemingway and three others attempt to film a docu- 
mentary about the conflict. The reading is directed by 
David Wheeler, who’s known to Boston audiences from 
his work with the American Repertory Theatre. The 
Executioner’s Daughter, by Wendy Kesselman, concerns 
the families of a butcher and a public executioner dur- 
ing the French Revolution. Marilyn Felt’s Asher’s 
Command is set in the Israeli-occupied West Bank and 
depicts the pressures put on a friendship that crosses 
ethnic boundaries. And Joan Larkin’s The Living deals 
with the anguish caused by a young painter’s death 
from AIDS. 

Koszyn, who is directing The Living, hopes that 
“Breaking Ground” will set a precedent at the 
Huntington. “Supporting new writers is something 
we've always wanted to do. But we also want to 
make sure we do it with the highest possible 
quality. MCC funding allowed us to expand 
our staff and do it the right way.” 

The home-grown feeling of the festival is 
underlined by the fact that all of the techni- 
cal crew and most of the 32 actors cast in 
the four plays are from the Boston area. 

Each reading is followed by a discussion, but 
they won’t be the clubby, who’s-your-agent 
kind of exchange that often accompanies works- 
in-progress. Koszyn says that the talks will instead 
deal with universal themes that all audience members 
should feel comfortable addressing, such as “the idea 
and nature of tragedy.” 

“Breaking Ground” takes place November 30 and 
December 1. Shooting in Madrid is presented on 
Saturday at 4 p.m., The Executioner’s Daughter on 
Saturday at 8 p.m., The Living on Sunday at 4 p.m., 
and Asher’s Command on Sunday at 8 p.m. Each play 
is followed by a moderated discussion, and there is a 
light meal between performances on both days. Tickets 
are $5 for each reading and $10 for each meal. The 
Huntington Theatre is at 264 Huntington Avenue, 
Boston.

Rent could afforda — 
few good melodies 


Whether we love Puccini's La bohéme in spite of or 
because of its sentimental glorification of starving 
bohemians (artists, poets, tubercular seamstress- 
es), it touches us because Puccini’s outpouring of 
melody brings the characters individually to life. 
They are identified through their melodies, melodies 
that surface at all the most intimate, emotional 
moments. 

Jonathan Larson's Rent borrows and updates its 
plot gingerly from La bohéme, and music is played 
almost constantly, as in an opera. But Larson relied 
on rhythms that tend to be relentlessly repetitive, 
and volume. Intimacy is rare because the characters 
mostly scream at each other through a Berlin Wall 
of sound (everyone wears headsets, which puts yet 
another barrier between them and the audience). 
The filmmaker Mark (Marcello, Puccini's painter), 
who serves as the musical’s narrator, announces 
that “Mimi and Roger” (Puccini's poet Rodolfo — 
here turned songwriter) “share a small, lovely kiss.” 
Nobody has to tell us this in Puccini, because action 
is expressed so vividly in the score. Oddly, when 
Mimi seems to be dying, we hear Musetta’s Waltz 
(which Puccini composed for a different character). 

Puccini's tunes start even before the curtain goes 
up (Rent has no curtain). Rodolfo and Marcello are 
talking in tunes, which at the emotional climaxes 
erupt into arias with even riper melodies. Rent’s 
equivalent of operatic recitative strikes me as color- 
less. And the songs (the arias) are mainly so 
generic and derivative (rock, blues, gospel, and 
Broadway — Hair via watered-down Sondheim), 
they reveal little individuality. In fact, Rent seems 
torn between telling a story of individuals and 
something more ambitious (but not nearly as inter- 
esting) — presenting an image of a contemporary 
zeitgeist. The anthem “You're living in America at 
the end of the millennium” (whose rhythm is lifted 
from “the dawning of the 
Age of Aquarius”) 
becomes yet another 
means of treating the 
characters as stereo- 
types (though they're a 
little less stereotypical 
than the similar group in 
the John Adams/June 
Jordan LA-earthquake 
opera, | Was Looking at 
the Ceiling and Then | 
Saw the Sky). 

There are also too 
many characters. Puccini 
centered his plot on two 
pairs of lovers, and their 
friends. Larson gives us | 
five pairs (with two pairs 
overlapping); and the — 
least realized, the pair 
you care least about, are 
Mimi and Roger. 

The drag queen with 
AIDS (Angel Schunard, a 
new twist on Puccini's 
Schaunard) and his new 
beau, Tom Collins 
(Puccini's Colline), have a sweet duet in “I'll Cover 
You,” which has some of Larson's least commonplace 
lyrics (“I'll be your king, you be my castle”/"You be my 
queen, I'll be your moat”). And there's a lively tango (a 
welcome new rhythm) between Mark and his ex-girl- 
friend Maureen's new lesbian lover, in which they find 
something in common: how badly Maureen treats 
them both. But when a number actually parallels 
Puccini (“Light My Candle,” Rents “O soave fanciulla,” 
or “Goodbye, Love,” Rents “Addio, senza rancor’), 
Larson's version can't compare. 

A strong production, engaging cast, and terrific 
band help, but in the end Aent has the courage nei- 
ther of its cynicism (“This is Calcutta — bohemia is 
dead”) nor of its sentimentalism. Mimi, who has HIV, 
doesn't even die — her fever “suddenly breaks” and 
she recovers. Everyone decides to live for “no day

but today.” Even this might have worked if it had had 


a memorable tune.

Rent strikes 


But does it offer Broadway a new lease on life? 
BY CAROLYN CLAY Having blanketed us with 


advance notification, Boston’s Rent has at last come 
due. And it’s an energetic, poignant bill, rocking the 


Broadway envelope it’s pushing. It’s 
also dramatically muddy and sentimen- 
tal around the hard edges, its love-as- 
the-ultimate-measure message — a 
direct link to Hair and A Chorus Line — 
as pounding as its rock-derived sound. 
Probably nothing could live up to the 
hype Rent comes dragging like Marley’s 
chains. Still, the Great Rock Hope of 
the 90s, the mega-amped CPR for 
Broadway, at once overwhelms and dis- 
appoints. And the same is true of the 
Boston cast, plucked like its much- 
praised New York counterpart from rel- 
ative obscurity and yielding several 
notable talents and one wrong note. 

As everyone must surely know by 
now, Rent’s 35-year-old creator, 
Jonathan Larson, died last January, on 
the eve of the Off Broadway produc- 
tion’s first preview. This is part of the 
Pulitzer- and Tony-winning show’s 
legend, possibly a contributor to its 
phenomenal success, and a damn good 
reason why no one suggests areas in 
which it might be improved. There is 
no way for Larson, an evangelical artist 
whose mission was to reunite pop with 
show music, to revisit the drawing 
board. So this is it: his inspirational, if 
starkly industrial, vision of “living in 
America/At the end of the millennium” 
as part of a celebratory community of 
the young, the gifted, the dispassessed, 
up against AIDS, exploitation, and an 
economic hard place. 

A contemporary recasting of 
Puccini’s La bohéme, the musical is 
set in the East Village neighborhood 
known as Alphabet City, where fires 
burn in oil drums, warehouses and 
even tents are living quarters, and 
young artists rub elbows with hawk- 
ers, junkies, dealers, and the home- 
less. The show begins and ends at 
Christmas, but only in certain ways 
does it depict “a wonderful life”: the 
struggle, community, and courage of 
the characters, as well as their sheer 
will to survive and support, is celebrat- 
ed. Yet there is, in addition to eco- 
nomic privation and the specters of 
death and selling out, much fear and 
divisiveness afoot. At least half the 
show’s love duets are combative —

including the bristling “Take Me or 
Leave Me” for the strong-willed les- 
bian lovers, lawyer Joanne and perfor- 
mance artist Maureen. 

Maureen is also the ex-lover of film- 
maker Mark, the Larson figure of Rent, 
who’s documenting the day-to-day 
doings of his multicultural, warily sexu- 
al circle of friends. These include 
roommate Roger, an ex-junkie and 
rocker manqué striving to write one 
great song before he succumbs to 
AIDS, and subversive computer whiz 
Collins, who is nursed back from a 
mugging by a street-drumming drag 
queen named Angel, with whom he falls 
in love, only to lose him to AIDS. The 
Mimi figure is indeed Mimi, here no 
tubercular seamstress but an exotic 
dancer who is addicted to heroin and 
living with AIDS. Benny is now a turn- 
coat yuppie trying to collect rent from 
his former friends and clear a vacant lot 
of squatters so he can erect a sound 
studio. Bohemia, Benny declares 
toward the end of the first act, is dead. 
The reply is the rollicking, nose-thumb- 
ing “La Vie Bohéme,” the show’s big 
production number, danced for the 
most part on a long metal table by a 





rag-tag fellowship who beg to disagree. 

Whether or not you respond to Rent 
— the original New York incarnation 
of which was almost universally 
hosanna’d — depends, I should think, 
on whether you respond to the music. 
And Larson’s driving rock score, with 
its anthemic Broadway underpinnings 
and gospel fillips, only intermittently 
captures me (though more in the sec- 
ond act than in the first); I prefer 
Puccini. The hope, however, is that 
Rent will attract to Broadway a 
younger audience that, if it doesn’t 
hold with Larson’s assertion that 
Stephen Sondheim is God (and 
there’s little Sondheim here), will at 
least applaud his view of Jerry Herman 
as. the devil. And how about a pitch- 
fork, too, for Andrew Lloyd Webber? 

Certainly the look of Rent is not typ- 
ical Broadway — though Paul Clay’s 
junk-sculpture-dominated set does 
echo Cats’. And director Michael Greif, 
who has helmed Rent since a 1994 
workshop staging, has done a good job 
of retaining the show’s jagged, in-your- 
face qualities, even as he shepherded it 
from a 150-seat to a Broadway-size 
theater (in the case of the recently ren- 
ovated Shubert, an incongruously ele- 
gant one). But he reverts too often to a 
concert line-up for the big numbers, 
and he does little to clarify the action. 
The choreography by Marlies Yearby, 
particularly for Mimi on “Out Tonight” 
and Angel on “Today 4 You,” can be 
jubilantly sexy, however. 

Not coincidentally, the performances 
by Simone (daughter of Nina Simone), 
as the spandex-sheathed Mimi, and 
Stephan Alexander, as prancing Angel, 
are among the highest-voltage turns. As 
Mark, platinum-shocked Luther Creek 
supplies accomplished singing and 
concentration as pinched as his fea- 
tures. And C.C. Brown, as the affable 
Collins, puts an electrifying gospel edge 
on the funeral reprise of his and Angel’s 
love song, “I’ll Cover You.” Maureen’s 
performance piece, offered as a protest 
against Benny’s attempted gentrifica- 
tion of the neighborhood, is more loopy 
than avant-garde, but Carrie Hamilton 
(daughter of Carol Burnett) performs it 
with an angular, incantory, wacky 
grace. The casting goof is Sean Keller, 
whose Roger is all seething surliness 
and whose singing couldn’t resurrect 
the show’s Tinker Bell—like Mimi, 
much less a Broadway theater flickering 
toward obsolescence. ©

Faye Dunaway does Maria Callas in Master Class

treatment, Terrence McNally must plead guilty. The 
opera-crazed playwright made the diva they called 


La Divina the catalyst for The Lisbon 
Traviata and the main 

event of Master Class. The latter play 
won the 1995 Tony Award, as well as 
a Tony for its original star, Zoe 
Caldwell, who played the part of 
Callas. Now it has launched its 
national tour in Boston, starring Faye 
Dunaway, who will also co-produce 
and play Callas in the film. Seeing the 
play for the first time with Dunaway 
only confirms my opinion, based on 
reading the work, that Caldwell 
deserved a Tony if she could make 
Master Class look as if it did. 
Dunaway is a beautifully chiseled and 
keenly intelligent actress — but she 
ain’t no alchemist. On her Chanel- 
clad shoulders, the play looks like 
what it is: a vehicle and an homage, 
but no more a great drama in its own 
right than, say, The Belle of Amherst. 

Of course, as vehicles go, Master 
Class is more Rolls Royce than 
Hyundai. Suggested by a series of 
master ‘classes over which Callas 
presided at Juilliard in the early 1970s, 
the play takes the form of such a tuto- 
rial — the soprano, her vocal better 
days long gone, puts a trio of implau- 
sibly callow opera hopefuls through 
their paces between bouts of talking 
about herself and art. And in two 
strikingly staged segments, made rav- 
ishing by the sounds of the real Callas 
flooding the theater, she goes off into 
the romantic ether, reliving the trag- 
ic/triumphant experiences of her life 
that are (ostensibly) connected to the 
music being sung (Amina’s “Oh! se 
una volta sola . . . Ah! non credea 
mirarti” from Bellini’s La sonnambula 
and Lady Macbeth’s “Nel di della vit- 
toria . . . Vieni! t’affretta!” from 
Verdi’s Macbeth). 

McNally has never claimed that 
Master Class was a documentary. The 
Maria Callas it presents is a product of 
her iconic image, his imagination, and 
a cobbling together of some facts from 
the actual master classes and from 
Callas’s life. Still, it strikes me as utter- 
ly unfeasible that a teacher of singing, 
even one past her prime, would con- 
duct a master class without singing — 
by way of making her points. The 
Callas of Master Class elegantly and 
dramatically talks her way through the 
arias she is teaching and/or reliving. 
It’s a conceit that’s probably wise, as it 
relieves the actress of the burdens of 
singing and impersonation, but it’s 
bogus. More problematic are the 
evening’s three students, who, though 
required to sing, seem absurdly unso- 
phisticated to have made it to a master 
class with Maria Callas. (“I’m not an 
actress. I’m just a singer,” chimes 
one.) This, of course, allows the fic- 
tional Callas to have her haughty way 
with them to comic and dramatic 
effect. But it certainly does not ring 
true. - 

That said, Master Class is worth sit- 
ting in on — which is what the audi- 
ence does. McNally uses his Callas to 
speak, often smartly and passionately, 
about her art and about art in general. 
“Vowels,” she counsels, “are the inar- 
ticulate sounds our hearts make. 
Consonants give them specific mean- 
ing.” Art, she asserts, “is discipline, 
technique, and Mut”. — the German 
word for courage. Surely Callas 


approached her art that way, and in 
Master Class the Callas figure speaks 
of the deprivation she endured study-

ing at the conservatory in Athens dur- 
ing the war; of the painful ordeal of 
inventing herself first as a singer and 
then as a glamorous star; of the soul- 
searing demands of truly living great 
music; and of the artist as dominatrix, 
bringing an audience to its knees. In 
the end, echoing the real Callas, she 
tells her students, “The only thanks I 
ask is that you sing properly and hon- 
estly” — humbling and touching, that, 
if anticlimactic. 

The dramatic spine of the piece, 
apart from the monologues, is in 
Callas’s struggle to elicit a convincing- 
ly murderous performance from the 








soprano venturing — an interesting 
choice when you consider the war- 
ring-gender aspect of the diva image 
— Lady Macbeth’s unsex-me-here 
scene. (The Bellini soprano, a ditzy 
vision in coral chiffon, barely makes it 
past her first note; the tenor, despite 
his Mario Lanza aspirations, moves 
Callas with an aria from Tosca.) The 
part won Audra McDonald a Tony, 
but here Suzan Hanson, though a tal- 
ented singer, is no worthy match for 
Dunaway — her Lady Macbeth, 
despite the diva’s urging, reminded 
me of Shelley Long. 

Dunaway, bone-thin and _slinking 
about in dark locks, black pant suit, 
and large glasses, looks fabulous 
(Callas, insecure about her appear- 
ance, would have to be pleased). She 
seems a cool, if aptly imperious, medi- 
um through which to channel the 
tumultuous La Divina. But she marries 
subdued fervor to dignity in the role. 
And she handles the long reveries — at 
least one of which, where Callas has to 
alternate in memory between her own 
masochistic self and a crude-croaking 
Ari Onassis who wants to beat her 
about the head and shoulders with his 
big Greek manhood, could be ludi- 
crous — with husky-voiced, lyrical 
aplomb. Moreover, the way in which 
scenic and lighting designs conspire to 
transform the play’s classical-auditori- 
um setting into a swirling La Scala at 
these moments heightens the impres- 
sion of drama. It does not, however, 
turn Master Class into the master class 
act as which it’s been touted. B

Singing), she never lost her temper and never to my 
knowledge made jokes at their expense, as she does 
unrelentingly in the play. 

And. never, to.my.knowledge, did-she:publicly use 
her teaching as a vehicle to satirize former col- 
leagues, review her own career, or discuss her pri- 
vate life, In fact, she seemed painfully shy about 
herself and always humbie before the music whose 
depths she was trying to convey. She could give 
practical suggestions (advising a soprano, for exam- 
ple, not to wear short skirts on a stage that’s higher 
than the people in the front rows), but mostly she 
concentrated on the music itself. (You can hear 
excerpts from these classes — including the advice 
about short skirts, which McNally includes — on a 
three-CD set on EMI: Maria Callas at Juilliard.) 

The three arias the students work on in the play 
(none of them is on the discs) make good contrasts: 
Amina’s exquisite lament “Ah! non credea mirarti,” 
from La sonnambuia (Bellini); Lady Macbeth’s fero- 
cious “Letter Aria” (Verdi), and the first-act tenor aria 
from Tosca, “Recondita armonia” (Puccini). The 
singing by the three “students” in the play — Melinda 
Klump (Sonnambuila), Scott Davidson (Tosca), and 
particularly Suzan Hanson (Macbeth) — is creditable, 
especially when you consider that the performances 
they're giving are not supposed to be fully realized. 

Callas didn’t race around or threw herself to her 
knees while she was teaching. She listened closely, 
and in the most remarkably poetic and human way 
she analyzed the subtleties of the text, as when she 
explained to a baritone attempting Rigoletto’s 
“Cortigiani” how the crippled jester is feeling rage, 
contempt, and servility — simultaneously — toward 
the courtiers who've abducted his daughter. 
Suddenly, she would demonstrate what she meant 
by singing a few lines — not an entire aria — and 
such moments were more truly electrifying than any 
of McNally’s contrived melodramatic and sentimen- 
tal re-creations of her personal problems (the climax 
of the play is Callas’s “interior dialogue” with 
Onassis about getting an abortion). 

In fact, what | found most effective in the play 
were the moments. of Callas's self-forgetfulness 
(given, of course, McNally's notion that every thing 
she sang was literally autobiographical), when what 
she throws herself into is actually teaching the 
arias. McNally’s sense of human emotion is on the 
level of soap opera, but at least he's pretty smart 
about opera itself.

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TRUTH OR CONSEQUENCES? Robert Brustein and Francois 
Rochaix have endeavored to bring Ibsen’s masterpiece to light.

lbsen’s Wild Duck flies again 
BY SCOTT T. CUMMINGS “The truth can 


not only set you free. It can kill you dead.” 
According to Robert Brustein, artistic director 








of the American Repertory Theatre, this is one of the “perennially fasci- 
nating notions” at work in Henrik Ibsen’s The Wild Duck, the play set to 
launch ART’s 18th season at Harvard’s Loeb Drama Center. The produc- 
tion features a new adaptation of the play by Brustein, his third rendering 
of Ibsen for the company. He adapted and directed Ghosts and then adapt- 
ed When We Dead Awaken to director Robert Wilson’s specifications. In 
Brustein’s words, “All the really great plays are about this issue of illusion 
and what we do to hide the blinding glare of the truth from our eyes.” 

The Wild Duck will be directed by Francois Rochaix, who assumed his 
new post as director of ART’s Institute for Advanced Theatre Training ear- 
lier this fall. Rochaix’s two previous productions at ART as a guest director 
— the Oresteia and Tartuffe — were specially adapted by playwright Robert 
Auletta, whose anachronistic allusions, free-verse rhythms, and ear-jangling 
colloquialisms challenged audience notions of classic verse drama. For The 
Wild Duck, Rochaix sought a less overtly theatrical diction. As Brustein 
explains, “Frangois wanted a speech that sat easily in an actor’s mouth and 
sounded as though people were talking and not orating. That was my 
charge. I had fun in taking what often look like windy, expository sentences 
and compressing them in such a way that they have the original impact 
Ibsen intended for them. I hope what it does is make the ideas concise, 
instead of being seen through the dirty prism of bad translations.” 

“When I read it the first time, | was very happy,” says Rochaix of the 
adaptation, “because it has a fluidity and an elegance and is faithful to the 
Norwegian text.” Brustein does not speak Norwegian, but the Swiss-born 
Rochaix does. He has directed in Oslo and Bergen numerous times, includ- 
ing a production of The Wild Duck in the mid ’80s. Rochaix’s knowledge 
of the language has come in handy in fine-tuning the ART adaptation in 
rehearsals. “Sometimes I wanted something from an actor that I just was 
not getting,” he explains, “and we saw that in the English we had words 
with a lot of vowels but in the Norwegian it was all in consonants. Then we 
changed it and it worked. Ibsen knew what he was doing.” 

Completed in 1884 when the playwright was 56, The Wild Duck is fifth in 
the cycle of 12 realistic prose dramas that dominated Ibsen’s later career. It 
represents a transitional phase in that cycle. The earlier, liberal-minded plays 
took up pressing and controversial social issues and led to Ibsen’s reputation 
in his own time as an idealistic scold of bourgeois hypocrisy. But Ibsen always 
claimed to be “more the poet and less the social philosopher.” And the later 


plays, in their focus on the pursuit of individual spiritual truth, bear this out. . 


In The Wild Duck, the blinding glare of the truth is well hidden from 
Hjalmar Ekdal, a foolish photographer with a wife, a teenage daughter, and 
an aging father to support, until his old school chum, Gregers Werle, returns 
to town. Gregers sets out to open Hjalmar’s eyes to the truth of his existence; 
in the process he reveals himself as the type of moralistic busybody who, in 
Brustein’s words, “tries to force on us a preconceived notion of how we 
should behave and doesn’t allow for the complicated, erratic, erroneous, 
Falstaffian nature of humankind.” That human nature often compels us to 
manufacture what the play calls a “life-lie,” a necessary illusion that gives 
meaning or purpose to an ordinary or futile existence. When Gregers tampers 
with the life-lie that governs the Ekdal household, the results are chastening. 

Brustein calls Ibsen “a longitudinal playwright. He gives you the illusion 
of a realistic surface, but from the very beginning he is penetrating that sur- 
face to get to something underneath it. As his plays move forward, they are 
moving down even more, and when they move down, they go into those 
miasmic depths that are non-realistic, the depths of dreams, hallucinations, 
illusions, and all the things that he is, indeed, trying to bring to light.” In the 
case of The Wild Duck, this results in “a bizarre blend of satire and come- 
dy and tragedy and poetry. Ibsen himself called it ‘a crazy bag of tricks,’ and 
I think it is one of the craziest plays he ever wrote, and therefore one of the 
most modern.” *

Lean cuisine 


ABT: serves a modest, satisfying meal 
BY JEFFREY GANTZ These are lean 


years for what used to be the movable 
feasts of touring ballet companies. Ten or 


15 years ago, Boston could 
expect an entire week of 
performances from New York’s 
American Ballet Theatre: a 
Romeo and Juliet or a 
Cinderella plus Tharp, Cun- 
ningham, and_ Balanchine. 
Dwindling public support for 
the arts has put an end to that 
kind of lavish spread; last week- 
end ABT, appearing here for the 
first time since 1985, brought 
to the Wang Center just a single 
program performed _ three 
times: Balanchine’s Theme and 
Variations; highlights from The 
Sleeping Beauty, Swan Lake, 
and Don Quixote; and Lar 
Lubovitch’s A Brahms. Sym- 
phony. Austere fare compared 
with those long-ago banquets. 
Still, any company whose table 
includes Balanchine plus 
dancers like Julie Kent and 
Paloma Herrera has provided 
reason to give thanks. 

Theme and Variations is 
closing in on its 50th birthday 
— Balanchine choreographed 
it back in 1947, for Ballet 
Theatre (which later became 
American Ballet Theatre), and 
the work has been a company 
showpiece ever since. (Boston 
Ballet’s artistic director, Bruce 
Marks, made his ABT debut as 
the male soloist in Theme and 
Variations in 1961; he calls it 
the hardest ballet he ever had 
to dance.) Set to the last move- 
ment — an aria and 12 varia- 
tions — of Tchaikovsky’s Suite 
No. 3, against a Russian ball- 
room backdrop of chandeliers 
and columns, it’s classroom 
technique (who else would 
open a ballet with a battement 
tendu?) infused with genius; 
Arlene Croce has likened it to 
the Petipa style of The Sleeping 
Beauty, with its ballerina and 
danseur noble, four demi- 
soloists, and eight corps ladies. 

The theme itself is 
Mozartian in its crystalline 
purity, and so are the initial 
ideas: the ballerina’s first varia- 
tion is fashioned out of basic 
steps like the pas de chat and 
the pirouette. But the piece 
builds through some ferocious- 
ly difficult stuff — variation six 
calls for a parade of tours dou- 
bles en l’air separated by pirou- 
ettes — to the 10th and 11th 
variations, which are made into 
an extended pas de deux. The 
finale (when 12 men arrive to 
partner the ladies) is one of 
Balanchine’s stupendous _pol- 














onaises, so grand it makes not 
one but three entrances. 

Paloma Herrera, who 
danced Theme and Variations 
Friday night with Angel 
Corella, understands that to do 
Balanchine you have to surren- 
der to the choreography — not 
mechanically or anonymously, 
but you let it tell you what to 
do instead of the other way 
around. (Balanchine himself 
put it succinctly: “Don’t act.”) 
She has superb speed and 
articulation, but she’s never 
self-consciously expressive, 
and there’s a slightly distant 
look on her face, as if she were 
listening for instructions from 
Mr. B. I didn’t sense quite that 
level of immersion from 
Corella, but he and Herrera 
looked good together, he made 
her look good, and he sure can 
get up into the air. The corps 
grew in confidence, a 
Balanchine sine qua non. 
Overall this performance com- 
pared favorably with the snip- 
pet (last three variations) New 
York City Ballet presented on 
its “Balanchine Celebration” 
back in 1993. By itself it would 
have been worth the price of 
admission. 

I confess the prospect of 
seeing all-too-familiar high- 
lights from Sleeping Beauty 
and Swan Lake left me wishing 
the company would just do 
Theme and Variations twice 
more and call it an evening — 
particularly since Amanda 
McKerrow, scheduled for the 
Rose Adagio, was injured and 
had to scratch. Ashley Tuttle, 
the stand-in, got through 
unscathed, but this excerpt, 
with its treacherous unsup- 
ported balances, is really a 
one-trick pony: you need to do 
it with style or not at all. I had 
second thoughts, though, 
when Julie Kent and Guillaume 
Graffin came out for the White 
Swan pas de deux. Just on his 
own, Graffin evoked a feeling 
of imminent wonder, and when 
Kent entered he circled her 
with a kind of languid, sensu- 
ous awe. Kent has arms. and 
legs that seem to go on forever, 
but they’re not floppy or fly- 
away, every movement is mea- 
sured and weighted, and her 
phrasing is sensational. 
Imperious but not cold, Kent’s 
Odette never quite looked at 
Siegfried yet was always con- 
scious of his presence. These

two would grace any full- 
length Swan Lake. 

You wouldn’t go wrong with 
the Don Quixote pair of Susan 
Jaffe and Jose Manuel 
Carrefio, either. Jaffe always 
gets cast as the extrovert type, 
and her Spanish senorita has 
plenty of attitude; but there’s a 
teasing softness and subtlety 
about her that suggests she 
could do more. Her first solo 
was delicately pointed without 
being fussy; she threw her 
partner looks that were both 
wicked and radiant. Carrefio 
had presence, panache, and 
plenty in reserve, flashing tours 
jetés out of thin air and wind- 
ing down from pirouettes with 
showstopping control. 

I had not seen A Brahms 
Symphony before — and it’s 
worth seeing, though well 
before the end I started think- 
ing about Theme and 
Variations for dessert. Lar 
Lubovitch originally, in 1985, 
set this work to the first three 
movements of  Brahms’s 
moody Third Symphony; at the 
request of ABT he added the 
fourth movement, and it’s this 
full version that the company 
premiered in Washington last 
year. The opening tableau of 
women in long black dresses 
and men in black leotards cre- 
ates the sense of a primitive or 
pioneer people invoking a 
higher power, or celebrating 
the seasons; there’s lots of run- 
ning and swinging and arms 
raised expectantly. You expect 
something to develop, but 
nothing does. 

As for the four soloists, their 
story is pretty basic. At the end 
of the opening Allegro con Brio 
the lady in red (Kathleen 
Moore) leaves her partner, in 
purple (Keith Roberts), for the 
man in turquoise (John 
Gardner or Angel Corella) 
who’s just shown up. The 
Andante brings out a second 
lady, in wine (Sandra Brown), 
who comforts the man in pur- 
ple. In the Poco Allegretto and 
the concluding Allegro there 
are mere hints of further 
switching; meanwhile the 
black-clad troupe keep passing 
through. Somewhere in here 
there’s a shorter, sharper, bet- 
ter work. The performance of 
the score didn’t help; the sym- 
phony, like the rest of the pro- 
gram, was well played, but it 
made Brahms sound noble 
rather than dangerous. 


POSTSCRIPT from the week- 
end: Herrera was rock solid in 
the Rose Adagio and a 
temptress in Don Quixote, 
where she received support 
from an explosive Corella; 
Susan Jaffe did get to shaw off 
that softer side in a Rose 
Adagio of her own. And Theme 
and Variations was well served 
by both Tuttle (visibly less ner- 
vous) and Parrish Maynard 
(looking unnervingly like a 
young Balanchine) on 
Saturday and Kent and Graffin 
on Sunday — but after seeing 
T&V three times from ABT, 
I’m not convinced Boston 
Ballet doesn’t do it as well, 
maybe better. Next season, Mr. 
Marks? ie

Breaking the Waves Is the movie of the year 


BY PETER KEOUGH It’s no easy task reconciling 
depravity and beatitude, but mercurial Danish filmmaker 
Lars von Trier establishes himself as a world-class 


filmmaker by doing just that with his brave 
and overwhelming two-and-a-half-hour 
tearjerker, Breaking the Waves. An emo- 
tionally exhausting and ultimately tran- 
scendent exploration of the dementia and 
triumph of utter love, it’s the best film of 
the year. 

Set in the 1970s on one of Scotland's 
bleak North Sea Islands, this is the story of 
Bess (Emily Watson, in a staggering perfor- 
mance that recalls that of Giulietta Masina 
in La strada), a childlike, simple-minded 
young woman traumatized by the loss at 
sea of her brother and her father. She 
claims a special relationship with God 
(when she prays to Him, she supplies His 
answers also). 

She has a special relationship with her 
husband as well. Jan (Stellan Skarsgard, 
who brings panache to his character’s crag- 
gy sensitivity) is a foreign worker on one of 
the offshore oil rigs. The intensity of Bess’s 
love for him is demonstrated when he 
arrives late for their wedding. As he climbs 
out of the helicopter from the oil rig she hits 
him in fury before succumbing to a helpless 
embrace. His own regard for her seems to 
waver between bemusement and adoration. 

The match doesn’t sit well with Bess’s 
community, however. A stern, tight-knit set 
of Calvinists whose fundamental beliefs 
demand total submission and brook no out- 
siders or outside influences, they’re epito- 
mized by Bess’s looming, bearded grandfa- 
ther (Phil McCall). When Jan’s rigger 
friend Terry (Jean-Marc Barr) finishes a 
toast to the newlyweds by crushing his beer 
can, Bess’s grandfather chugs his drink and 
crushes his glass, daintily plucking the bro- 
ken fragments from his bleeding hand.

With Emily Watson, Stellan Skarsgard, 
Katrin Cartlidge, Jean-Marc Barr, Udo 
Kier, Adrian Rawlins, Jonathan Hackett, 
Sandra Voe, Roef Ragas, and Phil 
McCall. An October Films release. At 
the Kendall Square. 


Likewise, Bess’s sister-in-law Do Do 
(Katrina Cartlidge, tight and intense as a 
blade), herself an outsider, mistrusts Jan, 
fearing he will take advantage of Bess’s 
innocence and devotion. 

The family stiffly accept him, however, 
when they see how rapturously happy he 
makes her. What they cannot accept is her 
overwhelming, almost infantile grief and 
rage when Jan has to return to the rig for an 
extended stay. In between temper tantrums 
and crying jags Bess holds conversations 
with God, who rebukes her for her selfish- 
ness. She is contrite but can’t resist begging 
God to send Jan back to her anyway. 

Her prayer is answered. Jan is paralyzed 
in an accident (the scene is terrifying; 
human frailty is made palpable). Although 
they cannot make love, she is overjoyed that 
he is alive. Jan, though, is tormented and 
slowly turns sour. At last he tells her that if 
he is to live, she must make love to other 
men and tell him about it, thus re-creating 
their own passion. There unfolds a ritual of 
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self-degradation beginning with an old man 
in a bus and ending with that lord of sexu- 
al misrule, Udo Kier, as a sadistic seaman. 
Plunging deeper and deeper into melodra- 
matic misfortune, the film tumbles out the 
other side into the radiance of a miracle. 
These excesses might have toppled into 
farce if not for von Trier’s ardent, bfilliant- 
ly complementary style. Shot by Robby 
Miiller with a hand-held camera in etiolat- 
ed colors that are nearly monochromatic, 
the visuals frame the film's outsized themes 


and emotions in a gritty, fluid semblance of 


cinéma-vérité. As a result von Trier literally 
thrusts his over-the-top passions and 
pathology in your face. 

Contrasting with this stark realism are the 
title cards for the seven chapters the film is 
divided into; they’re photographs of the local 
landscape painted to look like illuminated 
miniatures. They seem static pictures, but a 
closer look discloses a detail — clouds, 
smoke, surf — in motion, adding a note of 
the otherworldly and revelatory. Unlike von 
Trier’s brittle stylization in Zentropa, Waves’ 
balance of the commonplace and the tran- 
scendent does not constrain his actors’ per- 
formances but liberates them. 

This is most true of Watson, whose vast- 
ly expressive face ranges in appearance 
from Cabbage Patch Doll to Raphael angel. 
The emotions flow out limpid and mercur- 
ial, as in a scene at her wedding when she 
lures Jan into a bathroom and asks him to 
take her virginity. The camera freezes on 
her face, and the feelings on display — 
curiosity, fear, pain, arousal — make for 
one of the most erotic moments in cinema. 
Then there’s the scene in which Jan does a 
striptease for Bess: her amusement, horror, 
and arousal at the sight of her first naked 
man is an intimate essay in voyeurism. Von 
Trier is unabashed by the many faces of 
love; whether sacred or profane, like the 
waves themselves, it’s a force that cannot be 
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Making Waves. 


If one scene epitomizes the rawness, 
honesty, and spontaneity of Lars von 
Trier’s Breaking the Waves, it’s the one 
in which virginal, simple-minded Bess, 
played in a stunning debut by British 
actress Emily Watson, watches as her 
husband Jan does a striptease. 

“The thing that’s unusual about it is 
there’s been no attempt to make it 
sexy,’ says Watson, who's surprisingly 
tall given her elfin appearance in the 
film. “Most sex scenes, particularly in 
American films, are moody. Soft light- 
ing. Music and titillation. This is totally 
frank and honest. This young girl has 
no idea what's going on the first time 
she sees a naked’man, and she 
thinks it’s very funny. And | think that’s 
refreshing and charming.” 

In fact, the scene came about 
because Watson, like her character, 
was feeling shy about doing her first 
sex scene. “Well, the first five min- 
utes, | felt quite awkward. And so that 
scene was actually improvised. | was 
obviously feeling uncomfortable, and 
Lars said, ‘You sit on the chair and 
watch him undress.’ And it just devel- 
oped into this hilarious scene.” 

In general Watson found that her role 
consisted of stripping away the layers 
of sophistication that protect us. but 
smother the innocence of our souls. 

“Most plots you play, you. build lay- 
ers of complexity. In this it was more 
about letting go and being as open 
and vulnerable as possible. Bess has 
this infinite capacity to laugh, which 
comes about by not having stops. So, 
it’s just about getting rid of stops and 
being open. It’s like being a child, ina 
way. | mean, | spent 12 weeks just 
trying to be simple. Towards the end, 
when | was getting tired, | became 
very monosyllabic, and it did affect 
me a bit. | remember getting home to 
London, getting into my car, and 
thinking, ‘My God, | have to drive a 
car.’ It just seemed irrelevant.” 

Because of von Trier’s style, 
Watson's lack of filmmaking experi- 
ence also proved irrelevant. 

“| didn't have to learn any tech- 
nique because the whole thing was 
hand-held. And each scene we 
filmed, each take was the whole 
scene from beginning to end. We 
never cut the scene or picked the 
shots. So there was no change of 
lighting and there was never any 
blocking. We just did whatever we 
wanted and the camera had to follow ~ 
us and got what it could. So it was 
very liberating in those terms. 

“If you look at the story and its 
structure, it’s like a melodrama, a fairy 
tale, a sort of spiritual epic. It’s much 
much larger than life. These charac- 
ters are not realistic in any way, but 
because of their style of acting and 
the style of the way it’s shot, it’s made 
to look like a home video. You're think- 
ing that these are real people, this is 
actually happening. And so you buy 
into everything that happens. It’s not 
like you're watching a fable, it’s emo- 
tionally taxing and real.” 

All of which might have been unen- 
durable, thinks Watson, if not for the 
element of comic relief. 

“| think if Bess didn’t have a sense 
of humor she'd be insufferable. She's 
a clown, in many ways. To get these 
comic and tragic extremes Lars 
showed me two films that he wanted 
me to sort of absorb, Dreyer’s Joan of 
Arc and Fellini's La strada. Luckily | 
have a rubber face good for comic 
effect. Someone compared me to Jim 


Carrey the other day.”

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Treating the 
Patient 


One of the more traumatic moments 
for a novelist is seeing his verbal cre- 
ation embodied on the screen. Were 
Juliette Binoche, Ralph Fiennes, 


Willem Dafoe and the rest of the cast | 


of Anthony Minghella’s adaptation of 
Michael Ondaatje’s The English 
Patient what the author envisioned? 

“| didn't envision them at all,” he says. 
“When | was writing the book, | didn’t 
really think of what the characters look 
like. | didn't think it could be a film, quite 
honestly. How do you make a film with 
this kind of complicated story and 
swirling plots and stuff like that?” 

Most people agreed with Ondaatje. 
Not Minghella. 

“It seemed too expensive, too vast, 
too full of no-nos,” Ondaatje explains, 
listing the objections in addition to its 
resistance to adaptability. “It was a 
period film, doesn’t have any American 
actors in it. On paper the central char- 
acter spends a great deal of his time 
suffering from terrible injuries lying in a 
bed. It is not promising fare.” 

Despite these liabilities, Minghella, 
with the help of producer Saul Zaentz 
(The Unbearable Lightness of Being), 
put together a $30 million budget and 
a Stellar international cast. He also 
had an inventive screenplay and the 
cooperation of the author. 

“There was a push by Anthony and 
Saul, and we got on very well,” says 
Ondaatje. “Our first meeting was very 
clear — we didn’t want the film to be 
an imitation of the book or an illustra- 
tion of the book. We talked about limi- 
tations of time and all that stuff. And 
when we did the first draft, it was 
quite a different thing, not an illustra- 
tion at all, something quite new and 
structurally quite different. | could 
never have done that. | spent five 
years on the structure of this one 
thing, so he had to find the right 
structure for film.” 

“With a novel that is so extraordi- 
nary,” says Minghella, “and so com- 
plex, there is no room to do a con- 
ventional adaptation. For a book that 
is in itself so anti-narrative, so mosa- 
ic-like, so fractured in structure, you 
have to, as an adapter, invent a story 
that will lasso some of the more won- 
derful aspects.” 

Despite the unnerving experience of 
seeing his own creation mutating into 
someone else's, Ondaatje was 
impressed with the results. “He got all 
the voices right away. | think | would 
have pulled out in the beginning if they 
turned it into a Scottish cartoon or 
cast Frank Sinatra or Chevy Chase. 
But | had a lot of control.” 

And though Minghella’s screenplay 
might suggest a lack of reverence for 
the original, the novel in fact inspired 
him to persevere in order to render its 
themes into film. 

“| want to tell stories like this that 
have intimacy, but only insofar as the 
intimacy connects with the public 
world. | think that so much filmmaking 
and fiction try to pretend that reality is 
unimportant. They think of fiction as an 
escape for a couple hours. | think 
there's a much more interesting role 
for films and fiction: moral debate and 
moral complexities, ambiguity, some- 
thing that might reflect on experiences 

that we have as individuals. This story 
seemed to afford that. People fall in 
love in this film as they do in lots of 
films being made, but the conse- 
quences of that love have some 
_ impact on the world”

Broken English 


Anthony Minghella loses his Patient 
BY PETER KEOUGH You've got to admire Anthony 


Minghella’s nerve in adapting Michael Ondaatje’s Booker 
Prize—winning novel The English Patient, a story so 


oblique and convoluted it’s barely con- 
tained by Ondaatje’s rarefied prose, never 
mind the literal superficiality of the film 
medium. To Minghella’s credit, he’s 
retained the bulk of the original, even 
tossed in new bits of his own. The result is 
overstuffed and formless, with wrong 
emphases and misdirections, a love story 
straining to be epic but managing only to 
be long. 

It is beautiful to look at, however. The 
opening moments suggest that Minghella 
had half a chance of translating this medita- 
tion on memory, identity, the conflict 
between desire and duty, and the meaning- 
lessness of history and nations into some- 
thing visual. An unidentifiable dun surface 
fills the screen. Is it a wall, a canvas, the 
ground? A brush paints curved strokes on 
it, and the shapes teasingly change and 
refuse to resolve themselves. A cut is made 
to what looks like the contours of a naked 
body; it’s the desert seen from the air. The 
shadow of a plane crosses it; the plane 
crashes and burns. 

It’s all very well to address mutability and 
ambiguity in an image, but when these ideas 
become the organizing principle of a narra- 
tive, there’s a problem. The book is essen- 
tially three interlinked love stories; 
Ondaatje tries to cram them all in, at the 
cost of focus and dramatic drive. The peg 
on which he tries to hang everything is 
more of a device than a character: the 
English patient (Ralph Fiennes), the sur- 
vivor of that air crash. Severely burned, 
without identity, and claiming partial amne- 
sia, he’s under the care of Hana (Juliette 
Binoche, who does a lot of crying but shows 
no real feeling), a Canadian nurse, in a bat- 
tered villa in World War II Italy. 

Herself in mourning for a fiancé killed at

the front, Hana is drawn to her patient’s 
polymathic wit and profound melancholy. 
Under mummy-like make-up, Fiennes 
croons to her what he remembers about his 
past in fluty tones reminiscent of Sir John 
Gielgud. “Thucydides,” he warbles, “the 
father of history . . . ” The book drops and 
some personal papers fall out, conveniently 
setting up the first of many flashbacks. 

The English patient is, in fact, a 
Hungarian: Count Laszlo Almasy, a real- 
life explorer who before the war went on 
expeditions with international groups of his 
colleagues, among them Geoffrey Clifton 
(an overfed-looking Colin Firth), and his 
wife, Katharine. Unlike her previous reper- 
toire of repressed types, Kristin Scott 
Thomas’s Katharine is vital, sensuous, and 
willful. After some initial coldness, she and 
Almasy engage in a torrid, destructive affair 
that tests their loyalties, runs afoul of World 
War II, and ends with Almasy’s flaming fall 
in the desert. 





That could have been the whole movie — 
a kind of inverse Casablanca. Instead we 
get more than we need of the narrative 
frame, which Minghella attempts to make 
into something more a than a device. First 
Caravaggio (Willem Dafoe) enters, another 
mystery man whose hands are bandaged 
and who has a keen, unfriendly interest in 
the patient. Next comes Kip (Naveen 
Edwards), a Sikh bomb-disposal expert 
assigned to clear the mines left behind by 
the Germans. 

The connection between Hana and 
Caravaggio is nonexistent. The relationship 
between Hana and Almasy relationship is 
vague and contrived; it doesn’t help that 
Fiennes has no face to act with and that 
Binoche never quite gets a grip on her 
Canadian accent. Hana and Kip look more 
promising — in the book this is the most 
original and touching liaison. But we get no 
sense of how their love develops or why: 
Hana catches a glimpse of Kip barechested 
washing his long raven hair, and the next 
thing you know he’s doing boyish, endear- 
ing things like making lamps from snail 
shells or hoisting her up to see a Piero della 
Francesca ceiling fresco. Otherwise the 
characters are outlines: she’s alienated 
because she feels anyone she loves dies, he’s 
alienated because he’s an Indian in the 
English army. 

At times The English Patient does evoke 
the power of its source. In one scene 
Katharine is left behind injured in a cavern 
— the one containing the cave paintings of 
the film’s opening moments. As her light 
fades, she writes in her diary, “We are the 
real countries, not the bodies drawn in 
maps by powerful men.” And in another 
scene Hana picks up Almasy’s Thucydides 
to read his inscription, “Betrayals in war are 
childlike compared to betrayals in peace. . . 
the heart is an organ of fire.” It’s significant 
that both moments owe more to Ondaatje’s 
prose than to Minghella’s filmmaking. The 
English Patient’s heart may be in the right 
place, but the fire is lacking. e

Hype! gives Seattle back its heart 


BY GARY SUSMAN | know, I know, in the ever-shrinking half-life 
of pop-culture trends, it seems awfully late in the day for another look 
at the Seattle music scene, even a post-mortem. But Doug Pray’s 


brilliant documentary Hype! is 
about more than just the rise and 
fall of grunge. As the title hints, it’s 
an irony-laden dissection of how 
the pop-culture industry turns an 
underground phenomenon into a 
marketable commodity through 
absurd magnification ‘and distor- 
tion. Seattle just happens to work 
as an ideal case study. Of course, 
the film also rocks. 

Hype! is a remarkable achieve- 
ment, given that it was shot with- 
out Hollywood or MTV money 
(with most of the budget going 
into sound recording), and given 
that director Pray and producer 
Steve Helvey didn’t show up with 
their cameras until 1992, after the 
scene had already exploded 
nationwide. By the time Pray and 
Helvey arrived, virtually every 
media outlet in America (and 
many from abroad) had sent some 
clueless reporter to Seattle to get 
the dirt on grunge, and the locals 
were understandably suspicious. 

Pray managed to win their trust 
in several ways. As a director of 
videos for Seattle’s Young Fresh 
Fellows, he already had some local 
credibility. Second, he solicited 
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Directed by Doug Pray. A 
CFP Distribution release. At 
the Kendall Square. 


interviews only from the musi- 
cians and hometown scenesters; 
there is no omniscient voiceover in 
the movie and no interviews with 
outside observers. Third, he gave 
the music his fullest respect, 
shooting performances by even 
obscure bands in small clubs with 
a full three-camera set-up and 
state-of-the-art sound recording. 
(“Recorded in SwellSound,” the 
end credits boast.) As a result, the 
performance sequences in Hype! 
have a rare, visceral, you-are-there 
sense of immediacy and spontane- 
ity that will have viewers stage- 
diving and crowd-surfing in the 
multiplex. 

The Washingtonians responded 
to Pray’s overtures with astonish- 
ing generosity. Fans lent the film- 
makers rare video footage of 





1980s club performances by 
obscure bands crucial in the 
Seattle scene’s development 
(such as Fastbacks, U-Men, and 
Green River, the band who 
mutated into Mudhoney and 
Pearl Jam). There’s also a glimpse 
of what may be the grunge holy 
grail: Nirvana’s first live perfor- 
mance of “Smells like Teen 
Spirit” in early 1991, which lis- 
teners even then could tell was the 
beginning of an avalanche. 

The interview subjects also 
respond with surprising candor 
and eloquence. They create a pic- 
ture of a community that reveled 
in its geographical and musical 
isolation, a scene based on misfits 
coming together to bask in mutu- 
al self-loathing. (“We’re nerds, 
goddammit!” crows Van Conner 
of Screaming Trees.) The fans 
guarded their favorite bands like 
secrets. “You weren’t supposed to 
be proud of having a hit record,” 
says Bruce Pavitt, co-founder of 
Sub Pop Records. 

Sub Pop, of course, got the 
Seattle hype ball _ rolling. 
Modeling their local label after 
Detroit’s Motown, Pavitt and

themselves the focus of international scrutiny. 





Jonathan Poneman sold not just 
individual records or bands but 
the whole town. Bands would be 
recorded by the same producer, 
their records designed by the 
same art director, and all would 
be marketed with the same geek- 
chic cachet. T-shirts bore the 
label’s name and the word 
“Loser” years before Beck turned 
it into an alienated-youth anthem. 
Scouts from the major labels 
came in, snapped up the likes of 
Soundgarden, Nirvana, and Pearl 
Jam — and suddenly this remote 
outpost found itself the focus of 
international scrutiny. 

Seizing upon grunge’s most 
marketable aspects (flannel, punk 
attitude, caffeine), the mass 
media cheapened and diluted the 
scene to a point of ridiculousness, 
as Pray shows in a witty montage 
of found clips (from a Jeopardy! 
question about Pearl Jam to 





MCI’s “phone dude” ad with 
Larry “Bud” Melman). “It’s 
essentially all been one big 
prank,” says Sub Pop’s Megan 
Jasper, who tried to regain control 
of the situation by feeding a glos- 
sary of fake grunge slang to the 
credulous New York Times. When 
a depressed Kurt Cobain killed 
himself in 1994, his death seemed 
an apt metaphor for the Seattle 
scene’s inevitable implosion. 

The success of Nirvana and 
Pearl Jam made Seattle an aberra- 
tion only in degree, not in kind. In 
a sense, Hype! is just as much 
about Athens, Georgia, in 1983, 
or Boston in 1993, or Orange 
County, California, in 1994, or 
wherever the pop vultures con- 
verge in their blind, lumbering 
search for the Next Big Thing. As 
the final title card of Hype! omi- 
nously warns, “YOUR TOWN IS 
NEXT.” cd 





High-priced art 


Marcel Carné and the cost of filmmaking 


French film director Marcel Carné, who died last month at age 90, was 
the mostly unacknowledged father of “film noir.” His shadowy, sub- 
terranean tales of doom, Le quai des brumes (1938) and Le jour se léve 


(1939), both starring hardboiled 
Jean Gabin, were released several 
years before the first American 
“noir” cycle featuring The 
Maltese Falcon. 

But Carné is most famous and 
beloved for Les enfants du Paradis 
(1945), high-culture melodrama 
starring Jean-Louis Barrault, the 
last respected sensitive mime. 
That’s also the picture that got 
Carné forever into trouble at home, 
for it was shot under compromised 
circumstances during the Occu- 
pation. Many of the extras were 
Vichy types. And, as Edward Turk, 
the MIT-based Carné expert, has 
written, “by the time Les enfants du 
Paradis was completed, seventy- 
five thousand Jews had been 
deported from France to extermi- 
nation camps in Poland.” 

It was a decade and a half ago 
that Carné, exhausted of being 
attacked as traitorous in France, 
arrived in Boston to speak of his 
career, and to deposit his 
archives, at our French Library. 
Would anyone here care about 
what he did in World War II? 

Through a translator, he talked 
of the shooting of Les enfants du 








Paradis and the sad day when the 
Gestapo appeared on the set and 
asked one of the actors to go away 
with them. The actor was “disap- 
peared,” yet the filming marched 
on. Today, he said, many consider 
Les enfants du Paradis among the 
masterpieces of cinema. 

By this point in his French 
Library memory sharing, Carné 
was smiling. “Monsieur Carné 
would like to say how, out of 
adversity, great art can be made,” 
his translator told the gathered. 

That’s when, from the audience, 
I ruined Carné’s trip to America. 

“Ask Monsieur Carné,” I 
instructed his translator, “whether it 
was worth it, with Les enfants du 
Paradis, to make one of the greatest 
films of all time if he needed to sac- 
rifice an actor to the Nazis to do it.” 





The translator nervously put 
my question to him in French. 
Carné flushed and, well, practi- 
cally fainted. J’accuse! “Monsieur 
Carné did not mean that! You 
didn’t understand him! etc., etc.,” 
pleaded the translator. The Q&A 
was kaput. 

Says Turk in the estimable (still 
in print) 1989 Harvard University 
Press study Child of Paradise: 
“His sizable creative output since 
Les enfants du Paradis — 14 
films — has been subject to a 
degree of critical neglect unprece- 





dented for a director with the 
standing Carné once enjoyed... . 
Since 1961 none of his pictures 
has been distributed theatrically 
in the United States.” 

There will be an all-day tribute 
of five Carné classics at the 
French Library November 24.

Gen X Othello about a seething 
young man, Nick. (Michael 
Roderick), who implodes and 
explodes because his girlfriend, 
Mary (Jennifer Thomas), has had 
sex with his womanizing, lago- 
like pal Sid (Peter Basset). She 
claims she was forced into it, 
though she can’t quite voice the 
word “rape.” 

Should she have resisted more? 
Sleazy Sid claims no responsibility. 
“If someone comes to your apart- 
ment, wouldn’t you fuck her?” he 
asks her wounded boyfriend. 

The film alternates scenes that 
don’t go anywhere with powerful 
ones, and it gets at bruised males, 
who can’t escape their own self- 
destructive need to retaliate. But 
there’s also no escaping the 
unpleasantness of practically all 
the characters. Probably that 
explains why Desolation Angels, 
despite winning a major critics 
prize at Toronto, has had difficul- 
ty attracting a distributor.

Give me Liberty 


John Ford's late, great Western 
BY JEFFREY GANTZ Let’s not mince 


words: John Ford’s last Western is an 
astonishing film. It boasts two of America’s 


greatest male screen icons, 
maybe the two greatest (Cary 
Grant is English, and though 
you could make a case for 
Clark Gable or Humphrey 
Bogart, neither lasted as long 
as Wayne or Stewart). It also 
has one of America’s foremost 
directors. Yet when people 
think of John Ford and John 
Wayne, they think of Stage- 
coach and The _ Searchers; 
Jimmy Stewart conjures up Mr. 
Smith Goes to Washington and 
It's a Wonderful Life, and 
Vertigo. The’ Man Who Shot 
Liberty Valance, which brought 
Wayne and Stewart together 
for the only time in their screen 
careers, is seldom welcomed 
into that exalted company. 
Which is a shame, because it 
belongs with the best things 
any of this trio did. True, the 
sets look like leftovers from the 
Lone Ranger TV series — by 
1962 the big-budget American 
Western was beginning to go 
the way of the American buffa- 
lo. The set-up, with Wayne 
playing his trademark tough, 
laconic, independent cowpoke 
and Stewart as a tenderfoot 
lawyer following Horace 
Greeley’s injunction to go 
west, is a bit schematic; neither 
actor gives his most nuanced 
performance. Vera Miles, as 
the restaurant waitress they 
both love, gets obliterated; she 
can’t match their screen pres- 
ence. (And if you’re expecting 
the Gene Pitney “theme song,” 
be warned that it’s not in the 
movie; it came out afterward, 
“inspired” by the film.) But if 
Liberty Valance is a little raw- 
boned, a little awkward, it’s 
also a great essay on the 
American West, a wistful con- 
sideration of how this country 
changed, how it had to change. 
Like Ford’s Fort Apache, the 
film ponders how legend grows 
out of reality and replaces it. 
Even the shambling title, so 
innocuous-looking at first,

turns out to be a question 
mark; you'll have to decide for 
yourself who really shot the 
West’s most notorious baddie. 
You'll have that chance this 
Sunday, when the film screens 
at the Brattle. 

Ford tips his hand in the 
opening shot, where we see a 
train bringing Senator 
Ransom Stoddard (Stewart) 
and his wife, Hallie (Miles), 
back to Shinbone for the 
funeral of their old friend Tom 
Doniphon (Wayne). As Hallie 
says, “The place has sure 


changed: churches, high 
schools, shops.” Old friend 
and former sheriff Linc 


Appleyard (Andy Devine, at 
his comic best/worst) 
answers, “The railroad done 
that. The desert is still the 
same.” And while Rance gives 
an interview to the Shinbone 
Star and plays the politician, 
Hallie and Linc drive out to 
Tom’s place in the desert to 
get a cactus rose for his coffin. 
Plain, hardy, beautiful in its 
simplicity, it symbolizes every-

thing Ford cherished about 
the Old West. 

The rest is flashback, Rance 
explaining how he came to 
Shinbone, many years back, to 
hang out his lawyer's shingle. 
The stagecoach is held up by 
Liberty (a gleefully sadistic Lee 
Marvin) and his gang, and 
Rance, trying to protect a lady 
passenger, gets whipped to a 
pulp. Tom brings Rance 
(“Think you can make it, 
Pilgrim?”) into town to be 
nursed by Hallie, who's his girl, 
sort of. Shinbone and the sur- 
rounding territory are on the 
verge of statehood; in an effort 
to block it, the powerful cattle 
ranchers north of the picket 
wire have hired Liberty and his 
vandals to wreak havoc. That's 
the scenario: whether Tom with 
his gun or Rance with his law 
books is better equipped to see 
Shinbone into the new era. And 
whether Hallie will choose the 
old-fashioned macho guy who 
protects her (and orders her 
around) or the callow, at times 
feckless, idealist who teaches 
her to read and write and offers 
to show her a real rose. 

Like that other great 
American film, Casablanca, 
The Man Who Shot Liberty 
Valance is about self-sacrifice, 
about doing the right thing 
(and, in this case, keeping 
quiet about it). Like Casa- 
blanca, Liberty can be painful 
to watch: the scene where a 
drunken Tom sets fire to his 
house cuts so close to the bone 
it’s almost unbearable. A lesser 
director would have given us a 
comforting John Wayne and 
Jimmy Stewart and a feel-good 
conclusion. Ford makes _ his 
heroes less than completely 
heroic, and right to the end he 
poses the hard questions, ask- 
ing what America is all about, 
what we gained as we moved 
toward civilization, what we 
left behind. The last line of this 
film, spoken by a train atten- 
dant, is as loaded as any in the 
cinema; it'll have you thinking 
long after the train has left 
Shinbone, and the American 
West, in the distance. i

SPACE JAM 


Michael Jordan’s big screen debut is little more than a 30-second commer- 
cial stretched into a 90-minute feature. And why not? It’s directed by Joe 
Pytka, the man who found fame by making the live action/animation Nike 
adds with Jordan and Bugs Bunny. 

Bugs and all the other Warner Brothers Looney Tunes are held captive by 
miniature Martians who want them to perform in their torturous space- 
theme park. In a last-line-of-defense measure, the earth toons challenge the 
alien toons (who steal the talents of the NBA‘s finest) to a winner-take-all 
basketball game. Jordan is recruited by Team Looney, and from there on in 
the plot is strictly by-the-numbers. The live-action/animation blend is 
impressive, but it won’t make you forget Who Framed Roger Rabbit. And 
though Jordan may be the greatest athlete to set foot on a basketball court, 
his acting is as wooden as the surface he plays on. His natural charisma and 
magnetism help, but the truth is he should stick with baseball, er, basketball.

THE MIRROR HAS TWO FACES 


Director Barbra Streisand’s exploration of a sexless relationship is as satisfy- 
ing and stimulating as, well, a sexless relationship. Jeff Bridges sputters 
tediously as a stiff math professor so distracted by his powerful carnal urges 
that he seeks an intellectually, but not physically, attractive mate. He meets 
his match in a pretty-on-the-inside, junk-food-scarfing literature teacher 
played by Streisand with an indecisive blend of slapstick and self-pity. 
Exchanging nary a smooch, the pair say “I do” to marriage but “I don’t” to 
sex for the ultimate in cerebral companionship. It doesn’t take a nympho to 
figure out that the celibates are headed for trouble. 

And so is buttah-ry Barbra’s star vehicle. When not directing with a dizzy- 
ing hand, Streisand indulges in shameless self-idolatry by visuaily caressing 
her mug’s angles and bumps with hazy lighting. She pulls her diva strings to 
gather Lauren Bacall, Mimi Rogers, Brenda Vaccaro, Pierce Brosnan, 
George Segal, and Elle Macpherson, but each role is so cliché’d that none 
can save this inane study of beauty and passion. Long before the couple can 
decide whether to push the beds together, the film goes limp.

MOTHER NIGHT 


One of the major adolescent influences on many men of a certain age is the 
1960s work of the novelist Kurt Vonnegut. After seeing an adaptation of 
Keith (Midnight Clear) Gordon's Mother Night, 'm wondering whether 
Vonnegut’s novels weren’t, well, adolescent. 

Nick Nolte is awkwardly cast as Howard W. Campbell |r., an American 
who, at the beginning of the film, is being held for trial as a war criminal in 
an Israeli prison camp. He’s given a typewriter to compile his memoirs, and 
the film switches from dusty black and white to ominous technicolor while 
Campbell explains how as a successful expatriate playwright in pre-war Nazi 
Germany he accepted the challenge to act as an Allied spy under the guise of 
a Tokyo Rose—style radio propagandist. As with the team in Mission 
Impossible, all knowledge of him and his assignment are denied at war’s end. 

Vonnegut’s sensibility ranges bumpily from black cynicism to its alter ego, 
ardent sentimentality, and from absurdist farce to the most shameless melo- 
drama. Perhaps it’s the voice that makes this work in the novel; the overtness 
of cinema just renders the gaps painfully plain. And though Gordon exhibits 
some ingenuity in details, tone, and juxtapositions, in the end this Night 
offers neither darkness nor light. At the Harvard Square and in the suburbs.

JINGLE ALL THE WAY 


The year’s requisite toy story, and Hollywood’s umpteenth Absentee Dad 
tract, this pseudo-holiday heartwarmer switches the gender of Miracle on 
34th Street with its tale of a workaholic father (Arnold Schwarzenegger) who 
keeps making empty promises to his young son. Missing his kid’s karate 
class is irresponsible enough, but when Dad forgets to pick up a TurboMan 
action figure (“The hottest-selling Christmas toy ever,” we're told), the fate 
of western capitalism hangs in the balance. Thus fully accessorized, Jingle All 
the Way forces our hero to scour the shopping malls of frigid Minneapolis, 
even as it challenges Flintstones auteur Brian Levant to reclaim his title as 
king of the tie-in. God forbid Arnold should have to shell out for one of those 
Spanish-speaking turbomen being hocked in the bad part of town. 

Of course, the kid will eventually realize that fatherly love means more 
than money (if forced to choose), and that he has the real Last Action Figure 
in good ol’ Dad. But until that time, Levant pits his taxed CEO against a 
comically uneducated mail carrier (Sinbad) who’s desperately seeking 
TurboMan himself; in the huge action finale, Arnold half-wittingly dons a 
TurboMan outfit in order to duke it out against Sinbad’s evil “Dementor” 
during a Christmas parade. A TV announcer cautions that “this could be the 
end of civilization as we know it,” though anyone who’s seen Ransom will 
know better than to doubt the power of a rich white dad. At the Copley Place,

EVERYTHING RELATIVE 


The Big Chill might not have summed up a generation, but it did manage to 
handicap a generation of filmmakers. The latest to take up the facile premise 
of a reunion of old friends as a means of self-indulgently exploring one’s 
own demographic is Sharon Pollack with her debut feature Everything 
Relative. A group of women who were college mates in the '70s gather to 
celebrate the bris of one of their company’s newborns. All but one of these 
women are lesbians — you can tell the straight one because she’s mousy 
and says things like, “My husband and I have been trying to have a baby for 
years; maybe | should rub up against you guys.” Over the next few days they 
bond, sing, carp, joke, discuss old and new relationships, and remonstrate 
over relevant gay issues, all in a self-consciously perky tone and with a lead- 
enly PC attitude. It doesn’t help that there are far more characters than 
Pollack’s limited directorial skills can handle, and that they are not really 
distinguishable except as representative types. The performers are attractive 
and talented, but Pollack should do herself a favor and chill out. At the

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THE WHO: 
THEIR RE- 
GENERATION 


One of the many high points of the 
Who’s resuscitation of their rock 
opera Quadrophenia came among the 
encores. No, it wasn’t the magnificent 
trio version of “Won’t Get Fooled 
Again” — the surviving Who-mates 
alone, displaying their amiable chem- 
istry — or the full-bodied, 15-piece- 
band rip through “Behind Blues 
Eyes,” with Pete Townshend bashing 
and tearing at his electric guitar. It 
was Townshend wryly asking the 
audience whether they thought he, 
Roger Daltrey, and John Entwistle 
were doing this tour for the money, 
and then — after a joke about donat- 
ing the proceeds to a fund for dogs — 
blithely admitting they were. Shit; let’s 
give the guy points for candor. 

And for putting on a very good 
show. Sure, the musk of rock nostal- 
gia hung so thick it attracted even 
lame-duck governor Bill Weld to the 
first of two sold-out Worcester 
Centrum concerts on November 12. 
Townshend himself had to admit that 
the program — an unreconstructed 
performance of Quadrophenia song 
by song — is “parochial” at this point. 
But it’s one of rock’s primary texts, so 
why fuck with it? The story of the 
scrappy, schizophrenic, mod Top 
Jimmy is a near-perfect distillation of 
all of rock’s primary themes: alien- 
ation, drinking and drugging, love 
and lust, violence, rebelliousness, and 
the search for some sort of satisfac- 
tion within the world. 

And they played it nearly perfectly. 
A tad more electric guitar from 
Townshend, who slashed an acoustic 
for most of the night, and maybe a 
few more other Who hits at the end 
would have been nice. But from the 
opening “I Am the Sea,” the Who — 
augmented by keyboards, samplers, 
six horns, a percussionist, two back- 
ing singers, and Pete’s brother Simon 
on guitar — sounded terrific. The 
sonic mix gave every instrument its 
due; the instrumentation improved on 
that of the original recording — 
which has just been well-remastered 
and reissued by MCA — by nixing 
the cheesy synthesizer horn sounds 
for real brass. And everyone — espe- 
cially Entwistle, one of rock’s greatest 
bassists, a man who can still produce 
an armada of fluid notes by lightly 
flicking his fingers — _ played 
superbly. Even Simon Townshend; 
his live lead-guitar playing doesn’t 
equal his brother’s, but his more- 
restrained approach reproduced the 
feel of the recorded versions of Pete’s 
guitar parts on Quadrophenia. (For 
the most part, Townshend has always 
been more tasteful on guitar when 
playing in the studio.) 

Compared to the bald Townshend 
and silver-maned Entwistle, Daltrey 
looks ageless. Still buff, still blond- 
haired, and singing with the same 
macho bluster that always made one 
either love or hate the Who. His per- 
formance at the Centrum, while 
stripped of his old stage bravado save 
for his trademark microphone swing- 
ing, was on the mark — strong, not 
straining for the high notes except on 
the encores (and that after 90 minutes 
of performance), whipping the neces- 
sary drama and passion of youth into 
numbers like “The Real Me,” “5:15,” 
and Townshend’s six-minute mini- 
symphony “Love, Reign o’er Me,” a 
brilliant ode to the opening of the 
human spirit. 

The vigor with which this group of 
graybeards attacked this parable of 
youthful struggle for identity was sur- 
prising. No doubt it helped to have a 
fresh sparkplug in drummer Zack 
Starkey, who at first seemed to 
approximate the late Who drummer 
Keith Moon’s playing, then later 
evolved into a generator of powerful, 
solid grooves. (He also looks a lot like 
his pop, Ringo Starr.) Drafting long- 
time English rocker Gary Glitter as 
the Punk was inspired casting; at 56, 
he bellowed with the same trademark

gusto that made him a campy stand- 
out in the early ’70s. And Billy Idol’s 
appearance as Ace Face — the hard- 
assed mod whose credibility spins 
down the toilet when he drops out of 
the scene for a job as a bellboy — was 
also inspired, paralleling his own 
career’s spin from hitmaking phony to 
obvious chump.

THE BEATLES: 
LET IT BE 
ALREADY! 


Hearing the third and last installment 
of The Beatles Anthology (Apple/Cap- 
itol) makes me undeniably nostalgic. 
Not for 1968-’70, when the songs 
were recorded, but for last year at this 
time, when the Anthology project first 
hit television and CD racks. It was the 
first (and probably last) real wave of 
Beatlemania since John Lennon’s 
death. Suddenly everyone you knew 
was rediscovering favorite songs, get- 
ting together to watch the shows, and 
arguing over whether “Free As a Bird” 
was a proper Beatles song or not. 
Maybe it wasn’t really a reunion, but 
for the first time in decades, the Fab 
Four were a going concern. 

Now that the wave has subsided, 
this final two-CD set (covering The 
Beatles, better known as “The White 
Album,” through Let It Be) puts the 
cap on the Anthology project. But it’s 
the first of the three sets not to include 
a wealth of material that hasn’t 
already been bootlegged. True, the 
pickings were slimmer at this point, 
since the Beatles were less likely to 
record two releasable versions of a 
tune or leave finished songs on the 
shelf (they’d stopped touring, so there 
are of course no live recordings). 
Rough demos, mostly performed by 
solo Beatles, and spliced-together out- 
takes make up much of this set. The 
only newly issued song is John’s 
“What’s the New Mary Jane,” easily 
the second-weirdest Beatles number 
after “Revolution 9.” It sounds like 
the kind of demented nursery rhyme 
that Syd Barrett got kicked out of 
Pink Floyd for writing. 

Still, the late period of Beatledom is 
the one that’s been most covered by 
bootleggers, and if you’ve heard the 
boots you'll know what’s missing. 














There are, for instance, many hours of 
Let It Be sessions where the Beatles 
played rock oldies, made up songs on 
the spot (including John’s fairly offen- 
sive but probably parodic “No Pakis- 
tanis”), and argued with one another 
(hence their influence on Oasis). Also 
missing are a couple of notable psy- 
chedelic artifacts: “Indian Rope Trick” 
(the improvised song that they record- 
ed for the Maharishi in India) and a 
handful of duets that Paul recorded in 
his garden with Donovan. And why 
include a solo George demo of “All 
Things Must Pass” (later the title 
track of his solo debut) rather than the 
superb and oft-bootlegged Beatles 
version? 

If you don’t have a good bootleg 
collection, you’ll still find a few hand- 
fuls of treasures here. There are earli- 
er, rougher, and largely better ver- 
sions of a half-dozen songs from Let 
It Be, and it’s a revelation to hear the 
familiar studio version of “The Long 
and Winding Road” without the 
strings, horns, and choir that Phil 
Spector later dubbed on; yes, there 
was a good song under all that glop. 
George gets his due with a lovely 
acoustic “While My Guitar Gently 
Weeps,” plus a group take of “Not 
Guilty” that blows away his later solo 
version. And the handful of “White 
Album” demos that open the album 
form a kind of strung-out Beatles 
suite. Paul’s demo of “Helter Skelter” 
(which then had a chorus of “Hell for 
Leather”) is less proto-metal than the 
familiar version but more desperate- 
sounding. John’s demo of “Happiness 
Is a Warm Gun” (with only the “I 
need a fix” bridge) suggests he’d seen 
the same street corners that the Velvet 
Underground were starting to cele- 
brate. And who would have guessed 
that Paul’s “Why Don’t We Do It in 
the Road” began life as an acoustic 
blues — or that his original justifica- 
tion for dalliance in public wasn’t “No 
one will be watching us,” but 
“Everyone will be watching us”? 

Still, the release of Anthology 3 
marks a milestone of sorts: barring 
acts of God or sudden inspiration on 
McCartney’s part, it’s likely that the 
Beatles have now given us all the 
worthwhile music they ever will, either 
apart or together. Thanks, guys, it’s 


been fun.

Bush bring the noise to Razorblade 


BY CARLY CARIOLI Assailed as insufferably pretty and popular, 


plastic dispensers of prefab post-post-punk confections and style-over- 
substance MTV monstrosity, Bush are everyone’s favorite love-to- 


hate-’em scrunge band. And 
though a chasm had already 
opened up before they came 
along, their quintuple-platinum 
debut, Sixteen Stone (Trauma/ 
Interscope), with help from Alanis 
Morissette’s Jagged Little Pill, 
permanently severed mainstream 
alternative rock from .its indie/ 
punk underground ancestry along 
with all the ideological baggage 
that came with those roots. 
Thanks to Sixteen Stone, Bush 
and bands like their labelmates 
No Doubt inhabit a much wider 
pop-cultural sphere than the 
underground or even previous 
alternative rock.ever addressed — 
a place Where arguments of 
authenticity and credibility seem 
sourly out of place. Call it new 
wave ’90s-style, or think of Bush 
as the Dave Clark Five of the next 
century; what’s certain is that 
Bush marked a point of no return 
for the new rock mainstream. 
Ironically, or maybe just pre- 
dictably, Bush spend most of their 





new Razorblade Suitcase (Trau- 
ma/Interscope) trying to con- 
vince us that you can go back — 
that all you really need is a little 
noise and a few obtuse lyrics to 
reconnect Sixteen Stone with, say, 
the Pixies’ Surfer Rosa or Big 
Black’s Songs About Fucking. In a 
press release, Interscope lauded 
Suitcase producer and indie-rock 
maverick Steve Albini as “a mas- 
ter at capturing actual unadorned 
performances” — which seems to 
imply that Sixteen Stone, recorded 
pretty much live in the studio, was 
somehow less than “actual,” 
authentic, or real. Or that bring- 
ing Albini aboard would somehow 
make Bush more “real” than they 
had been before, whatever that 
means. Which is precisely the 


kind of reductive cynicism that’s 
made the linking of Bush and 
Albini look like the most transpar- 
ent musical arranged marriage 
since Michael and Lisa Marie. 
It’s not that Albini hasn’t done 
his job; from the opening Pixies- 








ish seesaw bursts of “Personal 
Holloway,” Suitcase churns, 
chirps, and scrapes with inciden- 
tal contact between fist and gui- 
tar. It blares ragged, granulated 
distortion pockmarked with 
squeals and squalls of feedback 
and other spontaneous combus- 
tion — the little “mistakes” that 
are such an integral part of both 
indie rock’s sonic resonance and 
its DIY mythology. But at times 
those mistakes seem orchestrated. 
Tracks like “Insect Kin” have the 
producer’s latent prints all over 
them: dissonant ringing guitar 
lines and hoarse-voiced shouts, a 
breakdown in the middle where 
the®guitars drop out of the mix 
and the song reverts to syncopat- 
ed bass pounding, tangential 
squiggles, feedback, and non- 
sense licks (hereafter referred to 
as “the Six Finger Satellite part”). 
None of which makes Bush the 
second coming of Slint; more 
often than not it comes off as cal- 
culated slumming, like throwing a 
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WE WANT CRED: 
struggle so hard for praise from 
the hipoisie, they don’t revel 
enough in the rush of their own 
loud guitars. 





thrift-store slipcover on a million- 
dollar couch. It only proves Bush 
would do just about anything, at 
this point, to be taken seriously. 
The thing is, when they max 
out as a straight-up neo-guitar- 
pop band, they’re as believable as 
anyone. “Swallowed,” the al- 
bum’s first single, has to be one of 
the catchiest tracks to hit the 
radio since Radiohead’s “Creep.” 
It oozes the same queasy tug of 
longing and regret, bounces back 
with a sudden blissful - guitar 
churn that celebrates heartache 
the way nothing other than vital 
pop music can. Unlike the 
opaquely worded singles from 
Sixteen Stone, there’s actual nar- 
rative thrust, a sense of urgency in 
Gavin Rossdale’s voice like a sud- 
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den revelation by a guy standing 
in a thunderstorm — a panicked 
“Gotta get away from here” set- 
ting up the heartbreak in “Miss 
the one that I love a lot.” 

It’s a simple sentiment and an 
even simpler hook, a timeless 
approach — the kind of song you 
could pull over your head like a 
blanket and hide under till the next 
sonic revolution comes. along. 
Elsewhere, the best moments on 
Suitcase come when Bush stick to 
their guns. “Straight No Chaser” 
and “Bone Driven” are “Glycer- 
ine”-styled solo vocal and guitar 
tracks, both given a subtle autum- 
nal maturity with candlelit, bone- 
dry string arrangements. “His- 
tory” stretches out four-chord 
punch into a breezy, loping gait, 
like a less saccharine “Machine- 
head.” And “Synapse” stashes a 
piercing barbed-wire hook in stan- 
dard loud-soft dynamics. 

You can imagine, listening to 
this mixed bag, that Bush are 
uncertain of which direction 
they’re headed, feeling that, 
whatever their sales figures, criti- 
cal doom awaits and the lack of 
all-important cred will elude 
them no matter which way they 
turn — it’s like trying to fight 
your way out of a suitcase full of, 
well, razorblades. With the 
“Synapse” lyric “Razorblade 
suitcase/All the tricks of your 
trade,” you have to wonder 
whether the bag of the album’s 
title. doesn’t“in fact belong to 
Steve Albini. “bet’s hope Bush 
realize they don’t need Albini’s 
tricks to collar that elusi¥é.credi- 
bility; on their own” merits, 
they’ve proven a “real” ‘enough 
reason to throw credibility to the 
wind and crank up the radio. @ 
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Tanya Donelly begins life after Belly 


BY BRETT MILANO The last time I saw Tanya Donelly was about 
two months ago, when she turned up to do an impromptu duet with 


Skeggie Kendall during one of his- variety nights at the Middle East. 


Before taking the small stage with 
Kendall (to sing “Moon over 
Boston,” a song of his that 
they've recorded but not released 
yet), Donelly told me a bit about 
how nervous she was and how 
she hoped she could carry off the 
song. It seemed strange that a 
woman who'd sold many thou- 
sands of albums with Belly and 
headlined halls around the world 
would be worrying about whether 
she'd be good enough to sing for 
free at the Middle East bakery. 
“Oh, I'm always nervous, 
always,” she explains. “It doesn’t 
ever go away. Especially at the 
Middle East, when my friends are 
all staring at me; that makes me 
more scared than a roomful of 
strangers, and I know it should be 
the other way around. I was talk- 
ing about this the other night with 
Mary [former Madder Rose 
member Mary Larson, now play- 
ing in Donelly’s solo band]; we 
decided that it doesn’t matter how 
long you've been doing this. I’ve

basically signed myself up for a 
life of sweating and stomach 
aches and nervousness.” 

The butterflies will likely be back 
next Saturday, the 30th, when 
Donelly — who's lately moved 
from Providence to Boston follow- 
ing her marriage to former Juliana 
Hatfield bassist Dean Fisher — 
hits the Paradise for her first offi- 
cial show in town since Belly’s 
quiet break-up. She'll be playing 
new material drawn from her 
recent sessions at Fort Apache. 
(The album, tentatively called 
Manna from Mars, though Donelly 
says “that pun may be a little too 
obvious,” is set for release by 
Reprise in February; the four-song 
EP Sliding & Diving was released 
as a 4AD import this week.) The 
line-up she’s put together for a 
brief UK tour and the Paradise gig 
is a largish outfit including Larson 
and fellow Madder Rose alumnus 
Billy Cote on guitars, Fisher on 
bass, keyboardist Lisa Mednick 
from Hatfield’s band, and Letters 








to Cleo—turned—Veruca Salt 
drummer Stacy Jones. (When the 
album comes out, she'll be back 
with a new, full-time band who are 
likely to include Rich Gilbert on 
guitar.) 

And just as she refused to do 
her old Throwing Muses songs 
with Belly, she won't be playing 
Belly songs now. “That would be 
cheesy, it just strikes me as corny 
on some level. Maybe someday if 
I can strip them down and find a 
way to approach them differently, 
but for now I'd feel too weird 
about playing them.” As for dig- 
ging up Muses songs now, “That 
wouldn’t be as_ intolerable, 
because it’s another step away. 
Except that I can’t remember any 
of those songs.” 

Belly’s break-up, which began a 
few months before it was 
announced in late summer, fol- 
lowed the relative flop of its second 
album, King (Sire/Reprise) — 
which Donelly admits stung a little 
more than she let on at the time. 
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BUTTERFLIES? Stage fright is a part of being a performer for 





Tanya Donelly, but her future's as bright as ever. 


“It was bewildering at best, 
even though everyone’s been 
through something like that. A lot 
has to do with luck and timing 
and what people want to hear; 
nobody’s to blame unless your 
record label is fucking you over, 


-which it wasn’t. It’s sad, and I 


don’t understand why it didn’t do 
better. When we finished it we 
were so excited about it and so 
pumped for the coming year.” 
Still, she says that’s not why the 
band broke up. “If King had sky- 
rocketed, we probably would have 
broken up even faster. We just 





started moving in different direc- 
tions; that’s always the reason 
bands break up, and any unpleas- 
antness that comes out of that is 
kind of peripheral.” 

So this wasn’t a Pixies-type 
break-up where the band “mutu- 
ally” decide to split because the 
leader pulls the plug? 

“No, it was much more of an 
equal decision than that.” Does 
she expect she'll miss everybody 
on stage? “I hope not, but I’m 
sure I will sometimes. | miss them 
as people now, the way you'd 
miss any of your friends.” Bassist 
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"Gail Greenwood has since joined L7 (now 


fully confirmed, Donelly says), drummer 
Chris Gorman is doing graphic design, and 
guitarist Tom Gorman is playing and 
recording as an unofficial fourth member 
of Buffalo Tom. 

Given that it’s still pop music by the 
same singer/writer, the sound of Sliding & 
Diving is about as far from Belly as you 
can get. Working with co-producer Wally 
Gagel (also Lou Barlow’s partner in Folk 
Implosion) and playing all the guitars her- 
self, Donelly replaces the lush and dreamy 
sound of Belly with something sparser and 
edgier. There's an acoustic, countryish 
ballad (“Restless,” with Gilbert on pedal 
steel) and a slower and more ominous 
sound on “Human.” 

Most striking by far is the leadoff track, 
“Bum,” the only one of the four that will be 
on the album. It has a processed guitar 
sound that brings My Bloody Valentine to 
mind, some surprising turns in the 
arrangement (at one point everything 
drops out but the lead voice and drum 
machine), and a snarling, punkish feel. As 
with all of Donelly’s best songs, the lyric 
details are never specific but the feeling 
comes through — in this case, a post- 
break-up resentment that’s the last thing 
you'd expect to hear from someone newly 
married. She says that it’s the most obvious 
departure on the full album, and that she 
purposely released it as a single. “It’s me 
putting my weirdest foot forward. There 
are probably four songs on the album that 
get into that territory, including one called 
‘Lantern’ that the Fuzzy girls sing on.” 

Donelly’s always been reluctant to 
explain her lyrics, but she does offer one 
clue: the better you can understand one of 
her songs, the less personal it’s likely to be. 

“That's the way that I talk as well as the 
way | write. Whenever I’m talking about 
something intensely personal, it comes out 
in riddles. A lot of that happened on King. 
Oddly enough it happened on the songs 
Tom and I wrote together; his chord struc- 
tures were like therapy for me. Lately I’m 
trying..to. move away. from myself, to tell 
other people’s stories and make more things 
up. Yet get past a certain point where you 
can hear only so much about somebody's 
psyche. I think I’ve done enough of that in 
my lifetime. | want to write songs that are 
more interesting than I am.” 

Working with Gagel was also a change, 
especially since Belly’s last album was done 
with veteran producer Glyn Johns, who 
basically recorded the band live. “He intro- 
duced me to the concept of using drum 
loops and sampled sounds, and I came to 
realize that in this day and age that 
approach is just as organic as guitar-bass- 
drums. We ended up concentrating on the 
guitar sounds and bringing the bass and 
drums in later; | know that’s an ass-back- 
ward way of doing things, but it worked.” 

The Fort Apache tracks were intended as 
demos but were polished up for release. By 
that time, Donelly had decided she’d be 
recording under her own name. “Going 
out with another band name would be 
ridiculous, it would look a little whorish at 
this point. Using my own name is fairly 
frightening, though. It’s weird to think that 
the name | sign my checks with and have 
my mail delivered to is the one that’s going 
to be on the record.” 

The one thing certain about her eventual 
line-up is that she intends to keep Fisher 
along as bassist — breaking the old rock 
taboo against putting your significant other 





in your band. “The other option would be to 
do like we did for the first couple years of 
our relationship, when we toured in different 
bands and were separated all the time. We've 
had enough of that.” Donelly’s marriage 
was also the impetus for her move from 
Providence to Boston three years ago; 
though she’s been spotted at various gigs 
since then, she’s not quite as visible a scene- 
ster as she was when she lived in Allston and 
played in Throwing Muses. “There was only 
a five-year period when | didn’t live here; | 
must have been 23 when | left and I’m 30 
now. It does feel different, though, since 
most of the people | knew way back don’t 
live here anymore. | keep to myself more 
than I did in my 20s, as do we all.” 

Would she do anything differently if her 
solo album reached the commercial heights 
of Belly’s first album, Star(Sire/Warner 
Bros.)? 

“I wouldn’t drink as much this time. 
After Star there was a celebration that went 
on for a year and a half.” 


TONE-COOL PARTY. Tone-Cool Rec- 
ords started out as the most modest of local 
labels, when singer/harmonica player 
Richard “Rosy” Rosenblatt wanted to put 
out an album by his own group, the 11th 
Hour Band. For its first six years, the label 
averaged just one album a year. But Tone- 
Cool had a breakthrough of sorts in 1991, 
when it released the popular Boston Blues 
Blast anthology, and it’s grown into one of 
the city’s leading blues labels, with 
Rounder distribution and a roster includ- 
ing crowd pleasers the Love Dogs; Paul 
Rishell and Annie Rains, Monster Mike 
Welch, David Maxwell, Kid Bangham, and 
Susan Tedeschi (the last three will all make 
their label debuts next year). And the label 
had both a packed house and a packed 
stage for its 11th-anniversary show at the 
House of Blues back on November 11. 

Nearly everyone who's ever recorded for 
Tone-Cool showed up to play, including 
eternal bar blaster James Montgomery, 
early signing T Blade & the Esquires 
(fronted by Steve Berkowitz, in real life an 
A&R honcho at Columbia/Sony), and 
Ronnie Earl (who’s signed to Rounder on 
his own but has played on Tone-Cool 
albums by Paul Rishell and Maxwell). Also 
appearing, to do an uncharacteristic B.B. 
King cover, was Dennis Brennan, whose 
old band Push Push was the label’s only 
non-blues act (“We were their failed pop 
experiment,” he said with a laugh before- 
hand). And Rosenblatt took a break from 
frantic stage-managing to play an opening 
set with the 11th Hour Band, who've been 
together on and off for 15 years now and 
who embody the sweaty late-night groove 
that’s Tone-Cool’s signature sound. 


RIP: WENDY WILD. During the mid- 
80s peak of Boston’s garage-rock scene, 
New Yorkers the Mad Violets were fre- 
quent visitors to the Rat, playing with 
locals like the Prime Movers and the Lyres. 
Their dyed-in-the-wool psychedelia was 
always spiked by frontwoman Wendy Wild, 
who could often be found tripping and 
hanging from the ceiling pipes by her heels 
as she sang. A remarkably free spirit, 
Wendy had previously been in the cult girl 
group Pulsallama and was also a member 
of punk-polka outfit Das Furlines. More 
recently, she’d been known for her perfor- 
mance art in the downtown Manhattan 
scene. She recently died after a long battle 
with breast cancer. &

Masada tell their story at the ICA 


BY JON GARELICK Eclecticism may be the currency of the modern 
musical world, but no one does it quite like John Zorn. The downtown 
NY new-music maven has a talent for confusing and frustrating 


audiences with his cut-and-paste 
musical collages, or blasting them 
out of the room with sheer vol- 
ume. He has alternated fluent, 
Ornette Coleman-like jazz 
phrases on his alto saxophone 
with duck calls. He’s applied 
Cagean “chance operation” 
gamesmanship to noir film music 
and hardcore rock in ensembles 
like Naked City, Cobra, and 
Painkiller, making sharp MTV- 
cut stylistic juxtapositions. He’s 
even written some pretty tunes. 
In that context, Masada — 
who may be his friendliest band 
— are something of a shocker: 
minor-keyed melodies (apparent- 
ly of the Jewish folk-tune variety) 
applied to a lyrical Coleman-style 
quartet of trumpet (Dave Doug- 
las), bass (Greg Cohen), drums 
(Joey Baron), and alto (Zorn). 
The melodies are concise and 
striking, the band swing, and 
there’s little of the squalled 
overblowing and free-jazz assault 
you might associate with the 





avant-garde. It’s a lot calmer than 
Zorn’s 1989 skronk fest of 
Ornette covers, Spy Vs. Spy, on 
Elektra/Nonesuch. It’s also prob- 
ably the most widely acclaimed of 
Zorn’s various projects. Masada’s 
two performances at the Institute 
of Contemporary Art on No- 
vember 13 (as part of the ICA’s 
“New Histories” exhibit) were 
eagerly awaited and sold out. I 
caught the second set, and the 
band did not disappoint. 
Masada’s first tune at the ICA 
brought the Coleman comparison 
to the fore to an almost embar- 
rassing degree. It started with a 
rough trumpet/alto unison fanfare 
that alternated with incisive drum 
breaks — the kind of poised left- 
field chamber-jazz arrangement 
that was an early Coleman hall- 
mark (think “Focus on Sanity”). 
In his solo, Zorn even exchanged 
a two-note figure with Baron that 
recalled a Coleman/Ed Blackwell 
dialogue from “Blues Conno- 
tation.” Cohen walks Haden-like, 








throbbing strongly on the beat or 
out of tempo and, like the horns, 
concentrating on melody rather 
than chord changes. Baron, 
whether with brushes, sticks, or 
his bare hands, gets a light, dry 
pattering sound (he often leaves 
his snares off) and Blackwell-like 
cross-rhythmic swing. When Zorn 
launched into his first solo, the 
impression continued to be 
dreaming-in-Ornette-land: the 
melodic ideas tumbled out of his 
horn, unrestrained by chords or 
symmetry — spontaneous musi- 
cal speech with a bebop lilt and 
occasional celebratory goat-cry 
high notes. 

But after the initial shock at the 
ICA came a second one: the past 
receded and Masada’s own per- 
sonality came to the fore. Masada 
have been called a combination of 
klezmer and jazz, but these are 
not the helter-skelter odd meters 
of Eastern European dance 
music. There’s plenty of 4/4 and 
other reasonable steps. And 








THE MELODIES ARE CONCISE and 
striking, the band swing, and there’s little 
of the squalled overblowing and free-jazz 
assault you might associate with the 
avant-garde. 





Masada’s music has a quiet digni- 
ty even at its most joyous and 
prancing. The melodies more 
than the meter connect it to 
klezmer, and the melodies and 
improvisatory skills of the players 
stamp its identity. 

The arrangements themselves 
are unpredictable. Douglas and 
Zorn like to join each other’s 
solos, spinning yard after yard of 
bright-silk intertwining counter- 
melodies that finally resolve in a 
unison line. The pitch-sensitive 
Baron is a constant relay switch, 
feeding Zorn’s agitated lines back 
to him, punctuating Douglas’s 
more-symmetrical statements 
with a sharp ping of a brush han- 
dle against cymbal, or shifting the 
texture and flow of the music from 
light, kinetic repeating patterns to 
a resonating ride-cymbal straight 
time with kick-drum bombs. 

In one tune (none was an- 
nounced to the audience), Zorn 
and Douglas harmonized on a 
theme only as a kind of choral 
comment on Barons continuous 
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soloing or in counter- 
point to drums and 
bass. In another, the 
two horn players faced 
each other from across 
the stage, declaiming 
through their horns 
until they found a com- 
mon theme that led to 
one note that they held 
until bass and drums 
dropped out and the 
note was all that 
remained. And then it 
too was gone. Zorn’s 
lines tend to scurry and 
slide and __ search; 
Douglas’s forays fol- 
low more legible rhyth- 
mic patterns up and down the 
scale or into ruminative asides. 
Both create a lot of heat, and both 
were in top form. At one point, the 
culmination of an extended work- 
out with Baron and Cohen, Zorn 
ascended to an overblown siren 
wail of a note and held it. It was an 
earned climax, and Douglas ges- 
tured appreciatively toward his 
bandmate for applause. 

In the tiny ICA theater, Masada 
played unamplified except for 
Cohen’s modest bass amp. Every 
note sounded, and the balance 
was perfect. It’s absurd that inde- 
pendent-minded, accessible, pas- 
sionately conceived and executed 
American jazz should be available 
on record only as expensive 
Japanese import CDs. But there 
you have it. x

Yatsura and the Wedding Present 
BY MATT ASHARE Ever since the Beatles spearheaded 


the first invasion of Brit rock, there’s been a tug-of-war 
between scenes on opposite side of the Atlantic, a battle to 


define the aesthetics of pop — or, at least, 
to dominate the charts. It’s rarely been as 
overt as, say, the East Coast/West Coast 
thing in rap. But it’s always been there: in 
arguments over who started punk — New 
York’s Ramones or England’s Sex Pistols 
— and, throughout the ’80s, as a subplot 
to the struggle of proto-alternative 
American bands like X, Hiisker Dii, the 
Minutemen, and Black Flag to be heard. 
Indie rock in the 90s offered the possi- 
bility of a truce. By emphasizing localized 
affiliations over nationalism, imagining the 
existence of what Olympia’s Calvin 
Johnson dubbed the “International Pop 
Underground,” and embracing imports — 
like England’s Wedding Present — some 
tried to unite the forces of smart-and-slop- 
py lo-fi geek rock from near and far. 
Scotland’s Yatsura, who come to the 
Middle East with the Wedding Present on 
November 29, are the latest foreign emis- 
saries to embrace Johnson’s dream. “Take 
a stand/Make a plan/Form a gang of lo-fi 
bands,” barks guitarist Fergus Lawrie over 


the loose-and-noisy garage-rock groove of 


“Siamese,” the first track on Yatsura’s full- 
length debut, We Are Yatsura (Primary). 
“All hail to the geek-rock heroes,” answers 
Graham Kemp, the foursome’s other 
singing guitarist. (Kemp founded Yatsura 
as well as the fanzine Kitten Frenzy and the 
tiny label Modern Independents — an 
indie-rock hat trick.) 

One of those heroes, and a guy who’s 
clearly inspired Kemp and his bandmates, 
is Calvin Johnson. Yatsura pay tribute to 
the founder of K Records in “Pow R. Ball,” 
referring to him as the “Greatest dancer in 
the USA... He fucks shit up all day... 
He’s got his own label/And it starts with 
K,” and underscoring their respect with a 
raucous, surf-funk riff that owes a small 
debt to Johnson’s Dub Narcotic Sound 
System. 

Elsewhere, Yatsura, who take their name 
from a Japanese comic book, seem less 
interested in imitating particular bands 
then in learning to speak the cryptic sonic 
vocabulary of lo-fi’s big three: Pavement, 
Sebadoh, and Guided by Voices. Kemp and 
company offer an indie-rock survey of 
sorts, from surf beats to sci-fi guitars, 
delivering irresistibly tuneful pop songs 
using scrappy buzz-and-drone guitars, 
trashy drums, and imperfectly pitched 











vocals. They wrap smart, catchy melodies 
and feedback guitars around romantic 
tunes about putting a new cassette in the 
tape player (“First Day on a New Planet”), 
meeting girls at comic-book conventions 
(“Phasers on Stun”), and falling in love 
with girls who have secret alien handshakes 
(“Plastic Ashtray”). There are wistful 
respites on We Are Yatsura, like the queasy 
ballad “Black Hole Love.” But it’s hard to 
feel sorry for Kemp. Even if he doesn’t get 
the girl in the end, he'll still have that new 
cassette-only Built To Spill import to keep 
him company. 

David Lewis Gedge, the oddly nonde- 
script leader of the Wedding Present, rarely 
gets the girl. And when he does, it’s never 
a comfortable match. In the decade that 
he’s spent pouring his heartbreak and 
refined pop sensibilities into the Wedding 
Present, he’s seemingly stumbled into every 
sort of dysfunctional boy/girl relationship 
you can imagine. (If he’d been more flam- 
boyantly morose he could have given 
Morrissey a run for his money.) So it’s not 


surprising that he’s found a devoted if | 
exclusive (i.e., small) audience in some of | 


the same indiephiles who hang on Lou 
Barlow’s every heartbreaking word. Gedge 
may not have his own fanzine, but his indie 
credibility is bolstered by his having hired 
Chicago noisemonger Steve Albini to pro- 
duce a Wedding Present disc (1991's 
Seamonsters) before that was hip (i.e., back 
when it was still cool), and his having spent 
the following year releasing 12 seven-inch 
singles in just as many months. 

On Saturnalia (Cooking Vinyl), the 
Wedding Present’s tuneful new offering, 
Gedge seems to have resigned himself to 
romantic frustration and cult stardom. He 
flirted with dressing the Wedding Present 
in respectable ’60s pop melodies on 1994’s 
Watusi (Island). But Oasis played that card 
with more aplomb. So on Saturnalia 
Gedge just returns to what he’s always 
done best: crafting unassumingly brilliant 
songs with thoughtful lyrics, clean guitar 
hooks, and messy relationships. The result 
doesn’t have the youthful, infectious exu- 
berance of We Are Yatsura. But Yatsura will 
outgrow that in a couple of years. & 


Yatsura and the Wedding Present play the 
Middle East downstairs next Friday, 
November 29.

And the wealth of musical allu- 
sions is especially broad: Japanese 
court music (in its use of percussion 
and traditional bowed and plucked 
instruments, flutes, and Asian 
scales), contemporary Western 
classical music (in its use of spare 
chromaticism and microtones), and 
American jazz and blues (riff-based 
passages, and bass lines). Electric 
violinist/composer Jason Hwang 
has a sure sense of balance and 
proportion; he and his bandmates 


| create their own integral urban land- 





scape from their collective personal 
histories. Unlike other pan-stylistic 
experimenters, these musicians 
know their material. Especially 
rewarding is tuba player Joe Daley 
(familiar to jazz fans from his work 
with the likes of Charlie Haden and 
Sam Rivers), who here reveals new 
levels of lyricism and delicacy.

What they haven't got is an in- 
house songwriter, and that's been 
more of a problem on recent studio 
albums. Now that they've run out of 
traditional songs to arrange (and 
are probably sick of asking former 
member Richard Thompson for 
material), their taste in outside 
songs has gotten more conserva- 
tive 

On the studio half of their first all- 
acoustic album, they favor 
singer/songwriter-type ballads — 
including one by James Taylor and 
two by Loudon Wainwright Ill — 
with respectful arrangements that 
tilt the balance more toward folk 


; than rock. It's smart and likable, but 
| the mix works better on the live half, 


where the band cut loose on some 
flashy instrumentals and 
guitarist/original member Simon 
Nicol gets to play the romantic 
troubadour on “The Hiring Fair.” The 
peak is a closing medley of two 
Fairport standards, both traditionally 
based: “Dirty Linen,” a frantic but 
lyrical instrumental, and “Matty 


| Groves,” a meaty ballad of lust, infi- 
| delity, and revenge. If they could

wiseguy. Which, up to a point, he is. 
But Callahan's distinction is that 
unlike his slowcore brethren he has 
a generous melodic sense (most of 
these songs stick on first hearing) 
and is capable of dropping his 
obscurantist shtick and writing a 
straightforward and affecting lyric 
“Lize,” “All Your Woman Things,” 
and “Four Hearts in a Can” are pay- 
off songs, moments when the arch- 
ness of packaging has done its job 
(which is to establish some distanc- 
ing hipness) and some real, uncom- 
fortable feeling is allowed to come 
through. Not that Callahan isn't at 
times a bit much; “Spread Your 
Bloody Wings” is all woolly-minded 
imagery, and “Hangman Blues,” with 
its interminable pauses, begs to be 
hated. Still, he’s undeniably a smart 
cookie — promising and all that.

The image was 
eagerly seized by the pro-choice 
movement, the better to combat 
the graphic images of fetuses used 
by the pro-lifers.

HAT NIGHT, | did things with 

Tony | never would have done 

alone. “Faster, faster,” he told 
me, softly but firmly, and | obeyed. 
The music was like a drug. It was 
the best ride of my life. When | final- 
ly dismounted, | felt like | was ripping 
off an appendage. | finally under- 
stood how people could become 
obsessed. 

Tony Cacerta was my Cycle 
Reebok instructor one cold October 
evening in a small gym near 
Downtown Crossing. Cycle Reebok, 
for those who have yet to experience 
this futuristic workout, is a 45-minute 
Stationary-cycling class, a “fitness 
journey that combines the cardio- 
pumping energy of a cycle race with 
the Zen philosophy of meditation,” 
according to its developers at 
Reebok University, the company’s 
educational arm. It’s been hot in 
New York City and Los Angeles 
for almost three years now, at 
mega-gyms like Crunch and 
Equinox. But spinning has 
finally come to Boston, 
thanks largely to Tiffany 
Foster, a Harvard Business 
School graduate and former 
manager of strategic 
planning for 
Reebok. 

An athlete 
herself, 
Foster 
spent 
much of 
her time 


at Reebok thinking about women's 
fitness. She knew women had less 
time to exercise than ever before, but 
wanted results faster. They were also 
getting mighty bored at the gym. So 
she left Reebok, sort of, and opened 
AFC Sportz on Summer Street. AFC 
(as in Altius, Fortius, Citius — 
“Higher, Stronger, Faster’) is the offi- 
cial Cycle Reebok training center in 
New England, and it is attracting 
men and women ages 14 to 64, from 
serious cyclists to virgin bikers. 
Madonna does it. So does Oprah. So 
does half of Boston's financial dis- 
trict, from the looks of it. 

The buzz is warranted. Tony set 
me up on a bike, strapped my feet to 
the pedals and adjusted the seat. He 
then took his place on a wooden 
platform in front of the class, with his 















back to a wall of tires (the décor is 
Urban Outfitters industrial). The 
music began — Earth, Wind, and 
Fire's “Fantasy” — and we were off, 
spinning “100 percent” for 30 sec- 
onds. “Okay,” Tony said after a while. 
“We're going to try to get a hill going. 
Start at lowest resistance.” We 
adjusted the single gear on our 
bikes. The music segued from 
Snap’s “Rhythm Is a Dancer” to the 
theme from Mission Impossible. | 
knew | was in trouble. We only spent 
a minute or two, or so it seemed, on 
low resistance. Then Tony said, 
“Okay, increase resistance, and let's 
go at 80 percent for 30 seconds.” 
We continued this pattern five more 
times “up the hill,” increasing resis- 
tance the whole way. 

By the end of the trek, | was phys- 
ically spent, thankful that | hadn't 
taken my first class with the instruc- 
tor who leads his group on a moun- 
tain-rescue operation in the Rockies 
For although the workout is highly 
individualized — you control the 
resistance — it’s also extremely 
intense, designed to simulate the 
conditions and the challenges you 
would experience cycling outdoors 
— flats, hills, wind, and sprints and 
intervals. For many, it’s exhilarating, 
an unparalleled high. When the 
class ended, one guy said to 

a woman a few bikes over: 

“How was it for you?” 

Flushed and panting, she 

said, “Awesome.”

Friendship among women is 
Characterized by transience

NEW FRIENDSHIP. At the moment, | am in what | 

refer to as the honeymoon phase of a new friendship 

and it’s a wonderful place to be. The friend in ques- 
tion — I'll call her Grace — is smart and funny and beau- 
tiful, and she has a fabulous 18-month-old dog who loves 
to run with my dog. Each time we get together.we seem to 
uncover some new area of sympathy, some new source of 
admiration or connection. Like I said, this is a wonderful 
place to be. It is also, oddly enough, a little scary. 

New relationships — particularly new relationships 
with women — are inherently scary things, but not in the 
same way new relationships with men are. With men, you 
tend to go in with your eyes wide open to the possibility 
of hurt. You carry your wariness about intimacy with you 
like an weapon, wielding it rationally and self-protective- 
ly. Men can let you down, you tell yourself. Don't expect 
too much or disclose too much or hope for too much. 
Dont get too close too quick. 

New friendships with women are scary in an entirely 
different way, and this has to do with a central — and 
rarely acknowledged — paradox of female friendships: 
they can feel (and sometimes they can be) real and 
enduring, but are enormously transient. Hence the fear. 
After all, | have been here before, in this giddy honey- 
moon phase when everything clicks and feels connected. 
Each time, the friendship has felt right, as though | might 
look up in 10 years and find the same woman friend still 
there. And nine times out of 10, those same relationships 
have fallen quietly into the great (and also unacknowl- 
edged) female- 
friendship 
abyss. 

Several years 
ago, I started 
having dinner 
once a week 
with a group of 
women friends, 
a pseudo—sup- 
port group of 
like-minded 
souls who 
wanted to meet 
regularly for 
food and con- 
versation. Early 
into this, one of 
the group’s 
founders looked around the table with her eyes shining: 
“This is great,” she said, referring to the flock of us. “In 
a year we're all going to know our ways around each 
other's kitchens, and it’s going to be wonderful.” | 
understood that sentiment perfectly: knowing another 
woman’s kitchen means you've racked up enough hours 
together to feel at home with each other. It means you've 
passed through the self-consciousness and reticence of 
early friendship, and come to feel known and trusted. 
Knowing another woman’s kitchen can be a kind of acid 
test: if you’ve spent enough time together to know where 
she keeps her corkscrew and her coffee filters, chances 
are you've crossed the line from acquaintance to some- 
thing deeper. And this is why that woman’s words held 
out so much promise: in learning our way around each 
other’s kitchens, we'd have established certain - 
immutable bonds. At the time, | beamed back at her, and 
possibility of lasting friendship felt utterly realistic. 

And, as is so often the case, it also failed to materialize. 
It would require far more space than I have here to 
describe all the hows and whys, but the woman who 
made the kitchen reference left the group within several 
months and quickly lost touch with all of us; I haven't 





seen her for more than a year. The remaining members of 


the group disbanded over time, and most of us maintain 
only sporadic contact today. And that seems to be the sad 
but true rule of thumb for so many female friendships: 
transience. Closeness followed by absence. A spark of 
great promise yielding . . . nothing. 

Think back 10 years and make a list of all the female 
friends who were in your life at that time. How many are

still around, still maintaining close or regular contact? 
One maybe. Two if you’re lucky. My dearest friend from 
high school, who I thought I'd know and love forever, is 
someone I speak with on the phone for maybe 10 min- 
utes a year. My closest college friends: completely out of 
touch. Best friends from my 20s? Who? 

I don’t say this to sound pessimistic or fatalistic, but 
to draw attention to the disparity between the ways we 
tend to think about female friendships and the ways we 
actually experience them — a disparity that seems to 
me to be huge. Say the word “girlfriend” to the average 
woman and chances are you'll get a glowing tribute to 
the power and endurance of our bonds: I'd die without 
my women friends. Women friends are critical, 
paramount. | believe in those words: the texture of my 
life and the state of my soul would be very different 
were it not for the presence of female friends. But | 
also believe that such statements are a little naive, that 
women are not nearly as good at maintaining long-term 
relationships with each other as we'd like to think, and 
that this is why the phenomenon of transience is so 
very common. 

Friendship, of course, is an inherently weird and murky 
state, unbolstered by the kinds of social supports that 
characterize more institutionalized relationships, such as 
marriage or family. When things get rocky with a friend, 
you don’t look through the Yellow Pages for a Friendship 
Counselor. When a friend lets you down or goes through 
changes that set you on different paths, you don’t have 
family mem- 
bers urging 
you to sal- 
vage the rela- 
tionship. 
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ties. Given 
that, a cer- 
tain degree 
of transience 
seems natu- 
ral and pre- 
dictable; 
people change, go their own ways, leave each other 
behind. 

But female friendships have the added burden of being 
experienced and managed by women, who are notorious 
for two things: demanding a high degree of sameness in 
their relationships with one another and shying away 
from conflict. The emphasis on sameness is what can 
make female ties feel so rich and sustaining: you have the 
same taste in shoes and the same experiences with men 
and the same frustrations with your jobs, and you find

yourself on a regular basis looking at each other and say- 
ing, “! know exactly what you mean.” This is a wonderful 
phrase that really speaks to much more comforting, con- 
necting sentiments: | know exactly who you are: we are 
exactly the same. But when that sense of sameness is 
threatened — when one woman disappoints the other, 
proves herself to be not, in fact, exactly the same, acts like 
a flawed human instead of a psychic clone — you get 
conflict. Hurt feelings. Festering resentments. Wounds 
unacknowledged and unaddressed. 

It takes a very special friendship (and, perhaps, a very 
special pair of women) to survive conflict, to make 
resolving conflict a priority, and | think the tendency 
most often is to swallow disappointment or hurt and then 
to detach. That, of course, is a recipe for transience, and 
that’s what frightens me about the newer bonds | form 
and try to foster. Grace, this new friend, feels like an 
important friend, someone I'd like to have in my life for a 
long time. When I spend time with her, | feel that echo of 
promise — the promise of endurance — and | hope, | 
hope, | have it in me to realize it. ia

There, on the gravel 
parking lot behind the church 
hall, we meet with a pickup 
truck driven by one of the local 
cattle farmers and laden with 
grocery bags of food donated 
by area churchgoers. 

We unload the bags and 
shuttle them down to the base- 
ment, where, under my moth- 
er’s administration, a local 
hunger-relief group maintains a 
pantry of food for the needy. In 
a room that was designed as ei- 
ther an oversized closet or a 
tiny Sunday-school classroom, 


we unpack the bags, sorting 
out the goods packaged in pa- 
per or cardboard. These go 
into clean, galvanized-steel 
trash cans, with lids, to protect 
them from the field mice that 
regularly invade the building. 
Then, depending on the time, 
we either sort and shelve the 
cans and bottles, or leave them 
for later and go home to enjoy 
a late brunch. 

Picking through the dona- 
tions is tedious work, but, 
more than that, it’s depressing 
work. Collectively, the offer- 
ings that these people of safe 
small towns and booming sub- 
urbs make to their less fortu- 
nate neighbors are unbearably 
mingy. Even as the bags over- 
flow, their contents belie any 
sense of bounty: half-eaten 
boxes of cereal, old cans of 
cherry-pie filling, the odd ma- 
son jar with a mix of dried 
beans and seasonings for soup. 
There are the thoughtless 
items: low-calorie salad dress- 
ing for people who need nutri- 
tion, Hamburger Helper for 
people who can’t afford meat. 





And there are items that seem 
almost cruel — can after can 
of lima beans and other unde- 
sirables, as if the poor, like 
children, are best fed on foul 
but salutary stuff, to build 
character. 

Perhaps most common are 
the dented cans — not danger- 
ously bulging, mind you, but a 
bit banged up. Clearly, people 
hold on to them knowing 
they’re almost certainly safe to 
use but never get around to 
opening them; and then the 
food drive rolls around, and — 
well, waste not, want not. It’s 
off their consciences. 

We are supposed to be a giv- 
ing people in this country, con- 
cerned about the well-being of 
our fellow citizens. Are we? 
Looking upon the dented cans, 
one wonders just how serious 
America is about its vaunted 
spirit of charity. And as the 
government continues to scale 
back public-welfare programs, 
the question is becoming more 
than a philosophical one. Get 
the government out of the busi- 
ness of caring for the needy, the 
budget cutters argue, and the 
people’s generosity will more 
than make up the difference. 
Private charity, the claim goes, 
can serve the poor more com- 
passionately, efficiently, and ef- 
fectively than any government 
program could. 

In this holiday season, the 
time of year when people above 
the poverty line traditionally 
turn some of their attention to 
the poor (as they count their 
own blessings), the nation’s 
charities are hard-pressed to the 
live up to the new expectations. 
Food and funds are tight, say 
many of the Boston organiza- 
tions involved in providing 
Thanksgiving dinners (and less 
glamorous meals) to those who 
might otherwise go without. 

With the advent of federal 
welfare reform, signed into law 
by President Clinton despite 
his own professed reluctance, 
those charity providers are 
nearly unanimous in express- 
ing the belief that things are 
about to get much, much 
worse. The Greater Boston 
Food Bank, which is a sort of 
central depot for charities that 
feed the needy in Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts, annually distributes 
more than 10 million pounds 
of food among more than 700 
different organizations. In the 
aftermath of the welfare cuts, it 
is “expecting six times the cur- 
rent level of demand,” says 
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Doing it right

Kevin Foster, the organiza- 
tion’s spokesperson. 

So more and more people 
are entering the winter months 
with limited funds, facing what 
Foster says is known in the 
charity business as the “heat- 
or-eat crisis” — buy groceries, 
or buy fuel. How will those of 
us who don’t have to make that 
decision respond? The holidays 
present a number of opportuni- 
ties to do something beyond 
the usual halfhearted gestures, 
through volunteer work or 
through considered, substan- 
tive donations. 

Helping to serve Thanksgiv- 
ing dinners to the needy is a fa- 
miliar option, and one available 
at a few sites around Boston. 
More places need volunteers 
for less heartwarming work, 
such as setting up or cleaning 
up. (Still more such places say 
they need people to donate 
turkeys, pronto.) 

If you want to reserve 
Thanksgiving Day to be with 
your family, that’s all the better. 
Many workers are needed — 
and some of the meals are 
scheduled — on days other 
than the holiday itself. Or you 
can contribute your effort to 
one of the larger organizations 
trying to keep the whole feeding 
system running, and get a 
hands-on education about how 
charity works, and doesn’t 
work, in this country. What fol- 
lows is a list of opportunities to 
help local charities through 
Thanksgiving and beyond. 
Maybe you'll find a way to con- 
tribute to several organizations; 
maybe you'll develop a long- 
term commitment to one. At the 
very least, you'll get a clearer 
idea of how hunger relief oper- 
ates in America. 


e@ The 21-year-old Project 
Bread, born of the 28-year-old 
fundraising organization Walk 
For Hunger, doesn’t host a 
Thanksgiving dinner — or, for 
that matter, any meals at all. 
Nor does it stage canned-food 
drives, that other staple of 
hunger-relief efforts. Instead, it 
serves as an agency to coordi- 
nate and fund the myriad small- 
er groups that do such things. 
“We’re sort of the umbrella 
anti-hunger organization,” 
Suzanne Shaw, Project Bread’s 
spokesperson, explains. 

As such, the group offers 
workshops on budgeting, grant- 
writing, and various support 
services, such as schedule coor- 
dination (so that once-a-month 
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meal programs don’t end up 
working on the same days) and 
van pickup to distribute bulk 
donations of food among small 
food pantries. 

Project Bread also operates 
the FoodSource Hotline, which 
draws on the organization’s ex- 
tensive knowledge of the 
hunger-relief infrastructure. 
The hotline refers needy people 
to charitable programs, and ap- 
prises them of government ben- 
efits, such as food stamps, for 
which they may be eligible. It 
also helps match volunteers 
with suitable charities. 

At Thanksgiving time, the 
hotline keeps track of all holi- 
day meals in the area in order 
to refer potential diners, 
donors, and volunteers to ap- 
propriate locations. In another 
seasonal effort, Project Bread 
has organized the Children’s 
Holiday Kitchen, a project to 
educate youngsters about 
hunger and to help them raise 
hunger-relief funds. 

Hotline volunteers must un- 
dergo training, and must com- 
mit to six to eight hours of 
work each week. For those 
who can’t dedicate that much 
time, or for those just looking 
for a one-time assignment, 
Shaw says, there is plenty of 
clerical work to be done. And 
the Children’s Holiday Kitchen 
is looking for monetary dona- 
tions. Contact Project Bread 
(723-5000), or the FoodSource 
Hotline (523-7010). 


@ The Greater Boston Food 
Bank collects, warehouses, and 
distributes food to other chari- 
table programs. In a 60,000- 
square-foot warehouse on 
Atkinson Street, some two 
dozen volunteers unpack donat- 
ed goods, sort the various prod- 
ucts into different boxes, and 
shelve the boxes by category. 
“Walking through it, it’s almost 
like a BJ’s,” spokesperson Fos- 
ter says. 

And as in a wholesale ware- 
house, shoppers, here working 
for anti-hunger groups, pick 
out what they need and pur- 
chase it — but in this case, the 
prices are only five to 14 cents a 
pound, which Foster calls a 
“shared maintenance fee” to 
help cover costs. 

Even as demand for the food 
bank’s goods grows, Foster 
says, the supply is diminishing 
— largely thanks to recent 
changes in the food industry. 
Computerization has increased 
efficiency, he explains, meaning 
that there’s less waste and ex- 
cess inventory to be diverted to 
charity; meanwhile, corporate 
mergers have reduced the total 
number of companies that are 
around to make donations. 

Right now, a shortage of 
turkeys is the bank’s number- 
one problem, Foster says. The 
bank distributes the birds to 
client programs at no charge, 
but so far this year has rounded 
up only 4000 turkeys of the 
8000 it needs. (Many of the 
meal providers contacted for 
this article reported similar 
turkey troubles.) 

Canned goods are also, as al- 
ways, in demand. The most im- 
portant items, Foster says, are 
high-quality protein products: 


tuna, peanut butter, soup, 
canned meat, stew, and similar 
meals in a can. Fruits and veg- 
etables are also needed. 

As for volunteers, Foster 
says that while there may be 
some need for workers to sort 
donations, the bank is particu- 
larly looking for people to 
work checkout on weekdays. 
The Greater Boston Food Bank 
is at 99 Atkinson Street, on the 
line between South Boston and 
Roxbury; call 427-5200. 


@ The Pine Street Inn, on 
Harrison Avenue, has its vol- 
unteers in place for Thanks- 
giving, but, like the food bank, 
it’s looking for turkeys — 


‘more than a hundred, says 


Pine Street spokesperson Paul 
Denning. The homeless shel- 
ter’s two Thanksgiving Day 
meals for the public, involving 
some 850 people, will serve 95 
turkeys, Denning says, along 
with a mountain of other vict- 
uals: 425 pounds of potatoes, 
77 gallons of stuffing, 200 
pounds of mixed peas and car- 
rots, 40 gallons of gravy, 40 
gallons of fruit salad, 40 gal- 
lons of cider, 1700 rolls (and 
50 pounds of butter), 106 
pies, 85 cans of pickles, 85 
cans of olives, and 840 pieces 
of fresh fruit. 

And that’s just for the meals 
served at the Harrison Avenue 
emergency shelter. More 
turkeys — and more food — 
will be distributed in food bas- 
kets to feed the 228 people who 
live in Pine Street’s 14 lodging 
houses around the city. Beyond 
Thanksgiving, Pine Street needs 
food for its regular large-scale 
meal program, which serves 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner for 
a total of 2000 free meals a day. 
According to Denning, the most 
useful donations are large boxes 
of cereal (not sugarcoated), 
large cans of tuna, large cans of 
tomato products, coffee, tea, 
juice, and fruit. The Pine Street 
Inn is at 444 Harrison Avenue; 
call Peg Drisko-Johnson, at 
521-7286, to make donations. 


@ Rosie’s Place, in the 
South End, offers support, 





lodging, and advocacy services 
to poor and homeless women. 
And, thanks to a cooperative 
effort among local restaurants 
and ‘caterers, organized by 
Page Carter of Page Carter 
Catering, Rosie’s will be able to 
serve its clients a “full, tradi- 
tional dinner,” according to di- 
rector of development Toni 
Troop. The organization seeks 
nonperishable food items for 
its regular meals, as well as 
wool socks, long underwear, 
sweatshirts, and other warm 
clothing for its clients. Volun- 
teers are needed only on the 
days preceding and following 
the holiday, to do things rang- 
ing from cleaning up to helping 
to decorate the Christmas tree. 
Rosie’s Place is at 889 Harri- 
son Avenue. Call 442-9322 
and ask for Chris, the volunteer 
coordinator. 


@ For those intent on serving 
a Thanksgiving dinner, the Sal- 
vation Army Harbor Light 
Center is looking for approxi- 
mately 20 volunteers to help 
feed both the city’s homeless 
and the clients of the center’s 
substance-abuse program. (The 
job also includes setup and 
cleanup.) The meal is on 
Wednesday, November 27, so 
you can avoid any scheduling 
conflicts with your own 
Thanksgiving Day plans. 

Donations are welcome, too. 
Staffer Sandra Breeden says 
that the center is still looking 
for turkeys, along with other 
traditional Thanksgiving foods. 
For year-round needs, the cen- 
ter also seeks toiletries, socks, 
coats, new underwear, and fi- 
nancial donations. The Salva- 
tion Army Harbor Light Center 
is at 407 Shawmut Avenue; call 
Sandra Breeden, at 336-7469, 
to donate or to volunteer. 


There are plenty of other 
ways to help out around Bos- 
ton. The Women’s Lunch 
Place, a daytime shelter for 
women and children, is looking 
for long-term volunteers to 
work with clients for a mini- 
mum of eight hours a month 
for six months. One-time vol- 
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unteers can help set up the 
Thanksgiving Day meal, but 
they cannot serve. (Call Kim 
Cook at 267-1722.) St. John 
the Evangelist downtown 
needs turkeys for its Thanks- 
giving Day meal, as well as vol- 
unteers to set up and clean up, 
but not to serve. (Call Loren 
Gary, at 227-5242.) Project 
Place, which offers job training 
and other transitional services 
for the homeless, does need 
servers for its meal on 
Wednesday, November 27, as 
well as people to help with 
preparations on Monday and 
Tuesday. Food donations — 
especially cakes, pies, and 
cookies — are also needed. 
(Call Angela, at 262-3740, by 
November 22.) People’s Bap- 
tist Church, at 134 Camden 
Street, needs turkeys, pies, and 
other edibles for its Thanksgiv- 
ing Day meal for the homeless 
and the elderly, and the church 
also seeks volunteers that day 
to deliver meals to shut-ins. 
(Call Melinda, the church sec- 
retary, at 427-0424.) And the 
mayor’s office is running the 
Boston Can Share Food 
Drive. Donate canned goods 
(it’s probably a good idea to 
follow the Greater Boston 
Food Bank’s guidelines) at any 
post office with a ZIP code that 
begins with 021.

Beginning in the 1950s, babies born sexually ambiguous underwent a 
series of new treatments that aimed to counteract, or at least mask, their 
conditions. They were assigned a gender, surgically brought into line with 
it, delivered into the hands of their parents, and — often — filed in that 
medical no man’s land, ‘lost to follow-up.’ Well, they’re grown up now, 
and they have something to say to their doctors.

at the Hynes Auditorium, there was an 

atmosphere of tweedy collegiality, but 
outside the door Dr. Robert Jeffs had a sur- 
prise waiting for him. She was dressed in 
green velvet, with elbow-length black gloves 
of the sort worn by lady lounge singers. 
She comported herself perfectly. But you 
couldn’t get around it; she was talking 
about her genitals. Or, to be more specific, 
she was talking about the small penis, or 
large clitoris, or so-called “phallo-clit” that 
Jeffs had cut into 21 years ago in an effort 
to integrate her better into society. 

Her case was closed long ago, but Mor- 
gan Holmes was back. She spoke like a 
graduate student and approached alarmed- 
looking passersby with her story. And she 
had some questions for Dr. Jeffs. 

“Do you know what it’s like for a seven-

year-old child to sit on a table and spread 
‘em for nine million different doctors? For 
the interns to crowd together so they can 
get a peek?” she asked no one in particular. 
“Do you know what it’s like to lose part of 
your body?” 

The question hung in the air. At the first 
organized rally of Hermaphrodites with At- 
titude — the political wing of the Intersex 
Society of North America — Holmes was 
flanked by a continuum of bearded women, 
curvaceous men, and individuals of no ap- 
parent gender, plus reinforcements from 
the gay, lesbian, bisexual, transsexual, 
transgender, and freedom-from-gender 
movements. Most of them did not actually 
know what it was like to lose a phallo-clit in 
infancy, but they held up the banner with 
an air of business-as-usual revolutionary 
efficiency. One protester, a male-to-female 
transsexual, referred to herself chirpily as a 
“spokesherm”; this clearly wasn’t Riki 
Anne’s first movement. 

The issue of hermaphroditism — or in- 
tersexuality, the movement’s noun of 
choice — means a lot of abstract things to 
a lot of people. But that morning, to Mor- 
gan Holmes, it was far from abstract. She 
was talking about part of her body that 
Robert Jeffs removed, and the orgasms she 
hasn’t had since then. As a scholar of medi- 
cal anthropology, Holmes has dedicated 
years of her life to making space in society 
for those born sexually ambiguous. But that 
day in Boston, the debate got personal. , 

In the end, she was outside the building for 
two hours, and the confrontation with Jeffs 
never happened. Days later, over the tele- 
phone from Toronto, she tries to explain why. 


There was anxiety, “the way an abused 
child might feel about confronting her 
abuser.” Besides that, “it could really be 
dangerous. Frankly, there aren’t that many 
people who make me really angry. And my 
anger is a really frightening thing,” she 
says. And then there was another reason: 
the day the doctors made the incision, she 
was far out of the loop. She wasn’t sure 
what Jeffs looks like. “I’ve never seen him,” 
she explained. “I was anesthetized.” 


F ROBERT Jeffs walked past Morgan 

Holmes that Saturday, he chose to blend 
in with a thousand elbow-patched pediatri- 
cians looking for a nice lunch spot. As it 
turns out, Jeffs would probably not remem- 
ber Morgan Holmes even if Morgan 
Holmes was her real name, and even if she 
hadn’t aged 21 years. After 40 years of 
practice — during which he helped pioneer 
this treatment at two different hospitals — 
Jeffs can’t remember every face. 

Nor can he comment on the specific 
case, he explains, during a telephone inter- 
view from Johns Hopkins, where he now 
practices. In general, though, he and other 
physicians say steering children immediate- 
ly toward their apparently dominant gender 
— surgically, chemically, and socially — is 
the best way of assuring them a relatively 
normal life. Children, the argument goes, 
only come. in two genders, and the more 
perfectly they pass, the happier they will be. 

As for the surgeries, Jeffs says they are 
necessary even when the condition is not 
life-threatening — chromosomal girls, for 
instance, could have full male phalluses, 
and delaying surgery until puberty could 
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cause. Many of the protesters were reinforcements from other movements, although no one could dispute their attitude. 


mean they start menstruating through 
them. The longer doctors wait, in other 
words, the more conflicted the child, and 
the more tortured the parents who have to 
explain why their daughter has a penis. 

“Put yourself in the same suit,” he says. 
“Say you're going out, and the babysitter’s 
going to change the child. You say, 
‘Change Sadie in two hours.’ What else do 
you say? So there’s an issue there. How 
long do you go on in that vein, in terms of 
babysitters, grandparents, and, later, locker 
rooms?” 

And as for what happens 21 years later, 
Jeffs says he has no way of knowing. “You 
do something at the age that is appropriate 
in terms of [the baby’s] well-being,” he 
says. “The parents look with you during 
the follow-up and say ‘Oh, that looks nor- 
mal. That should work.’ Now, is this going 
to be one that’s satisfied or one that's out 
on the street with a placard? I don’t know. 

“I think there is a silent majority,” he 
says. “Whether they are silent and happy or 
silent and unhappy | don’t know.” 

It’s a matter that has only just emerged 
into the public domain, thanks to the small 
ruckus initiated by Hermaphrodites with 
Attitude. The day of the protest, a 
spokesman for the American Association of 
Pediatrics was still blinking with confusion 
as he ran off copies of a brand-new AAP 
statement on infants with mixed genitals, 
who make up about one in every 2000 
births. No one had ever asked for a state- 
ment until that day. 

The policy goes this way: early genital 
surgery to counteract sexual ambiguity is 
the best choice for the emotional health of 
the child. Until the age of 2% , a child with 
unclear genitalia can be successfully raised 
into either sex, provided surgery is per- 
formed as soon as possible and the parents 
raise the child unambiguously into one 
gender, doling out information in line with 
the child’s maturity. For all concerned — 
in order to avoid rejection by the parent, 
among other things — the optimal period 
for surgery is between six weeks and 15 
months from the child’s birth. 


HERYL CHASE, like Holmes, retains 

a flinty anger toward the doctors who 
gave her a complete clitorectomy at birth. 
At 40, she has, virtually no genital sensa- 
tion. A Bay Area computer consultant, 


Chase founded ISNA three years ago. She 
was the first to go public with her lobbying 
efforts, and the first to put her name in 
print, and she is known as the Joan of Arc 
of the movement. 

Begun strictly as a support group, ISNA 
now has 150 members and has become 
gradually politicized, with its chief goal a 
moratorium on genital surgery on children 
and infants, which Chase likens to the 
clitorectomy practiced in Africa. She is al- 
most gleeful about taking on the doctors 
— some of whom have dismissed ISNA in 
the press — although direct confrontation, 
which she has attempted, is “not a useful 
way to use our time.” 

Still, “I think a lot of intersexuals have at 
some time nursed homicidal feelings” to- 
ward their doctors, says Max (born Judy) 
Beck, 31, an ISNA member from Atlanta. 
“Our anger is very disturbing to the doc- 
tors. They're the only people who aren't 
comfortable with the emotional side of the 
problem.” 

The ISNA platform, as it has developed 
under Chase, demands that surgery — al- 
though not gender choice — should be put 
off until the child hits puberty, so that he 
or she can choose whether to undergo it. 
Mental-health specialists should be present 
after diagnosis to counsel parents, inform- 
ing them, among other things, that their 
child may not turn out to fit the gender as- 
signed to them. And ISNA promotes full 
disclosure to children — that they under- 
stand their condition, that they have access 
to peer groups, and that they are never 
made to be ashamed. 

What makes ISNA’s stance hard to swal- 
low, Chase says, is that it doesn’t promise 
parents a neat solution. “Doctors are 
telling parents they can fix it. You can’t re- 
ally fix it, but there are things you can do 
to make it better,” she says. “This isn’t go- 
ing to be without pain.” 

Beyond that is what Beck calls “the the- 
oretical Utopian second phase” of ISNA’s 
platform: the desire to make room for 
sexual variance in our society. That, as a 
goal, hovers somewhere beyond the hori- 
zon; ISNA members envision a world in 
which a child would not necessarily have 
to have a gender. This vision — a world 
where gender is no longer binary — un- 
derlies all of ISNA’s positions. Some

What Intersex is 


“Intersex” refers to a variety of conditions 
that result in intermediate sexual morphology 
or genital ambiguity. With intersex infants, 
doctors generally determine and announce 
gender at birth, prescribing “reconstructive” 
surgery if they feel it’s necessary. Although the 
classical understanding of “hermaphrodite” is 
two complete sets of genitals, this does not 
occur in nature. Most intersexuals can look 
nearly male, with an unusually small penis, or 
nearly female, with an oversized clitoris. Ac- 
cording to Anne Fausto-Sterling, a professor 
of medical science at Brown University, some 
sort of intersex condition occurs in 1.7 percent 
of all live births. Here are some of the condi- 
tions that fall into this category: 

Congenital adrenal hyperplasia 

There are multiple varieties of CAH, one of 
which — salt-wasting CAH — is life-threaten- 
ing. Female infants born with CAH experience 
an unusual burst of virilizing androgen from the 
adrenal glands, which results in masculinized 
genitalia or a partial masculine puberty. CAH 
boys can experience an early puberty. Occurs 
in 0.05 per 1000 live births. 

Androgen insensitivity 

Infants born with androgen-insensitivity 
syndrome are chromosomally male, but are 
not capable of responding to testosterone. As 
a result, the AIS infant has genitals of female 
appearance and undescended testes, and fre- 
quently has a short vaginal passage. The AIS 
adult is not fertile and does not menstruate. 
Full androgen insensitivity occurs in 0.05 out of 
every 1000 births. Vaginoplasty (the surgical 
creation of a vagina) and removal of the testes 
is often prescribed. 

Klinefelter’s syndrome 

An anomaly in which patients are born with 
extra X chromosomes — that is, their sex- 
chromosome makeup is XXY or even XXXY. 
Patients are male in development, but with 
small testes, some gynecomastia (breast 
growth), and low testosterone production. 
Some patients are chromosomal mosaics, 
with two or more cell lines of different chromo- 
somal constitution. Occurs in 0.5 per 1000 live 
births. Many are assigned female and undergo 
clitorectomy. Children assigned male often un- 
dergo testosterone treatment at puberty. 
Turner’s syndrome 

A genetic anomaly in which patients lack 
one sex chromosome, possessing only a sin- 
gle X chromosome. Turner's infants often re- 
main very short, are infertile, and experience 
a late puberty, if any. Occurs in 0.2 per 1000 
live births.

members dream of putting /, for “Inter- 
sexual,” on their drivers’ licenses. 


LONE AMONG the passing pediatri- 

cians, Dr. Pete Kelly, a Chattanooga 
urologist, walked over to talk to Holmes 
for a while. Although he was sympathetic 
to her argument, he ventures that he 
would be hard-pressed to find one set of 
parents in the state of Tennessee willing to 
raise a child with ambiguous genitals, 
much less an ambiguous gender. They 
want the child fixed, and fixed fast. 

“Let me tell you, these parents are dev- 
astated,” he says. “They don’t know what 
they have. All they want is a normal baby.” 

Of course, Kelly wouldn’t have walked 
over in the first place if something about the 
protest hadn't struck a nerve. There remains, 
among the doctors, a fuzzy view of what 
happens to their patients 15 or 20 years 
down the line, as well as the conviction that 
the early operations were gratuitously dam- 
aging — micropenises that were “recessed” 
to look like normal female clitorises often 
lost all sensation. Jeffs, from his office at 
Johns Hopkins University, freely admits that. 

“Certainly there was a time when erectile 
tissue was simply eradicated,” he says. 
“That hasn’t been my practice for 30 years. 
I can understand that they have a problem. 
I’m not sure that if one went back, that in- 
dividual problems could not have been 
managed better with the techniques we 
have now. One does the best one can.” 

Richard Pillard, a psychiatrist at Boston 
University’s Family Studies Laboratory, is 
among ISNA’s handful of witnesses for 
the prosecution. Like a number of psychi- 
atrists and social workers, he is encourag- 
ing physicians to admit that their cases do 
not end in post-op, but must be followed 
for a lifetime to judge their success. 

“It’s just like radiation therapy — from 
time to time we've had to relook at a treat- 
ment and say the treatment we've given 
was ill-informed,” Pillard says. “We do 
something because we have to do some- 
thing, and then we realize it wasn’t the 
right thing. Isn't that the way science is?” 

And so, today, doctors treat the cases as 
they come up, with the best solutions they 
can think of to integrate sexual anomalies 
into society. The truth is, not even the doc- 
tors know how thoroughly they are suc- 
ceeding over the long term. By the same to- 
ken, they have no evidence that anything 
else would work better. One doctor who re- 
sponded to ISNA is David Sandberg, a psy- 
choendocrinologist at Buffalo Children’s 
Hospital, who wrote this for the ISNA 
newsletter: “I would suggest, however, that 
there is very little data to support either [the 
current approach] or ISNA’s approach. We 
are unfortunately all flying by the seat of 
our pants, clinically.”

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How to speak 
Hermaphrodite 


You could study the Intersex Society of 
North America for years and still get tripped 
up on the personal-pronoun platform. While 


some intersexuals freely accept “she” or 
“he,” the ISNA brain trust has been hard at 
work coming up with alternatives. The pre- 
ferred pronoun is “s/he,” although it isn’t 
practical for conversational use. For those 
purposes, some offer “e” or “she-he” or — 
go figure — “sie.” Possessive pronouns are 
hairier still; Dana Montgomery, of the Mid- | 
dlesex Group, likes “hir.” Or “herm.” ; 


EANWHILE, CERTAIN of the ral- 

liers left the picket line for a life still 
lived in half-darkness. BecauSe intersexu- 
als — when they are not lobbying — tend 
to fall well outside the social comfort zone, 
feeling wronged by science and cast out by 
the community. At the end of ISNA’s de- 
mands is this: we should no longer be 
treated with horror. 

Dana Montgomery, who uses a hand- 
ful of fictional names and prefers the 
pronoun “s/he,” is 6—1 and broad- 
shouldered, with fully developed breasts 
and slightly swelling hips, smooth skin 
and long, straight hair. He began taking 
male hormones at the age of 16 to coun- 
teract breast development, and now ap- 
pears indeterminate. 

“If | need a newspaper, | get it froma 
vending machine, not a store.” says 
Montgomery, in a quiet, feminine voice. 

“It’s really difficult for me to go out. I go 
out mostly at night, after dark. I’m closer 
to invisible at night. I try to avoid people.” 

At 42, Montgomery house-sits in 
Newtonville — his parents’ house, until 
they left, he says, because they could no 
longer stand the sight of him. Mont- 
gomery has very little money, close to 
none, and lives an isolated life. Though 
Montgomery says he could give a par- 
ent better advice at raising an intersex- 
ual child than science currently offers, 
he says he couldn't assure them a hap- 
py child. A world in which he would 
have grown up happy is a distant 
prospect. 

As things are, “there’s a split,” says 
Montgomery, who founded an intersex 
support group called the Middlesex 
Group. “There are people who function 
pretty well. They often went into computer 
programming, or sales, which requires a 
lot of acting anyway. And there are people 
who can’t handle it and wind up hermits 
and scraping by.” 

Raven Kaldera falls into the former cat- 
egory; she displays the kind of serenity 
that comes after the end of an ordeal. Five 
years ago, Kaldera gave up a 16-year ef- 
fort to be female. Born with congenital 
adrenal hyperplasia, she never underwent 
surgery, but an aggressive program of es- 
trogen injections held her male puberty at 
bay through an early marriage and the 
birth of a baby daughter. 

“Finally it was like, ‘If this bird ain’t 
flown, this bird ain’t gonna fly,’ ” says 
Kaldera. Since going off estrogen her li- 
bido has skyrocketed, her voice has 
dropped a register, and those whiskers 
have come back. She is no longer wholly 
female, and expects to pass for a | 

male visually (if not chromosomal- 

ly) within three to five years. 

All things being equal, it’s gone well 
for Kaldera. At 31, she sees an alter- 

native somewhere — in the natural tol- 
erance of children, in history, in 
mythology — and hopes that after a 
while it will ripple through society. Once, } 
when she was 10, she found a descrip- 
tion of a hermaphrodite in a book of 
Greek myths, and for a brief period she 
recognized herself. Then she was a woman 
for 16 years. But there was that moment. 

“My first reaction was, “Yeah, this is 
right,’ ” she says. “And then the social 
taboos kicked in. But at first, | thought it 
was magical. | was becoming a mythical 
beast. It was like | was sprouting a horn. It 
was like | was becoming a unicorn.” a

splendor, all the way down to the miniature jukeboxes at 
each table (playing everything from Patsy Cline to Smash- 
ing Pumpkins) and the neon open signs in the window.

nist, not only because of my lingering dream 

of a society more gallant toward pregnant 
teenagers, but also because two of my very fa- 
vorite things are Szechuan food and Afro-Cuban 
music. Of course it has to be said that the most 
conservative side of communism is what has so 
fostered these two wonderful arts. Indeed, most 
great eating comes from a deeply conservative 
enterprise — recapturing the flavors of child- 
hood. Gourmandise is culture-bound, back- 
ward, nationalistic, chauvinistic — and when it 
doesn’t lust for the delicacies of the palace, it 
embraces the most reactionary attitudes of the 
peasantry. There is a progressive side to great 
eating, but you have to plow through a lot of 
Pringles and Pop-Tarts to get to something 
good, like genetically sweetened corn. 

So while Miami salsa music is bland by com- 
parison to Castro’s songo, Cuban-American 
food can be terrific. For the traditional stuff, it’s 
worth a field trip to El Oriental de Cuba, in Ja- 
maica Plain. Mucho Gusto, 
on the hip block among the 
various buildings of Berklee 
College, features a charming 
blend of modernized Cuban 
food, unaccented bilingual- 
ism, old mambo records, and 
barely collectible kitsch of 
the J Love Lucy school of 
Cubanismo. The latter verges 
on camp — pottery figures 
of black folks with head 
scarves and conga drums — 
but also partakes of a more 
genuine affection for the cul- 
ture of the ’50s. 

What holds it all together 
is the personal warmth and 
involvement of the co-own- 
er, Oswaldo/Ozzie, who 
greets every patron and 
jumps into every little service 
gap that might arise in a new 
restaurant. 

Although Mucho Gusto isn’t a “great restau- 
rant,” it’s more fun than a lot of great restau- 
rants, and it has a couple of great dishes. One is 
a little marinated-eggplant salad currently avail- 
able only at dinner. Another is french-fried 
onions, a dish that seldom has much flavor be- 
yond the grease and salt. 

On the Cuban classics, Mucho Gusto wins ev- 
erywhere you don’t need lard. Their black-bean 
soup ($2.50, $3) is unconventionally puréed but 
classically spiced, with cumin and garlic to light- 
en up the beans. It’s filling and warming without 
being a guilty pleasure. The Cuban sandwich 
($4.50 at lunch, $7.50 at dinner) is slices of 
ham and roast pork (probably lean fresh ham) in 
a grilled sandwich with mustard and cheese. The 
evening version brings a double handful of very 
good french fries, and the superlative onion 
strings — unbreaded, with just enough crispy 
parts, onion flavor balancing the ecstasies of oil 
and salt. 

The problem of too little lard surfaces in the 
rice and beans ($3, $5, and a side dish on din- 
ner entrées). The rice of one early evening was 
already a little hardened; the beans were soupy 
enough to moisten it, but lacked sabor. You can 
make tasty Caribbean beans without much fat, 
by frying a lot of aromatics in a very little canola 
oil for the initial sofrito, but you can’t simply 
toss the lard can and get the real beans. Another 
approach, more Mexican than Cuban, is to 
reach for the “House Recipe” hot sauce bottle. 
It’s quite fiery — start with a couple drops and 
stir them in well.

I dunno, Maud. These restaurant snobs are 
getting weirder every year. This one says a place 
needs to use more lard. And if they don’t get the 
lard in, he says to put hot sauce on it. Next thing 
he’s going back to overcooked vegetables with 
gloopy gravy on top, you mark my words. 

Ropa vieja ($19 with soup, salad, and dessert) 
is likewise a somewhat sanitized version of the 
classic beef stew cooked until the meat falls to 
shreds. It was devised as a means of tenderizing 
lean, stringy beef; the name “old ciothes” refers 
to the way stiff, homespun clothing likewise had 
to be tenderized. So lard restored some mois- 
ture, and aromatics restored some flavor. I’m 
suggesting a treatment more like what I suspect 
goes into the accompanying soup, ajiaco. This 
vegetarian soup-stew depends on a variety of 
starches (potato, corn on the cob, plantain, 
malanga) to thicken an aromatic broth to about 
the level of New England pea soup. A bowl of 
this would make an excellent lunch for a big, 
hungry vegetarian. 

And though lard also 
adds flavor to deep-fried 
foods, we’ve mostly be- 
come accustomed to the 
cleaner taste imparted by 
lighter frying oils. This 
pays off for Mucho Gus- 
to, which has a long list 
of fried delights. We at- 
tacked broadside the 
house sampler ($7, 
$12), of which the 
smaller -will appetize 
about four people. It in- 
cluded the french fries of 
yucca root ($3); thin 
“potato chips” of malan- 
ga ($3); slices of the 
Caribbean-style unfilled 
tamale ($5); tostones 
($3), flattened disks of 
twice-fried green plan- 
tain; and maduros ($3), 





which are once-fried 
sweet-ripe plantains. These fries, especially the 
yucca and malanga numbers, were as fresh and 
as dry-fried and as naturally flavored as I have 
ever had them. 

The larger sampler gets you into the non- 
vegetarian fried items, such as the sweet 
plantain balls stuffed with hamburger ($5). 
Or the superlative croquetas ($7) of puréed 
ham and cheese, or the empanadas ($5), 
turnovers of savory dough filled with sautéed 
minced beef. 

A modest list of beers and wines makes this 
a true café, but don’t forget the coffee part. 
Café con leche ($1.50) is served like a Star- 
bucks macchiato, with espresso coffee under- 
neath a blanket of steamed milk. The roasted 
flavor of the milk complements the coffee, and 
I never mind the compulsory sugar. You can 
linger over dense almond cookies, macaroons, 
rice pudding (mine kinda chewy), pound cake 
moistened with syrup, guava pastele (guava 
jam between layers of shortbread-like cake) 
you get the idea. These desserts, all between 
$1 and $2, aren’t worth crossing the street for, 
but since you’re already sitting in Mucho Gus- 
to, pleasantly full of yucca fries, sipping on 
strong coffee, they are delightful and a cheap 
way to enjoy another 10 or 15 minutes of the 
fantasy. ~ 

A’word about the music. Two words, actually. 
Mambo Kings. Even when the track is a street 
rumba or a soupy bolero, it evokes Havana of 
the 50s. The décor evokes Americans who 
might have visited Havana in the 50s. Salud! @
